One of the interesting compensa- 
tions for the very busy life that we 
lead at HOBBIES is reading our 
daily mail.

It 
furnishes all that makes life worth- 
while. 

“Perhaps in these notes you will 
get an idea of what a busy, but happy 
life, a woman in the country has. 
And I’m happy when a parcel comes 
to my door from one of the HOB- 
BIES’ fraternity.”

The Old Chafing Dish 


Lately we have seen the chafing 
dish showing up in antique shops, 
which means that it, too, has earned 
a place in the heart of the collector. 
Here’s something on the history of 
the chafing dish which Mrs. LaVere 
Myers, Pennsylvania, dished up for 
us from a cook book in 1897, publish- 
ed by the Elliott Publishing Co., 
Philadelphia, Pa. 


Chafing Dish Cookery 


“Five years ago the average indi- 
vidual hardly knew what a chafing 





a 
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dish ‘was, but now in many a small 
apartment are known full well, the 
joys of savory suppers served infor- 
mally and gayly from the bright and 
cheerful nickel chafer that may be 
brought anywhere at small expense, 
and which has become in more ways 
than one a precious boon to the light 
and economical housekeeper. 


“Bachelors, girls living in small 
rooms, and all who wish to do light 
housekeping should have one chafing 
dish and an alcohol lamp with a 
small teakettle. Fill the lamp with 
alcohol and then light it, and then 
put the teakettle on first with water. 
Then fill the lamp for the chafing 
dish, light it, and fill the lower pan 
half full with water. 


“Place the top pan on the lower 
one and chafing dish is ready for use. 

“The chafing dish is used at in- 
formal meals, and so far as is pos- 
sible, the actual cooking should be 
done after guests are seated at the 
table, the short delay in the prepara- 
tion of the dish being utilized for 
conversation. All ingredients should 
be at one side of the dish on a small 
tray in readiness for immediate use— 
condiments, flour, etc., measured, 
meat diced and eggs beaten. Often 
two or more ingredients can be 
placed in the same receptacle, and 
if the bowls and dishes used are pro- 
portioned to the amount of materials 


they will not be deemed out of place. - 


They should, of course, be removed 
as soon as emptied. 


“Butter may be made into balls, 
each ball representing an ounce. 
Arrange these in a pretty dish on the 
right. If cream is to be used, mea- 
sure and put it in a little pitcher on 
the left. Bottles containing sauces 
and catsups should also be placed on 
the left, as well as large materials, 
such as lobsters, etc. Thig saves much 
time and confusion. See that the 
lamp is filled and the matches are at 
hand before being seated. When a 
recipe calls for butter and flour rub 
them. together and put them in the 
dish before serving-time. If butter 
is to be browned put it in the dish 
first, then have the flour in a pretty 
bowl, to be added later. Use for stir- 
ring a long handled, polished wooden 
spoon. This will enable you to work 
easily and quietly. If you use a 
light metal dish it becomes at times 
needful to use the hot water pan, but 
with a heavy dish this is not required. 


“Though a desirable possession at 
all times the chafing dish is particu- 
larly convenient during the ‘dog 
days,’ when bending over the kitchen 
range becomes insufferable; and to 
the summer hostess, especially, this 
admirable substitute is invaluable. 
“The number of viands that may be 
prepared on the chafing dish are 
numerous and inviting—and their 
number is constantly increasing. Deli- 
cate and dainty concoctions have so 
far been the chief products of the 
chafing dish, but an attempt is being 
made to cook more _ substantial 
articles, so that they may be a 
boon also to the tired housewife 
whose family requires heartier 
foods.”

back quite vividly to periods of his- 
tory which the specimens represent. 

Taylor now has 385 uniforms, all 
of them American, and he thinks, and 
rightly, that his collection has grown 
considerably since he picked up the 
Civil War hat from an antique dealer. 

The first thing Taylor brings under 
his scrutiny are the buttons on the 
costume. You may not know it, but 
the military button business is some- 
thing terrific and buttons are often 
the surest guide to the authenticity 
of a uniform. Taylor has catalogues 
which tell about nothing but but- 
tons—where they were made, the de- 
signs, the raw materials, the quantity 
produced, etc. After the buttons, 
comes the sewing, the suit material, 
the design, the color. By the time 
he has run through this routine he 
is quite sure that it’s the real thing 
or just some more old clothes.

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“LOVE'S LABOR LOST” EXHIBIT 


A special exhibit entitled ‘Love’s 
Labor Lost” was displayed during 
February and the early part of March 
in the Museum of the City of New 
York. The exhibition was arranged 
by Jerome Irving Smith, curator, and 
consisted of a fine collection of early 
valentines from the Norcross Greeting 
Card Company, plus items from the 
collections of Malcolm Newton Stone 
and Mrs, Charles Albert Read. 


Placed against a gold and lace back- 
ground were more than 200 valentines 
starting with a scrap of time-browned 
paper with a penned love message of 
1684 and ending with a 1941 Norcross 
large valentine made after 1840 style. 
Valentines, such as we know them, be- 
gan as simple love messages in verse 
and date back as far as Chaucer’s 
time. During the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies gifts were bestowed upon Valen- 
tine’s Day along with the verses or 
without them. The first decorated 
valentine probably consisted of a verse 
fancied up on the margins by some 
swain whose proud lady love showed 
it around and caused a lot of jealous 
girl friends to spur their lovers on by 
loud beratings to greater ingenuity the 
following year. During the 18th cen- 
tury gay handmade valentines were 
quite the vogue. Early in the century 
exquisite ones were cut by hand to re- 
semble lace and water-colored with 
hearts pierced by arrows, love birds 
and flowers. It is said that often this 
work was done by nuns who made and 
sold them to raise funds to carry on 
their charitable duties. They in all 
likelihood were the first valentines 
made for sale. Towards the latter 
part of the 18th century engravers 
saw in the valentine a means for in- 
creasing their trade, and very hand- 
some ones were produced to be sold by 
the shops. Other printmakers at this 
time brought forth the comic valen- 
tine, and it is interesting to note from

the exhibition, that the style of the 
comic from that day to this has varied 
little with perhaps the exceptions of 
increased vulgarity and less refined 
workmanship. 


By the 19th century the production 
of valentines was in full swing; en- 
graved ones colored by hand; home- 
made ones of all kinds from cut-outs 
with verses, gay colors, and endless 
knots of love to hieroglyphic or rebus 
ones. The production of the engraved 
declarations of love was for the ear- 
lier part of the century brought forth 
in England, some in France, and im- 
ported to this country by our sta- 
tioners. Early in the 30’s handsomely 
embossed papers with engraved sub- 
jects were placed on the market. Late 
in the 30’s British paper manufactur- 
ers such as Mansello, Dobbs and Ker- 
shaw issued a very fine lace paper 
which they sold to stationers who in 
turn sold them and various kinds of 
decorative paste-ons to patrons who 
took them home, composed love verses 
(or copied them from Valentine Writ- 
ers) and created with the paste-ons a 
handsome love offering. The great 
period began then, and this “golden 
age” of the valentine lasted through 
the 50’s. 


Exactly at what date American 
printers began making valentines is 
veiled in obscurity. Thomas W. Strong 
and Pascal Donaldson of New York 
produced papers with embossed bor- 
ders during the 40’s and 50’s while 
Charles P. Huestis, T. Frere and 
James Wrigley issued comics and pos- 
sibly sentimental valentines, as well. 
Esther Howland of New England im- 
ported lace paper from England and 
with it concocted fluffy tid-bits for the 
trade, and aithough she is accredited 
by some as having made the first 
American valentine in 1850, the ear- 
lier work of Strong and Donaldson 
furnish a convincing contradiction. 


The valentine’s hey-dey began to 
fade in the 60’s; lace paper became 
coarser and paste-ons less delicate in 
color. The addition of fringed bor- 
ders in the70’s and the use of chromo- 
lithograph destroyed its refined ele- 
gance, and the valentine became 
choked by late Victorian stuffiness. 
By the 90’s it ‘was absolutely stifled 
and although sentiment flourished, it 
became rank and weed-like with few 
exceptions. 


Paper shortages caused by the 
the war ended the brief revival in 
1941. Time, and more plentiful sup- 
ply of paper, it is to be hoped will 
revive the revival.

Caruso, Collectors’ 
Favorite Tenor 


McCormack and Slezak Tie For 
Second Place. Tamagno Third 


Thirty collectors submitted lists of 
their favorite tenor recordings of the 
acoustic era (1877-1925). Ten choices 
were allowed; but those who wished 
to make out two lists, one of lyric and 
one of dramatic performances, were 
urged to do so. Only seven collectors 
took advantage of that invitation, how- 
ever. The lists appeared in this de- 
partment every month from May 1946 
to January 1947, inclusive. 


A study of the tabulations of the 
“voting” on the next page are en- 
lightening, provocative and, in some 
cases, surprising. Of course, it is not 
surprising that Caruso should win first 
place, with more than twice as many 
votes as even his closest competitors 
received, but I did not expect Slezak to 
do this well (though I’m glad he did!) 
and I was really amazed to find Ta- 
magno so high on the list. Having al- 
ways maintained that his twelve-inch 
recordings of 1904 were superior to 
the ten-inchers of 1903—the only ones, 
unfortunately, which Victor issued 
here—I was naturally gratified to dis- 
cover that out of 19 votes, 12 were for 
these 1904 HMV’s, and that his mag- 
nificent twelve-inch Otello Death 
Scene, with eight votes, was one of the 
two most admired performances of the 
entire lot. Quite a tribute to a tenor 
who recorded under the primitive con- 
ditions of 48 years ago, at the end of 
his career. (One year later he was to 
die of angina pectoris.) 


‘That so popular a tenor as Gigli 
should share tenth place with Con- 
stantino and Lazaro might seem ridi- 
culously out of line until] you consider 
the very important fact that he really 
belongs to the electrical period of re- 
cording (everything since 1925). It is 
noteworthy, however, that four out of 
the five votes he received were for the 
same record—the 1m proviso from 
Andrea Chenier. Other tenors who 
certainly would have made a better 
showing had electrical recordings been 
eligible are Lauri-Volpi, Schipa and 
Tauber. To their names I would add 
Martinelli’s, too, in spite of the fact 
that he did so well, sharing sixth place 
with Bonci and de Lucia, because his 
electrical recordings are generally far 
more impressive and enjoyable than 
his acoustics. 


To get the most out of the results of 
this contest, compare the accompany- 
ing list of the most popular tenors 


with the list of favorite tenor perform- 
ances. I find it reassuring, for ex- 
ample, to see how closely, by and 
large, collectors seem to agree what 
are the best records of a given artist. 
Many factors have to be taken into 
account, of course. Great perform- 
ances that happen to be record rarities 
would naturally receive even higher 
ratings if more collectors were fami- 
liar with them. On the other hand, 
some collectors seem to have chosen 
records more for rarity than for in- 
trinsic vocal merit, the sole quality 
which should be the determining fac- 
tor in a contest of this sort. All in all, 
however, I think these final results, as 
tabulated here, should prove of unique 





value to inexperienced collectors and 
to lovers of fine singing who want to 
acquire the most worthy recordings of 
the great singers of the past, and who 
need just such guidance as these lists 
provide in making their selections. 
Those who choose the material to be 
issued in Victor’s new Heritage Series 
would do well to study our lists, too, 
for by so doing they could learn just 
which recordings are most admired 
and wanted by collectors. In this con- 
nection, incidentally, it is worth not- 
ing that our figures justify the re- 
issue, as part of the first Heritage 
Series release, of Caruso’s La Juive 
aria. It was a choice widely criticised 
in the newspaper and magazine re- 
views I read, and I must say that I 
have never cared too much for the re- 
cord myself, yet the fact that it proved 
to be one of the two most popular 
Caruso recordings speaks for itself.

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
LEN SPENCER. I. 


By ULYSSES 


More than a year ago readers of 
HOBBIES elected a group of pioneer 
recording artists to membership in 
the mystical “Supreme Fifteen.” 
Twelve of those so honored have 
already been the subject of bio- 
graphical sketches. 

Three—Len Spencer, Frank C. 
Stanley and Cal Stewart—remain for 
consideration. All have something in 
common besides_ possessing last 
names beginning with S and having 
been dead a quarter of a century or 
more. Each was an artist of consider- 
able interpretative skill in his own 
specialized field and each also had 
far more than the ordinary amount 
of creative ability. 

Particularly was this true of Leon- 
ard Garfield Spencer. I am convinced 
that, in the 70 years since the phono- 
graph was invented, no other record- 
ing artist has equalled him as an 
original thinker, author and per- 
former. 

Len Spencer was a genius and, I 
believe, a man born in advance of 
his rightful age. Someone has called 
him “the Orson Welles of the early 
1900’s.” If he were alive today, at the 
peak of his powers, he probably 
would be one of the dominant figures 
of radio and television, as actor, 
producer, script writer or all. 

Spencer, had he survived to the 
present day, would be an old man, 
past 79 years of age. The following 
brief biographical sketch of him ap- 
peared in a catalog of Edison Blue 
Amberol records dated April, 1914: 

“LEONARD G. SPENCER, CHAR- 

ACTER SINGER— 
Familiarly known to his intimates 
and thousands of admirers in the 
phonograph world as ‘Len.’ This 
artist was born in Washington, D. C., 
January 12, 1867. When a mere lad, 
young Spencer became an associate 
instructor with his father in the 
Spencerian Business College in Wash- 
ington. Business demands brought 
him in close association with the 
Edison Company, where the remark- 
able recording quality of his voice 
was immediately discovered. The 
wonderful flexibility of his voice; 
his powers of differentiating in his 
character portrayals, and his mar- 
velous dialetic ability are some of 
the causes that have made him so 
popular.” 

This is a good thumbnail sketch of 
the once world-famous native son of 
Washington, D. C., although, as will 
appear later, the Edison Company 
had nothing to do with the discovery 
of Len’s abilities as a recording 
artist. The Columbia company’s head- 
quarters ‘were in Washington in the 
late 1880’s and early ‘90’s’ and Spen- 
cer was making Columbia records by 
the “round” years before Edison en- 
tered the business. 

Before beginning to trace in detail 
Len’s 25-year span as one of the

most popular makers of records, it 
may be well to set down something 
of his family background and to de- 
vote especial attention to his remark- 
able mother, Sara Andrew Spencer. 
Some of Len’s still well remembered 
traits undoubtedly were derived from 
her, one of the notable women of a 
bygone generation. 


Mrs. Spencer died in 1910. Two 
years previously, the 1908 edition of 
“Who’s Who in America” listed her 
as still being principal of the Spencer- 
ian business college in Washington. 
She was born in Savona, New York, 
in 1837, and in 1864 she married 
Henry C. Spencer, who died in 1890, 
about the time his famous son’s re- 
cording career was beginning. 


Young Mrs. Spencer proved herself 
an ardent advocate of woman suf- 
frage. In 1871, when Len was four 
years old, she joined 72 other women 
in an effort to register and vote. 
Refused, she brought suit, which re- 
sulted in the Supreme Court’s 1874 
ruling that women were citizens but 
could not vote without local enabling 
legislation. 


“Votes for women” constituted only 
one of Mrs. Spencer’s interests. She 
strongly supported measures to re- 
form “fallen women’’ and was given 
credit for defeating bills to license 
red light districts in Washington. 
During the ‘70’s she secured passage 
of legislation there for “the rescue 
of outcast girls.” She was secretary 
of the National Woman_ Suffrage 
Association from 1874 to 1881; presi- 
dent of the Woman Franchise Asso- 
ciation of the District of Columbia

The collector of American prints, 
whether he covers the entire field or 
limits himself to one especial subject, 
is certain, sooner or later, to find litho- 
graphs from European presses so fine 
that it is difficult to ignore them. “Ar- 
tist lithographs” are, of course, a col- 
lector’s specialty, in which European 
prints unquestionably take first place. 
Goya, Gericault, Diaz, Vernet, Dau- 
mier, Whistler, all made lithographs 
of this type, and many other artists 
are mentioned by Joseph Pennell in 
his “Lithography and Lithographers,” 
which deals almost entirely with work 
of this type. Yet there are hundreds, 
if not thousands of “commercial” lith- 
ographs produced in Europe, but 
American in subject, usually for the 
American market, frequently pub- 
lished on this side of the Atlantic, and 
occasionally drawn by American ar- 
tists which it would be captious not 
to class as “American prints.” Fur- 
ther, many of them are of such rarity 
and high quality that they would be 
high-spots in any collection. 

The connection between lithography, 
and graphic art, in Europe and Amer- 
ica has always been very close, and 
the majority of our finest lithograph- 
ers were European immigrants, or

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Americans who studied in Europe. 
And, while American enterprise and 
ingenuity had their share in develop- 
ing the industry, its inception was 
European, and European lithograph- 
ers were, for almost a century, a step 
ahead of ours. Senefelder, the inven- 
tor of the process, was a German, but 
he introduced his invention in England 
in 1801 and in France in 1802, and 
was in France again in 1820, with 
his pupil Knecht visiting London the 
same year. And, according to Pennell, 
‘if lithography was invented in Ger- 
many, it was perfected in France.” 
About 1820, it was even a fashionable 
hobby there, and it remained a favor- 
ite type of print, which it never be- 
came in England. 

Albums of prints were particularly 
liked, and one of the first, and by far 
the most ambitious, “Picturesque and 
Romantic Voyages in Old France,” 
started by Baron Taylor in 1820, was 
issued in nineteen volumes to about 
1865, when the publishers gave up, 
finding that the series, if completed, 
would cost the subscribers 33,000 
francs, ($6,600), and take a century 
to finish. But the government’s sup- 
port of this ambitious project gave 
lithography a good start. Englemann, 
the first successful lithographer in 
France, started in Paris about 1815, 
and others came later, La Fosse, after 
1850 Jacotte & Lafosse, T. Muller and 
Muller & Lafosse, Le Mercier, Regnier 
& Co., and the partnership of De Roy, 
Lithographer and Cartier, Printer, all 
issuing prints of American interest. 

The fashion for albums produced 
several of American views, particu- 
larly those drawn by the Frenchman 
J. Milbert, a “Picturesque Itinerary 
of the Hudson,” seven prints, issued 
in 1828-29, lithographed by De Roy, 
and his “Western America,” eighteen 


‘prints, of 1856, by Villeneuve of Paris. 


Both include the usual “points of in- 
terest,” Saratoga Springs, Natural 
Bridge, Virginia, West Point, and so 
on, with, in the latter an unexpected 
“Pierpont’s Distillery on Long Is- 
land,” a view of Brooklyn. There is 
also a rare and early album by Engle- 
man, “North America,” containing 
Niagara Falls, West Point, New York, 
Natural Bridge again, and, unexpect- 
edly again, an “Indian Dance.” While 
these are generally called albums, 
portfolios is a more correct term, since 
they were not always bound, and sets 
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are often incompete. Another, and 
more comprehensive collection is also 
a little more distinctly American, the 
fiftv-four small folio “Views of the 
United States” by Augustus Kollner, 
who came to this country in 1840, set- 
tled in Philadelphia, and became a suc- 
cessful lithographer there. The pub- 
lishers of the series, Goupil, Vibert & 
Co., French art dealers and publish- 


ers, established a New York branch ° 


about 1848, to become Goupil & Co. in 
1850, and the still famous Knoedler & 
Co. in 1886. Kollner’s views are, as 
might be expected, mainly of the East- 
ern cities, New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. 

Other sets of American scenes done 
in Europe include the fine “Album of 
Virginia,” “Ed. Beyer, Del. & Pub.,” 
87 folio plates lithographed by Loeil- 
let & Co. of Berlin and T. Rau & Son 
of Dresden in 1857-58. And, of greater 
importance, George Catlin’s famous 
“North American Indian Portfolio” of 
thirty-one folio plates, by Day and 
Haghe of London in 1844. Twenty 
years later, Catlin did several] Indian 
prints for Currier & Ives, but they 
are mainly copies of his earlier paint- 
ings, and are distinctly inferior in 
quality. 

The French lithographers made 
many prints for the Goupil-Vibert- 
Knoedler house. The American artist 
Theodore Marsden series of “Ameri- 
can Farm Scenes” and “American 
Field Sports,” by Le Mercier and 
Jacotte & Lafosse, and the fine Can- 
vassing For A Vote,” and “Life of 
Washington” by Regnier are some 
worth noting. A New York art deal- 
er, William Schaus, between 1850 and 
1885, also had many prints litho- 
graphed in Paris, with his imprint. 
Most are sentimental subjects, and 
beautiful prints, but his “Raffling

partner of Englemann of Paris, 
Day & Haghe, Louis Haghe a Belgian 
who came to London in 1823, later 
Day & Son, and, after 1860, Vincent 
Brooks, Day & Son, and the later 
Yates & Co. all made fine prints, some 
of American interest. However, while 
albums were also an English fashion, 
topped by John Gould’s forty-odd vol- 
umes of “Birds of the World,” started 
in 1832, no American ones appeared. 
Vincent Brooks, Day & Son did a 
series of Indian scenes in the Missis- 
sippi Valley about 1860, “Buffalo 
Creek Near Fort Riley, Kansas,” 
“Great Bend of Arkansas River” and 
others, and Day & Son several ship 
prints, “New York Packet Ship,” 
Clipper Ship Swiftsure” and U. S. 
Frigate St. Lawrence,” which might 
be classed as a series. Yates & Co. 
did two splendid prints, “Midnight 
Race on the Mississippi” and Ameri- 
can Express Trains Leaving the Junc- 
tion” possibly for the American 
market. And, more important, Acker- 
man published Hanhart’s large “San 
Francisco” of 1851 

There are many other important 
American views from European 
presses. De Roy and Le Breton did 
early views of San Francisco, and 
there is a surprising “Cincinnati, 
Vue Generale Prise Derriere Newport” 
by the Cincinnati artist and litho- 
grapher Forbridger, lithographed by 
Le Mercier. New York views include 
Deroy’s “View of New York Taken 
from Weehawk,” with title also in 
French, German and Latin, one, “New 
York von den see Seite aus Gosehen” 
by Folger of Berlin, about 1850, and 
a number by W. & J. Turgis of New 
York and Paris. 

Finally, the chromolithographs of 
1865-1900 have to be considered. Tech- 
nically, many of these are superb color 
prints, and, in a number of cases, they 
reproduce the work of competent 
painters. But, in the taste of the 
period, the great majority show Eu- 
ropean views or genre scenes in Euro- 
pean backgrounds. Many of the pub- 
lishers, too, are of European origin, 
and one, at least, Raphael Tuck & Co. 
who published lithographs in New 
York during the nineties, was a branch 
of the well-known London house, which 
probably printed their output. How- 
ever, the imprints on chromos are 
rarely detailed, and we can only guess 
that the prints of E. S. & L. Resteir. of 
Philadelphia, Edmund Foerster & Co., 
Max, Jacoby & Zeller F. Tuchfatber 
of New York and others of the period 
were printed abroad. 





FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS

from 1871 to 1876; secretary of the 
district auxiliary association of the 
American Red Cross from 1877 to 
1882, and was active and distin- 
guished in other ways. 

Later, she wrote two books, “The 
Woman Question” and “Thirty Les- 
sons in the English Language.” 

Not a great deal is known to me of 
Len Spencer’s short-lived father. He 
was a son of the inventor of the 
Spencerian style of penmanship,

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CIRCUS BAGGAGE STOCK 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


While the circus has happily pre- 
served its peculiar type of entertain- 
ment in much the same form for gen- 
erations, it has been forced by chang- 
ing eras of development, to adopt new 
methods of transportation, and in so 
doing has sacrificed what was once one 
of its most colorful, interesting and 
important adjuncts—the. baggage 
stock. 


Baggage stock designates the hand- 
some draft or work horses used to haul 
the circus wagons, as distinctive from 
the ring stock or performing horses. 

When the circus, originating in this 
country in 1785, left the permanent 
buildings of such cities as New York 
and Philadelphia, at the turn of the 
century, to do some modest touring in 
New England and Atlantic seaboard 
states, no particular attention was 
given to the type of horses employed, 
inasmuch as equipment was light and 
scanty. It was often the practice of 
circus owners to contract with farm 
youths, eager for travel and adven- 
ture, for teams and wagons to move 
the shows from town to town. 


As circuses grew in size and weight 
of equipment, the Percheron became 
established as the ideal baggage horse, 
weighing 1,600 to 1,800 pounds. Iron

gray was the most popular color, but 
bay, black and white teams were also 
used, and matched teams of two, four, 
six and eight horses were the rule. 

Older circus fans cannot but remem- 
ber the clop-clop of the horses’ hoofs 
and the rumble of the iron-tired bag- 
gage wagons traveling along the 
streets from the railroad runs to the 
lot and back, and big teams of up- 
wards of 40 matched baggage horses 
hitched to elaborately carved band and 
tableau wagons in parade, their nod- 
ding heads waving the colorful plumes 
which adorned them, the monogram 
of the show embossed in brass on 
their bridles. 


The parade vanished from the cir- 
cus scene a decade ago as city traffic 
became more complex, and baggage 
horses are practically extinct in a 
circus caravan today as trucks and 
tractors have taken over their former 
duties. 


There are, however, several collec- 
tors of circusiana, scattered over this 
country, whose love of the circus and 
fine horseflesh has made them deter- 
mined that through their collections, 
they may perpetuate the traditions of 
the baggage horses and the contribu- 
tion they made to the color of the cir- 
cus scene and the transportation of 
shows for many years. 

One of these is youthful Jerry Book- 
er of San Francisco, back home from 
the war, specializing in the collection 
of pictures of baggage horses—in pa- 
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rade, on the lot, at the runs, in stock 
cars—wherever baggage horses might 
be photographed. 


Booker is a model builder, too, and 
his pride and joy is his scale model 
reproduction of Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey blacksmith depart- 
ments, complete with tents, anvils, 
tongs, the blacksmiths themselves, a 
red baggage wagon into which all the 
equipment may be packed, and a 
handsome hand-carved eight horse 
team of dapple gray baggage horses 
to go with it. 

C. P. Fox of Oconomowoc, Wiscon- 
sin, is another devotee of circus 
horses, with emphasis on baggage 
stock, and in addition to photographs, 
he collects lithographed posters of 
circus horses. Still another is Will 
W. Brock of Boron, California, a long 
string driver himself years ago, and 
he is particularly interested in assem- 
bling a collection of circus bits, whips 
and trappings used by baggage horses, 
and saddles of circus h«stlers. 

Back in the days when circuses 
traveled overland, the boss hostler 
ranked next to the manager himself in 
importance among circus executives, 
because of the significance of getting 
the show over the road to assure suc- 
cess of a traveling enterprise of such 
magnitude. 

The circus caravan was divided into 
two groups. The first group included 
wagons which carried tents, seats, 
wardrobe and properties, and it left 
a circus lot when loaded in the middle 
of the night, for the next town. The 
other group, including the lighter cage 
and band wagons, and buggies in 
which executives and performers rode,. 
left at 3 or 4 a.m. after the people 
had obtained sicep at the hotel. Trav- 
eling lighter, this group often caught 
up with the first wagon train before: 
it reached the next town. 

The baggage wagons would proceed. 
to the show grounds, but the second 
group would pause at the edge of town 
to prepare for a parade, which moved 
through the streets to the lot. 

When the circuses went on rails, be- 


ginning in 1870, baggage stock became 


even more important, because the 
shows began using heavier wagons,.

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larger tents, more seats and other 
equipment. Also vying with each 
other to produce the most elaborate 
parades, circus owners paid particular 
attention to matching teams to draw 
their parade wagons, and up to 40 
horses, driven two or four abreast, 
were used. 

When baggage stock was in greatest 
use with the largest of all circuses, 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey circus, in the early 20’s, some 
350 head of stock constituted the de- 
partment. 

The show traveled on four trains of 
22 to 25 cars each, the first three sec- 
tions carrying wagons and the fourth 
section made up entirely of stock cars 
and coaches. There were four to five 
cars of baggage stock in each of the 
first three sections, the horses being 
loaded 25 to 30 to a car with harness 
on. 

When the unloading process started 
at the railroad runs, pull-over teams 
of two horses were hooked on the 
wagons on the flat cars, and pulled 
them to the end of the train, where 
they were eased down the runs by 
trainmen. As soon as they were clear 
of the train, pull-away teams whisked 
them down the street, out of the way 
of the next wagon, and then the four, 
six or eight horse teams took them to 
the lot: 

At night, the wagons were hauled 
back to the train by teams, the number 
of animals being determined by the 
weight of the wagon. Pull-up teams 
pulled them up the runs to the flat 
cars, and pull-over teams moved them 
down the string of flat cars to their 
proper places. 

Typical of Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey lineup of baggage 
stock were 14 eight-horse teams, 24 
sixes, 16 fours, 14 twos and half a 
dozen saddle horses for bosses. 

During rainy weather, there was 
extra duty for the baggage stock, 
when hook rope teams were needed to 
move exceptionally heavy wagons in 
the mud. On such an occasion, as 
many as five eight-horse teams might 
be hooked to a single wagon, with an 
elephant or two pushing, to move a 
wagon to its proper place on the lot, or 
to get it back to the street. 

But now, tractors have been put into 
service in place of pull-over, pull-away 
and pull-up teams, and large trucks 
and tractors haul the wagons to the 
lot, sometimes with three or four wag- 
ons hooked together as trailers. 

So has passed into history, a color- 
ful phase of the circus scene of yes- 
terday.

which used to be the most popular 
of “muscular method” handwriting 
systems. It was taught not only at 
the Spencers’ business college, but to 
millions of students in public schools. 
Mr. and Mrs. Spencer operated their 
college at Ninth and D streets, Wash- 
ington, and for several years also 
lived in the building, which later 
became the Lincoln, and then the 
Herzog, theater. It burned while 
known as the Herzog and a movie 
theater now occupies the site. 


Len and his twin brother, Harry, 
were, I believe, the Spencer’s only 
children. The brothers were closely 
associated as long as Len lived, al- 
though Harry never became so fa- 
mous as Len. I have not been able 
to ascertain positively whether he is 
still alive. 

Len Spencer’s middle name, Garfield, 
was given to him in honor of Senator 
James A. Garfield, of Ohio, who was 
one of Mr. and Mrs. Spencer’s in- 
timate friends for years before he 
became president. Harry, christened 
Henry after his father, was always 
known by the nickname. 


From the beginning, the Spencer 
boys followed, probably at their 
mother’s insistence, the rule that 
twins must look, dress and act alike. 
Some years ago, Odell Whipple, a 
Washington man who attended the 
business college about 60 years ago, 
recalled: 

“Not even the other students 
could tell Len and Harry apart. They

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would go to the blackboard and 
through a regular drill, making the 
same strokes together. My father... 
sent me to the college in the hope 
that I would overcome my unfortu- 
nate left-handedness. Mrs. Spencer

‘vicious’ habit . . . In Len’s case the 
desired result was obtained, for he 
afterwards wrote in the beautiful 
flowing hand of his family.”

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FAIRY GODMOTHER 


By MARION FAWCETT BAGG 


We all know the delightful fairy 
tale of the beautiful little princess 
and her six fairy Godmothers and how 
at her birth, lovely gifts were be- 
stowed upon her. This is a story, not 
of a little princess, but of a baby girl 
equally as fortunate, whose fairy God- 
mother was her paternal grand- 
mother, Mrs. Claire Fawcett, wife of 
the late Captain Billy Fawcett, a na- 
tionally known game hunter. 

This wee baby girl christened, 
Claire Sue Bagg, was born April 4, 
1938 to Mr. and Mrs. Warren Bagg, 
of Tulsa, Okla. “Susie” as she is af- 
fectionately called by her family fell 
heir to a small, but unique doll collec- 
tion, which her grandmother had 
started as a hobby for her first grand- 
daughter, and as Claire Sue was the 
first and is still the only granddaugh- 
ter out of fifteen grandchildren, her 
family of fascinating wee folk has 
grown amazingly in nine short years, 
and now numbers an even six-hundred. 


This little girl’s colection of ‘ti- 
nies,” which range in size from one 
to three inches and are made entirely 
of wood, some with movable arms and 
legs, has much charm. There are now 
60 of these little figures—a complete 
bridal party, with ring bearers, flow- 
er girls, carrying wee baskets of flow- 
ers, matron of honor, four brides- 
maids dressed in gowns of various 
pastel shades, and the radiant bride 
and groom standing before the minis- 
ter in his black robe, holding an open 
Bible. This group is seen after the 
ceremony, leaving a quaint New Eng- 
land church which is musical and the 
bell in the church steeple rings with 
a gentle touch of a wee finger. 

Another group of these tines is 
seen in a park, some romping under 
a sugar plum tree and one little girl 
swinging in a little green swing which 
hangs fromo one of the limbs. She ig 
being pushed by her tiny brother and 
enjoying herself no end—in this same 
park scene, six little girls with golden 
curls, dressed in pink, yellow and blue, 
dance around a Maypole each one with 
an armful of flowers to drop as they 
dance. 

“The Old Woman who Lived in the 
Shoe,” and her many, many children 
make up the rest of these little folk— 
children playing marbles, raking in 
the garden, rolling a hoop, others slid- 
ing down the Wooden Shoe with 
Mother scolding near by, babies look- 
ing out the windows, babies on the 
porch, babies in the doorway—babies 
and more babies everywhere one 
looks. These are the dolls that are 


used as table decorations on Birth- 
days, Valentine’s Day, Easter and 
Christmas, in fact so often, a holiday 
in our family would not be festive 
without them. 

A Javanese puppet doll which was 
brought back to this country by Clatre 
Sue’s grandfather, the late Capt. W. 
H. Fawcett, when he returned from 
his world travels in 1924. This is a 
very rare doll from Java, made of 
hand-carved wood. Its head is two- 
faced, one pale and serene, the other 
ugly and forbidding. Her arms are 
jointed at shoulders, elbow and wrist, 
her pose can be changed at will by a 
stick which runs up through the hol- 
lowed body. Her long flowing gown 
is of hand blocked linen of unusual de- 
sign. This doll is very old. I have 
read of but one other like it. Orig- 
inally these dolls were religious tem- 
ple dolls, set apart for devotional pur- 
poses. 

Prize dolls in the collection are 
thirty portrait figures of characters 
of by-gone days, as well as portraits 
of famous people making history to- 
dav. We start with George Washing- 
ton that gallant leader of Revolution- 
ary fame and First President of these 
United States. His costuming as First 
Officer of the Continental Army is un- 
usually convincing too, to be in small 
scale miniature. Martha, his lovely 
wife and our First Lady, stands be- 
side her husband as she did when they 
were married in 1759. Her costume is 
exquisite, from her tiny lace bonnet 
and shawl, to her dress, resembling 
the original handpainted costume as 
much as is posible in such a tiny gar- 
ment. She is carrying the brown satin 
bag that is famous and well known to 
all who have viewed her portrait 
hanging in the art galleries—this wee 
bag is filled with tiny rose leaves as 
was the original—Other famous folk 
are Betsy Ross, famous seamstress of 
our country’s flag. Benjamin Frank- 
lin, one of our greatest leaders, is a 


noted addition to this patriotic group,. 


and none of the group can outshine 
the wise and loyal little author of 
“The Almanac.” 


Thomas Jefferson, third president 
of the United States, takes his place 
beside Washington, a handsome and 
dignified doll, dressed in the costume 
of his day with lace ruffles at throat 
and wrist. Abraham Lincoln, our 
Civil War President, a truly distin- 
guished figurine, also takes his place 
beside the above figures with tiny am- 
itious Mary Todd beside him, dressed 
in an elaborate purple silk gown, one 
of the many which she loved so well. 
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Andrew Jackson is another portrait 
who was as colorful in person as he 
is in doll form. A staunch leader and 
General during the war of 1812 and 
President of the United. States in 
1826—he stands proudly with the 
aforementioned group, while at his 
side is his beloved wife, Rachel. She 
is lovely standing beside her romantic 
husband dressed in an attractive black 
velvet gown with lace mantilla flow- 
ing around her sweet face and down 
the full length of her costume. 

Robert E. Lee in the uniform of a 
Confederate General with his silver 
hair attesting years of grim responsi- 
bility is something to see. Beside him 
stands Ulysses Simpson Grant, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Union forces 
and 18th President of the United 
States. He is dressed with authentic 
accuracy in field military uniform, 
even to the handsome sword hanging 
by his side. 

Theodore Teddy Roosevelt, a gal- 
lant Rough Rider and President in 
1901 is a challenging figure in his 
Rough Rider costume of khaki. He is 
as much of a dynamic figure in doll 
form as was the real “Teddy” and 
hero of San Juan Hill. 

Especially outstanding and appeal- 
ing of this portrait group is Whistler’s 
mother, a sweet little old lady, seated 
in a quaint rope bottom rocker, with 
tiny feet resting upon a wee mahog- 
any needlepoint foot stool. She is in- 
deed an excellent doll and a true like- 
ness of the famous mother. 

Another mother of renown and 
world fame is Madam Schumann 
Heink, mother of eight children, and 
the greatest contralto of all times. 
This miniature of Mme Schumann 
Heink, wears a gown of old brocade 
the original material, which was cut 
from the curtain that hung in the 
Metropolitan Opera House where she 
so triumphantly sang. 

Another appealing nostalgia group 
is the quaint March sisters, Jo, the 
teller of tales; Pretty Margaret or 
Meg as she was fondly called, delicate 
Beth, the invalid of the family; and 
Amy, the baby. These four “Little 
Women” are all beautifully costumed 
true to the time in which they lived. 
Standing gallantly between the March 
sisters is a handsome Southern gentle- 
man who looks like a perfect wee min- 
iature of Clarke Gable in his role of 
Rhett Butler in“Gone with the Wind.” 
He is clad in an elaborate Godey style 
costume fashioned from white satin 
and lace. 

Contemporary figures in this group 
include the late Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt and Eleanor Roosevelt. She 
is dressed in her favorite color which 
became known as “Eleanor Blue;” 
Winston Churchill, in his Naval uni- 
form, and Joseph Stalin, the iron man 
of the Soviet Republic. His costume 
is the simple Russian tunic of rough 
homespum material, with trousers 
tucked into knee length boots. 

These marvelous works of art seem 
almost real enough to enable a seven

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year old girl to carry on a conversa- 
tion with the characters and delve into 
the past, present and future world 
events, these lovely and charming por- 
traits were executed by Aileen Frank- 
lin, a doll artist who is truly a skilled 
craftsman. 


A doll in which Claire Sue, takes 
the greatest pride is her own portrait 
doll made at the age of two and a half 
years, by the doll artist, Muriel At- 
kins Bruyere of New York. Two other 
dolls in this collection modeled by Mrs. 
Bruyere are doll house folk, three 
inches in size. These two little ladies 
resemble Margaret O’Brien of movie 
renown and portray her as Jane Eyre 
and Lady Jessica of Canterville Ghost 
fame. These two little girls are per- 
fect from head to foot, each button 
and hook sewed on the clothes by the 
artist herself. These portrait dolls 
reside in a cabinet, over 150 years old 
of European origin which was a pre- 
sent from her grandfather Fawcett 
before his death in 1940. 


Other ‘portrait dolls, while not 
modeled by Aileen, but should be in- 
cluded in this group are Mark Twain, 
which is an excellent characterization 
of that beloved novelist dear to the 
hearts of all children, his curly white 
head proudly lifted and arms around 
his most famous characters, Tom, 
Becky and Huck-Finn. He is dressed 
in an immaculate white linen suit, a 
suit which he loved wearing and in 
which most of his photographs picture 
him. Buffalo Bill in his fringed suit 
of tan leather must also be included 
in this group as well as Daniel Boone 
who carries a miniature gun, knife 
and powder horn. These are done to 
scale from the ones the woodsman 
himself carried. The Kentucky Colo- 
nel, with his memories of Derby Day, 
I have also included in this group as 
he is a true portrait of the well known 

gentleman. He carries a“mint julep 
in one hand; the other holds ‘winning 
tickets (we hope) for the “Derby.” 


Dolls are such a fascinating subject 
that one scarcely knows where to be- 
gin or stop. The portrait dolls cause 
more oh’s and ah’s so I believe they 
rightly take their place at the begin- 
ning of this story. Shall we go back 
a century or so and consider the an- 
tique dolls, in this amazing collection 
for one so young? Memories of other 
days shine forth from the eyes of fifty 
such dolls, ranging in size from one 
inch to thirty inches. Redolent of the 
past are these dolls of great grand- 
mother’s day, and cherished by her as 
a little girl of one-hundred years ago. 
It is impossible to describe each and 
every lovely lady, but the most rare in 
this group is a family of ‘seven doll 
house dolls, dressed in original cos- 
tumes. This little family is so intrigu- 
ing one wonders just who the little 
girl was who loved them so dearly that 
not a finger is missing from a china 
hand. Granddaddy, with wrinkled 
forehead and iron gray hair is such a 
jolly, cheerful old fellow, he reminds 
one of their own happy granddaddy. 
Grandmother also has a wrinkled brow 
and gray hair, piled high and knotted 
on top; she is a sweet, shiny-eyed 
person, with a whimsical smile, you 
just know the three little doll children 


loved her tales of long ago. Mother, 
and Dad, are equally as charming 
with their brown and black heads re- 
spectfully. Susan and Bill, the two 
older doll children, are dressed accord- 
ing to the era in which they lived. 
Bill, in a brown suit, like Dad’s, pos- 
sibly made from one of his castoffs. 
Susan, is a dear blonde with short 
curls and her dress is of Scotch plaid. 
Baby rests in a lovely little mahogany 
cradle his long white batiste christen- 
ing gown trimmed with tucks and lace, 
falling over the side, is the dearest one 
of all. He is two inches in length and 
has the cutest little curled chubby legs 
and arms one ever hopes to see. These 
seven exquisite dolls have a room and 
furniture all their own, beautifully 
made Victorian miniature furniture 
that one is almost certain they are 
happy in their surroundings. Grand- 
mother is seated in a rocker one and a 
fourth inches high, made of mahog- 
any, her tiny little feet resting on a 
matching upholstered footstool. Moth- 
er stands beside a delicate piecrust 
table with snake feet, arranging a 
milk glass pitcher of tiny flowers. 
Granddad and father are seated in 
rush bottom chairs at a Hutch-table, 
playing a game of chess with wee lit- 
tle Chess men. The children are 
seated beside grandmother before a 
log fireplace listening to her tales of 
long ago, while baby sleeps on peace- 
fully in his hooded cradle which keeps 
dratts away from him. We hope some 
day, to have a Victorian home, just 
for these seven dolls, but right now 
they are housed in a seven room home 
along with their descendents, a family 
of modern flexible ‘‘Real People Dolls,” 
made of rubber and created by Mar- 
jorie True. 


Cameo perfect features grace the 
face of Mary, also a Parian lady of 
long ago. Her blonde curls are caught 
in a gilt net snood. Her marble white 
skin has a satiny feeling. This doll is 
circa 1850 and is dressed in a lovely 
rose taffeta gown, while not the orig- 
inal costume, is exquisitely beautiful. 

“Melissa,” a beautiful bisque headed 
doll of German origin belonging to 
Claire Sue’s mother as a little girl, 
is a lovely girl doll, thirty inches tall. 
“Melissa” has jointed papier-mache 
body, a splendid head of real brown 
curly locks caught up on either side 
with pink satin bows. The head is 
marked “Handwerck,” as were most 
dolls of German origin. It has a socket 
type neck, pierced ears, no eye lashes, 
but with parted lips and teeth show- 
ing, this fact attests her age. Melissa, 
is dressed in a white dress having a 
tucked front with low square ruffle 
front and back, low waisted eyelet 
skirt with wide satin sash tying in a 
huge bow in back typical of the little 
girl fashions of 1912. 
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In this assemblage of antique dolls 
are ladies made not only of Papier 
Mache and Parian but gracious fash- 
ion beauties, whose heads are modeled 
of wax, china and porcelain and whose 
gowns are so exquisite that each one 
could compete with the well-dressed 
doll of today and run a close second. 
In this group is a sweet blonde boy 
doll, named “Duncan.” He stands eight 
inches tall and wears his black velvet 
and lace Little Lord Fauntleroy outfit 
a bit bashfully and seemingly a bit 
resentful of all the lace and ruffles 
Mother has forced him to wear. An- 
other interesting fellow is a very old, 
six inch clown doll, crudely fashioned 
of clay, most unusual as to looks and 
costume. His baggy suit is of very 
old, rather faded heavy corded silk of 
grayish green. A gay red ruff of sev- 
eral layers of well-worn net is tightly 
fitted around his neck. Claire Sue 
calls this funny, empty-headed crea- 
ture “Jo Jo.”

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The Kelsey Motorette 


A recent release from New York 
State tells of the purchase of a Kelsey 
Motorette by George A. Ferrell, New 
York collector of old automobiles. It’s 
a three-wheeler affair, which looks 
more like a carriage than an automo- 
bile, and was built between 1905 and 
1907 by the C. W. Kelsey Manufactur- 
nig Company of Hartford, Conn. 

Collector Ferrell bought it from 
Mrs. T. Pert Gates of Windsor, Ont., 
whose husband, a minister, died re- 
cently. Ferrell’s plan in purchasing 
it was to send it to the Duryea Muse- 
um in Springfield, Mass., the home of 
Charles E. Duryea, who is credited 
with having invented and built Amer- 
ica’s first gasoline automobile in 1892. 


The old three-wheeler has the con- 
ventional two wheels in front and a 
single wheel in the rear, the latter 
driven by a chain and sprocket ar- 
rangement similar to a motorcycle. ~ 

The motive power is furnished by a 
12-horsepower, two-cycle engine. It 
has no magneto. You have to crank 
it on the right side to start it. 

The manufacturers guaranteed a 
speed of 25 miles an hour. Like most 
early models, it is steered by a tiller 
instead of a modern steering wheel. 

The engine and gasoline tank are 
under the seat—the radiator is 
mounted vertically at the rear. 

A small oil tank is fitted between 
the two passenger seats and the up- 
holstery appears to be as good as the 
day it was made. 

The car has a buggy-type top with 
side curtains and a front curtain 
which may be lowered in stormy 
weather. The folding windshield may 
be opened to provide a breeze in warm 
weather. 

The vehicle has one gas light and 
two kerosene lights in front. There 
is no tail light. Tires are 28 by 3 


inches and are mounted on wooden 
wheels. 

Serial number of the vehicle is 463 
and the motor number 176. The car 
had been stored in a church shed in 
Windsor—under canvas.

“New” Traffic Laws 


One of the issues of Motor Life in 
1919 contained an article relating to 
the “new” traffic laws of several states. 
The writer began his article by asking 
the reader to “suppose that the late 
Mr. R. V. Winkle, esteemed and popu- 
lar resident of the Tarrytown neigh- 
borhood, had been a motorist, falling 
asleep about 20 years ago, and sup- 
pose further that he came back today 
to enjoy motoring under present con- 
ditions!” He then told of an ordinance 
of New York City, of 1899, which 
stated that automobiles should turn 
corners not faster than four miles an 
hour. There was also a law forbidding 
automobiles in Central Park. That 
year an arrest was made for violation 
of the restriction. Automobiles were 
barred from ferry boats by law, while 
one Jacob German, in the same year, 
was arrested for driving his horseless 
conveyance down Lexington Avenue 
at the terrific rate of twelve miles an 
hour. 

In Boston, the city fathers had got- 
ten together about the same time and 
passed a law that excluded automo- 
biles from her streets between the 
hours of 10:30 A.M. and 9:00 P.M. A 
brave motorist in Reading, Pa., wound 
up with a fine at about the same time. 
His violation was “driving faster than 
a common trot.” In Newark, N. J., 
city officials ruled that an outomobile 
was subject to the same traffic laws as 
a traction engine and must be preceded

Early Cycling Notes 


Rules and regulations of the clubs, 
prohibited passing of carriages in 
public highways and parks, except by 
special permit. 

Cyclers were warned not to frighten 
skittish horses with whistles or bells. 

Riders were advised not start on an 
empty or full stomach, and their 
wheels should be light and well fitted. 

Costumes were of great import- 
ance, every club having its own colors. 

Grays, drabs, dark blues, greens 
and browns were the favorites. “Glen- 
garry or Technology caps were pop- 
ular, and the coat should be short 
enough not to sit on it. 

Corduroy for winter, and flannel 
for summer, breeks, with long stock- 
ings and low shoes with sewed 
bottoms or Congress gaiters. Panta- 
loons, if worn, were to be buttoned 
over.

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CLOTH COVERED BUTTONS 


By THELMA SHULL 


Advanced collectors of buttons real- 
ize that their fine old glass buttons 
pre-date those with “pictures” on 
them by ten or twenty years. But be- 
fore glass buttons were put on charm 
strings by the girls of the 1860’s and 
1870’s, cloth buttons were the piece de 
resistence of most clothing. 


Metal or “gilt” buttons had been 
much in use for many years as well as 
those made of cloth. As far back as 
1613 we find richly embroidered cloth 
buttons ordered in quantities for the 
trousseau of Princess Elizabeth of 
England. Since fine sewing and em- 
broidery was an art learned patiently 
by many women for the next three 
centuries, cloth covered buttons were 
naturally very important. But other 
materials were featured on buttons, 
too, and the cloth ones were intermit- 
tently in the limelight of the fashion 
parade. 


In 1838 a patent was granted in 
France to Moise Poole of England for 
figured cloth buttons, and twenty years 
later a Parisian patentee received a 
patent for printed fabric buttons. 
Samuel Willston of Massachusetts was 
the first American to manufacture 
= buttons by machine. This was in 


In Godey’s for 1854 we read that 
cloth buttons were important enough 
for one manufacturer to weave mate- 
rial to be used especially in covering 
buttons. 


“The gilt button manufacturer has 
suffered greatly on account of the pre- 
valence of other fashions in this ar- 
ticle. The Florentine and the silk but- 
ton have nearly superseded it, and 
these have been carefully improved 
from time to time, and made the sub- 
ject of various patents. In one of 
these, the fabric for covering the but- 
tons is expressly woven for the pur- 
pose, and contains patterns and orna- 
mental designs placed at suitable dis- 
tances for cutting up into circular 
pieces for covering buttons. 

“The ground may be of satin, sat- 
inet, twill, etc., with an ornamental 
central figure of any fibre. The parts 
of Florentine buttons are numerous, 


through which the needle can be easily 
passed.” 

Notice that the hole left in the metal 
collet is oblong in shape, surely a clue 
to the age of many of these cloth but- 
tons. These oblong holes were no 
doubt used for some years after 1854, 
but they do not seem to be too numer- 
ous among buttons found today. 

When cloth buttons were covered 
with spangles or beads, they were 
called bugell buttons in the seven- 
teenth century. And in the nineteenth 
century the same type were in style, 
but the word was spelled bugle. 

A Godey article in the mid-fifties 
describes various beaded or bugle but- 
tons. Shall we follow the text? “The 
third cut represents a button worked 
in turquoise-blue French beads. For a 
dress trimming of a dozen buttons, 
six rows of small beads and one of a 
size larger will be required, also a 
skein of silk to match, and a dozen 
button molds the size of a shilling, flat 
at the back, slightly raised on the sur- 
face, and having a hole drilled 
through the centre. 

“They are worked in the same way 
as our first pattern, viz., in lines or 
rows radiating from the centre, and 
having alternately five and four beads 
in each. One of the larger beads fills 
up the centre, and the back is finished 
off by a circular piece of silk gummed 
on to it. 
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“These buttons may be made in the 
white, blue, coral-colored, gold, steel, 
or green pearl glass beads, according 
to the dress or trimmings with which 
they are to accord. 


“The fourth cut illustrates another 
variety of buttons, consisting of 
bugles and cut-glass beads worked up- 
on silk buttons. Our pattern is of 
gray beads and bugles on a gray silk 
button. For it we require one-tenth 
inch bugles, seed beads and others a 
size larger; half an ounce of the 
bugles and a bunch of each size of the 
beads will suffice for a couple of dozen 
of the buttons or more. Besides, a 
skein of sewing silk to match the 
buttons, and a fine yet strong needle, 
will be necessary. The bugles and 
beads are threaded by threes, viz., a 
bead, a bugle, and a bead, and thus 
sewn on to the buttons. Eight small 
beads form a central circle, and a 
larger one fills this up. All are neatly 
stitched on in their separate rows or 
groups. 

“Pattern in such things is a mere

Ac- 
customed as we are to the style of 
dress we wear, it is seldom that it 
ever occurs to us men that the coats, 
the waistcoat and pantaloons we cov- 
er ourselves with are not the natural 
and inevitable dress of men all over 
the world, and in all ages! Yet a 
simple inspection of such a work, for 
example, as The Uncivilized Races of 
Men, will show that, even at the pres- 
ent day, it is only a small minority of 
the world’s inhabitants who dress as 
we do, while perhaps nearly one half 
of the remainder look upon dress as

tion than any considerations of de- 
cency or comfort. 


In looking at the history of costume, 
and comparing the style of dress used 
by the ancients and the moderns, or, 
in the present time, by the nations of 
the East, and those of Europe and the 
United States, we shall find that the 
chief distinction which divides the 
subject of clothing into two classes 
is the difference of looseness. Among 
the ancients, as in the East to-day, 
the dress is flowing, and is worn as 
drapery, while among the civilized 
nations of to-day the various ar- 
ticles of dress are cut to fit closely to 
the person. In the East garments are 
wrapped round the person, while the 
civilized man puts his clothes on. The 
reason for this difference is really a 
question of buttons, and it is to the 
invention and introduction of this 
simple and useful article that we 
must ascribe the difference of our 
methods of dressing from those in 
use in the East, and, at the same 
time, the difference in our avocations 
and habits of living, which are so 
dependent upon the style of our dress. 


The savage, who first fastened his 
robe, made of some’ animal’s skin, 
with a thorn or a sinew, so that he 
could wear it and use his hands with- 
out the necessity of holding it on, 
commenced the advance in costume 
which with us has finally culminated 
in the coats and pantaloons of today. 
It might not be too much to say that 
the Romans retained the use of the 
toga chiefly because they had not yet 
discovered any inexpensive way of 
making buttons. Had they been able 
to fasten their garments by some 
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simpler method than that of brooches 
or strings, the dress coat and the 
waistcoat would not have remained 
undiscovered until modern times. 

During ancient times buttons were 
far from. being as universally used as 
they are now. Clasps, hooks and eyes, 
various devices made of metal, and 
resembling in principle our breast- 
pins, were the articles most generally 
used for fastening the two edges of 
garments. and ‘with these and strings 
the people of these times had to be 
content. Now, however, buttons are 
made of various materials. Metals, 
glass, porcelain, horn, bone. India 
rubber, mother of pearl, wood, are 
but a small part of the substances 
which have been impressed into this 
service. 

In some of the museums of Europe 
are collections of buttons; and insig- 
nificant as such a collection might 
seem, yet, when thus brought to- 
gether and classified, they form the 
material for a study of our social 
history which is by no means to be 
despised. One of the most curious 
kind of buttons 'was in use about a 
century ago among the aristocratic 
fops of England. They were made of 
polished brass, and, being ruled with 
lines so fine as to be almost micro- 
scopic, the roughness of the surface 
thus obtained served to break the 
reflection of the light falling upon 
them, and gave them, apparently, 
the prismatic colors. The peculiar 
beauty of mother of pearl, and its 
iridescent brilliancy, are said to be 
produced by the fact that the tin 
plates overlap each other unevenly, 
and thus disperse the light. These 
buttons appeared thus iridescent from 
the same cause, and being very ex- 
pensive, costing a guinea each, they 
were, of course, for a time the rage. 

The quantities of buttons consumed 
is enormous. Some impracticable 
economist has calculated that if the

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civilized world at large could be in- 
duced to forego the wearing of the 
two buttons upon the backs of our 
coats, where they are of no practical 
use, and of doubtful decorative value, 
the amount thus saved would, in 
time, accumulate to sufficient to sup- 
port an extended system of charity. 
Fashion, however, which regulates ac- 
cording to its own fancy most of 
these things, has recently tended to- 
ward the discarding of these super- 
numerary buttons; but, as far as 
known, the money thus saved is not 
wholly applied to charitable purposes. 

Buttons are of two kinds, those 
which are to be sewed to the garment 
through holes drilled in the button it- 
self, and those which have a shank 
by which they are attached to the 
garment. These last are most gener- 
ally made of metal, and the process 
of making and covering them can be 
best shown by a description of the 
works of the National Button Com- 
pany, at East Hampton, Massachu- 
setts, where the various operations 
have been systematically organized. 

The iron used for the shell of the 
buttons is of the best quality, and 
is delivered in sheets, and is first 
“scaled,” the scales being removed 
by acid, in order to preserve the 
tools. The iron is then submitted to 
a machine which cuts it into the re- 
quired shape and size. The collet, or 
under portion of the button, and the 
shell, constitute all the iron used in 
the button. The collet after being 
cut and stamped, is then japanned. 
The filling of the button is made of 
brown paper or of button board. The 
covering and the shank of the buttons 
are cut by hand, with hollow chisels. 

The next process is putting the 
parts together, or as it is technically 
called, covering them, which connects 
all the parts. Next the buttons are 
subjected to the process of pressing, 
which gives both strength and the 
required shape to them. ..Then they 
are inspected, and all that are not 
perfect are rejected. Then they are 
counted out by weight; a gross having 
been counted are weighed, and this 
weight serves as a measure for count-

ing out the rest. Next they are 
packed, ready for shipment. 

The extent of the business can be 
estimated from the following statis- 
tics. The amount of iron consumed by 
the National Button Company varies 
from five hundred to seven hundred 
boxes a year; each box containing 
from one hundred and twelve to one 
hundred and twenty pounds of iron 
in sheets. The coverings for the 
buttons consist of various materials; 
the lasting, brocadé, and twists are 
mainly imported, as is also the 
canvas for the shanks. 

For this industry the world is laid 
under contribution, a portion of this 
material coming from England, while 
the brocades and twists are imported 
chiefly from France and Germany. 
The production of this establishment 
amounts to four hundred and fifty 
thousand gross a year, or almost six- 
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ty-five millions of buttons, which it 
would seem was enough to supply 
the needs of the entire population 
of the country, whether the super- 
numerary buttons worn on the backs 
of coats were discarded or not. 

In the production of these, one 
hundred and forty persons are em- 
ployed, who are mainly adult women, 
and Americans by birth. The busi- 
ness was commenced by Joel Hayden, 
of Haydenville, who, in 1834, began 
to make flexible buttons. Before the 
present process was introduced the 
buttons ‘were covered by hand, and 
the covering secured by sewing; but 
this slow process had to be dis- 
carded in order to meet the growing 
demand, and, by the gradual introduc- 
tion of their new methods, the com- 
pany has eventually reached their 
present position among the leaders 
in this branch of national industry.

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IT’S ALL ORIGINAL! 
V. A Perfect Hutch Table 


Whatever kind of wood was avail- 
able was used. Most New England 
hutch tables are pine, because that 
wood was available in wide, easily 
worked boards. 


The early chair-table shown by the 
—— is evidently not useful 
as a dining table. The New England 
mind reacted strongly to English de- 
sign, but seldom wasted effort on the 
impractical. The men who made the 
first hutch tables in New England did 
not often make the mistake seen in 
most Pennsylvania _bench-tables, 
which seldom are suitable for dining. 


Nevertheless that wonderful blend- 
ing of skills and mental recognitions 
of sound design that mark the good 
craftsman reached a height never 
surpassed elsewhere, when in the 
years 1650 to 1750, free thinking and 
freedom loving immigrants from 
England, Holland, Scandinavia, Swit- 
zerland, France and Germany settled 
in eastern Pennsylvania and absorbed 
one another’s wealth of ideas. In 
Pennsylvania, therefore, the perfect- 
Ma ve hutch table should be 
‘ound. 


The wide boards of the top would be 
joined by small wooden pieces, set in 
to the boards on the underside. These 
would be wedge shaped in both 
directions away from the joint, to 
hold the boards together and to pre- 
vent warping.-The battens, through 
which pins would go to hold the 
table top to the sub-structure, would 
be inserted in the top in wedge shap- 
ed channels. Neither nail nor peg 
was needed in the table top. The top 
would be about three feet by six feet 
with slightly rounded corners. 


This perfect bench table would 
have a moderately deep chest in the 
seat. The boards of the seat would 
everywhere be mortised through the 
end boards of the bench, and the ton- 
gues would each be spread.by narrow 
wedges driven into them diagonally. 
The edges of the end boards might be 
gently scrolled, for this idea crafts- 
man knew that a gentle reverse curve 
is the line of beauty. If the maker 
was of Swiss or Moravian back- 
ground, or had been brought into 
sufficient contact with good ‘work- 
men with this background, the end 
boards of the bench would be mor- 
tised into heavy shoes, and the hutch 
table would have slipper feet. The

“Well Bill, I have a table nearly 
like this ideal you describe. Even 
after we have not had tea you and I 
ean easily put it in your station wa- 
gon.” 

One of my first callers when I got 
here this summer was a newcomer 
to the Neck. We had tea on this table. 
She admired it and said she wished 
she had known our New England 
hutches are round. The oblong table 
she brought with her from Pennsy- 
lvania took too much room on the 
small porch where she wanted to 
use it. She also volunteered the opin- 
ion that for such a simple piece of 
furniture her hutch bench was too 
heavy and did not seem appropriate 
in her lovely New England cottage. 


“I accepted her invitation to drop 
in the next time I drove past her 
house on the way to town. I purposely 
choose the vicinity of tea. My curio- 
sity and inherited New England lik- 

. ing for a good trade were bubbling 
and I was resolved to see that table. 
She sat me down on her side porch 
at one end of it. While she was busy 
-inside I looked underneath. The 
boards were joined with butterfly 
wedges. The battens were inserted in 
the top in wedge shaped mortises. 
The base was mortised, tenoned and 
wedged. But it had no slipper feet, 
and the maker did not bother to re- 
member about mature’s line of 
beauty.” 

“Has the base a lift lid compart- 
ment in the seat?” 

“No, it has a drawer with small 
bail pulls.” 

“That’s an understandable refine- 
ment. Soon after the hutch was first 
raised on legs it began to be changed, 
and cupboard and drawer variations 
appeared in the early 1600’s.” 

“The ‘woman from Pennsylvania 
also has trading ancestors. I admired 
her table and she offered to swap 
for mine. I told her I had another, 
not painted green, that you said 
seemed older, and offered it. 

“T will not be easy with you. You 
may have the table but in return you 
must find me another Pennsylvania 
red ware plate, with sgraffite tulip 
decoration, to stand on the living

Eee you gave me some years ago. 
othing I have among my antiques 
looks well with that scratched eagle 
plate. I hope you will find me a piece 
of old tulip ware, but if I can’t have 
that I will settle for one of Jacob 
Medinger’s tulip plates.” 


As we loaded the table I noticed 
that the boards of the top were still 
tightly joined and that the bench 
base was as secure as the day it 
was made. 


“A long time ago,” I said to my 
friend as we sat near her round 
hutch, I found a reference to the hutch 
that I traced to a sermon printed 
in 1585. It applies to the fellow who 
made that table you have just added 
to my collection. ‘He was a worker in 
‘wood who had all knowledge (of 
joinery) shut up in the hutch of his 
breast.’ He made with hand tools 
what no workman with all the ad- 
vantages of power machines ever 
thinks of trying to equal.” 

In New England last summer I 
called an old friend who takes an- 
tiques for granted. She has always 
lived among them, and to her they 
are pieces of old furniture to be 
used gracefully. It was a pleasant 
day and she sat on her porch over- 
looking a beautiful mountain lake. A 
hand of solitaire was spread over 
the top of a hutch table. She had lon 
ago given the table a heavy coat o 
green paint to match her porch furni- 
ture. Table and chairs now have a 
color as soft as that of evergreens 
seen on distant slopes. 


“You’re making good use of your 
hutch table.” 

“Are you hinting that its time for 
tea or that you will buy my old table 
if I am ready to sell it?” 

“T knew you well enough to realize 
that you see my arrival as sufficient 
excuse to clear away that unsuccess- 
ful array of cards. You must have a 
reason to suggest that I am suscepti- 
ble to antiques and know how good 
that table. is.” 

“Look at this lay of cards before I 
sweep it into oblivion. Had that six 
of hearts been the six of clubs or 
this five of spades been shuffled 
ahead of this arrogant king of dia- 
monds. I, could have gone on. 
course I do not know how far I could 
have gone, but that is fate.” 

“Also it is mellow middle age and 
sturdy character. If you were easily 
tempted. . .” 

“Bill, you are only about one iota 
in a million Irish, but you’re the 
spittin’ image of a fellow who kisses 
the blarney stone each time he 
breathes. But if you were really good 
Gaelic timber you would have re- 
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marked that solitaire is life, full of 
narrow misses.” 

“You talk like a Franklin maxim, 
and that means you have been think- 
ing instead of letting your mind be 
led by the cards. Well, what’s in 
front of your mind?” 

“Bill, do you remember the hutch 
table that was stored away in my 
woodshed ?” 

“I do. I offered to buy it, and you 
accepted. When we tried to get it 
down from the rafters where it had 
been thrust out of the way by your 
grandfather, we could not make it be- 
cause we had not had tea.” 

“‘And I concluded that amount of 
money involved was not enough to 
warrant either of us risking a puck- 
ering string at our age.” 

“I remarked that the table was a 
good one, but far from perfect.” 

“You did not hurt my feelings be- 
cause I knew you would explain such 
a seemingly obvious statement.” 

“You made me do penance, but as 
usually happens ‘when a penitent is 
truly thoughtful, I cleared my mind 
and arrived at conclusions so interest- 
ing that when I got home that night 
I sat down and put my thoughts on 
paper.” 

“The copy you sent me is tacked 
inside the cover of the hutch of this 
table, but I know what you wrote by 
heart.” 

The idea advanced years ago by a 
well known writer on antiques that 
hutch pieces were so called because 
any carpenter could make them, and 
the French had a word for rough car- 
pentering that sounds like hutch, is 
incorrect. The important observation 
is that a mental image of a piece of

furniture has to exist before a man 
thinks of and acquires the skill to 
make it. A chest or hutch was doubt- 
less the first piece of furniture most 
families acquired in medieval days. 
When life was secure enough to _ 
gest the desirability of owning utili- 
ties adapted to a fixed abode, the 
chest was put on legs, but was still 
called a hutch. Set against a wall it 
was used as a seat with support for 
the back. Perhaps the hutch on le 

with back of its own dates from the 
fourteenth century, for printing has 
preserved an English reference in 
1303 that suggests use of a coffer in 
a chair as a hiding place for money. 

By late Tudor times stools, benches 
and hutches began customarily to 
lose their dependence upon room 
walls for the comfort of support for 
the back. The resemblance of chair 
backs of this period to sections of 
Gothic panelled walls is evident. In 
the Metropolitan Museum a chair or 
hutch table, ascribed to the earliest 
Colonial years, about 1650, has the 
solid severity of early paneling. By 
1700 the idea of combination pieces 
was widespread and even chair-beds 
were known. 

Visualization of the earliest New 
England country made hutch tables 
requires no guessing. The hutch 
still resembled a chest on legs. The 
legs were joined near the floor with 
stretchers all around. The solidity of 
the Gothic persisted; the chair base is 
usually square. This determined the 
shape of the table top-chair back, 
which first was square but soon was 
rounded in order to give more living 
space, a necessity in small New Eng- 
land rooms. Most tops were sufficient- 
ly large to permit comfortable sitting 
without bumping knees against the 
sides of the base.

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Antiquing in the Kentucky Mountains

For many years the a 
been a reader of HOBBIES. r 
reading many interesting stories 
about the finding of antiques, I am 
reminded of a particularly exciting 
experience of my own. 

When I was a small girl, my father 
was doing railroad construction work 
in the mountains of eastern Kentucky. 
In order to be near his work, my 
mother took a small cabin not far 
from the construction site and fur- 
nished it with what few pieces were 
then available. When the work was 
finished and ‘we were ready to return 
to “the settlement” as the mountain 
people called the Bluegrass, Mother 
decided to sell the furniture. One 
piece, a very lovely old secretary, was 
sold to a neighbor in an adjoining cove. 

As the years went by my sister 
and I became: “antique minded” and 
we often wondered what became of 
the secretary. One day while speak- 
ing of it, Dad remarked that he knew 
the name of the woman who had 
bought it. We decided to try and find 
her and locate the secretary. It had 
been thirty or more years but we 
were determined to make an effort 
to trace it. 

Accordingly, we set out from Lex- 
ington early one warm June morning. 
There was a fairly good road to with- 
in seven miles of the woman’s house. 
But that last seven miles took just 
over an hour to drive, being no more 
than a trail through sassafras bushes 
and jack pine. We saw only one long 
abandoned store in the entire seven 
miles. There was not a cabin or other 
sign of human habitation. 

As we left the highway, we saw 
ahead of us a large sedan with sev- 
eral men in it, all armed with rifles. 
We weren’t alarmed, however. When 
we reached*the neighborhood we were 
searching for, the car ahead had 
stopped and as we drove up one of 
the men informed us that we had a 
tire nearly flat. He very courteously 
offered to change the spare for us. 
Just ahead was a comfortable farm- 
house, the first we had seen since 
leaving the highway. 

I decided to make an inquiry about 
the family we were seeking. We were 
lucky. The family in the farmhouse 
knew the name of the son who was 





supposed to still own the secretary. 
He had moved from the mountains 
and we had passed his farm on the 
way up. 

When I returmed to the car, my 
sister had an odd look as if something 
seriously wrong had happened. I 
knew she was not easily alarmed so I 
asked, “Is something wrong?” 
“Plenty,” she replied. “These men are 
a sheriff and his posse. There was a 
train robbery near here last night. 
The express clerk and the conductor 
were shot to death. Two more train- 
men were seriously wounded. The 
holdup men are thought to be hiding 
in this vicinity. They are heavily 
armed and are thought to be look- 
ing for a car to make a get away. If 
they should see two women in a car 
alone, they would surely take it.” 

After consulting with the sheriff, 
he agreed to lend us an escort back 
to the highway. One deputy got into 
the right front seat while another 
climbed into the left rear. Each had 
a gun protruding from his window. 
It took another hour to drive that 
seven miles and it was the longest 
hour I can ever recall. As we turned 
into the highway, we met another 
party of deputies coming up to rein- 
force the first party. ‘ 

It took a long time to get our minds 
back on the secretary but after driv- 
ing about twenty miles, we remem- 
bered what we had started out after. 
We found the son who had sold the 
secretary to some one else. But we 
found that party, too, and today the 
old secretary, newly reconditioned is 
in my sister’s home. We both some- 
times laugh and sometimes shudder 
at what “fun” there is in “antiquing.”

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COLLECTING OLD GLASS 


By JEANNETTE RICE CASKEY 


Ten years ago I was a young school 
teacher starting out to make my for- 
tune and as the period of American 
history was in my teaching program, 
I had to cast about and borrow spin- 
ning wheels, old kettles, pottery and 
glass to give my students some idea 
of how our forefathers lived. It also 
did not take me long to notice that. the 
most interesting homes used antique 
accessories, 


As I came from an old town in IIli- 
nois, on my weekend trips home I’d 
have a patron or a fellow school teach- 
er ask me to hunt for an amber goblet, 
or a milk glass chicken, or a hundred 
and one patterns. Soon I earned the 
reputation of being lucky and of mak- 
ing good finds, but up to this time 
my friends benefitted mostly. Thus 
through accommodating my friends 
the collector’s germ was communicated 
to me, and of the whole field of an- 
tiquity I love old glass best for I find 
it gives unique interest-to your table 
settings and odd pieces make lovely 
and useful ornaments. 


As a bride the first pattern I set 
about to assemble was vaseline daisy 
and button. With this glass I use the 
black wicket milk glass plates as a 
contrast. I have been able to find a 
tray, water pitcher, eight tumblers, 
eight boat sauces, sugar, creamer, two 
large celery boats, berry dish, com- 
pote, finger bowls, but so far have 
only two goblets. The celery boats 
sometimes go to the table as floats for 
flowers, and I must say I like to use 
this table setting best in the spring 
with pink apple blossoms for the flow- 
er centerpiece. 


I like to use amber glass at Hal- 
lowe’en and Thanksgiviifg, frosty blue 
or cranberry at Christmas time, and 
at a Valentine party, or at a bride’s 
shower I combine milk white heart 
bordered plates with cranberry glass 
and I don’t know of anything prettier 
than a table setting in the rainbow 
colors of hobnail for any occasion. 


For a luncheon set I have collected 
large milk white club bordered plates 
with waffle centers and waffle milk 
glass tumblers. I use a blue hobnail 
sugar and creamer set with this and 
then again I use my cranberry in- 
verted thumbprint pieces with it. 


When not in use at the table my fat 
cranberry red pitcher with frilled 
mouth holds flowers, and the cruet and 
syrup pitcher I put on my glass win- 
dow shelves. Another glass shelf holds 
rows of colored sugar shakers which 
are a delight to the eye. 


Oh, yes, I’ve decided that colored 
glass is lovely but the clear crystal is 
so lovely for formal settings so now 
I’m knee deep in my interest in two 
clear patterns, stippled grape and fes- 
toon, and loop and dart with round 
ornament. I can’t decide which pat- 
tern is the best investment for interest. 


On my powder table I love to use 
my frosted hobnail with amber rim 
covered butter and covered sugar, for 
they are the very thing for powder 
jars, and clear vinegar cruets make 
ideals jugs for cordial or jugs for 
holding lotions in the boudoir. 


One can bring the footed sugars 
into the living room for candy jars. 
Footed celeries in pairs can be used 
on the mantle and the blue, green, 
vaseline and amethyst shoes and hats 
can be put on a tray and used as cigar- 
ette and match dishes. What is more 
appropriate on a desk than an old 
glass inkwell and a colorful paper- 
weight and perhaps an old glass lamp 
electrified? 


On the dining room table a single 
handsome compote or a pair of pressed 
glass candlesticks make a lovely cen- 
terpiece. My little three year old eats 
all of her cereal and soup when it is 
served in a milk white chicken, dog 
or cat covered dish. The milk white 
double hand dishes make calling card 
or pin trays on the dressing table. 


I love all old glass, but if I had to 
choose only a few pieces it would be 
colored hobnail. It seems to me one 
can find a pattern to collect no matter 
what your interest or hobby. These 
patterns will probably appeal to the 
following people: 


The Fisherman—Fishscale, Dolphin 
pieces. 


Sportsman—Deer and Pine Tree, 
Deer and Dog, Powder and Shot, Owl 
and Possum and Jumbo. 


Agriculturist—Picket, Barley, 
Wheat & Barley, Dewdrop & Sheaf of 
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Wheat, Maple Leaf, Honeycomb, Stip- 
pled Cherry, Gooseberry, Barberry, 
Acorn, and Baltimore Pear. 


Race Horse Fan—Horseshoe, Nail- 
head, Hobnail and “Lei.” 

Teacher—Cape Cod, Liberty Bell, 
Canadian, Cable, Egyptian, and 
Classic. 

Religious Teacher—Jacob’s Ladder, 
Cathedral, Harp, and Jacob’s Coat. 

Flower Lover—Lily of the Valley, 
Open Rose, Dahlia, Panelled Daisy, 
Forget-me-not, Rose in Snow, and 
Bleeding Heart. 

Club Woman—Diamond Quilted, 
Moon and Star, Shell and Tassel, Ivy- 
in-Snow, Three Face, Thumbprint and 
Bellflower. 

Attractive patterns still inexpensive 
to collect are: Clear Ribbon, Dew and 
Raindrop, Late Panelled Grape, Grape 
Band, Buckle, King’s Crown, Roman 
Rosette, Diagonal Band with Fan, 
Panelled Cherry, Loop and Dart, Fes- 
toon, Bleeding Heart, Barberry, Stip- 
led Ivy and Sprig. 

How lucky glass collectors are that 
there are so many patterns to select 
from so we can choose one that suits 
us best. The nicest part about collect- 
ing old glass is that it mixes with the 
most modern of furniture. I particu- 
larly like my old glass because it is 
not used in every home and because 
there are so many pattern combina- 
tions. Collecting old glass certainly 
keeps housekeeping from be age 
monotonous and besides I consider ol 
glass a good investment. It also has 
been educational travelling through 
the country searching for old glass 
and so many new friendships have 
been formed. 

I advise all new collectors to sub- 
scribe to literature that gives infor- 
mation on what to collect. There are 
a score of good patterns not so popu- 
lar because they are litt), known. 

Among these patterns are: Fuchsia, 
Viking or Mosque, Feather, Rattan or 
broken Irish Column, Jewel or Steele, 
Crystal Wedding or Anniversary, 
Flower Flange or Beaded Buckle, 
Crown Jewel or Eye Winker and Bul- 
let and Swirl. 

Just last year I made the best an- 
tique find in my years of collecting and 
it seems just when one is discouraged

heard the local second hand man boast 
to a friend that he had bought six 
rose carved walnut chairs in the rough 
for a very small sum. That 
just made my heart sick for the name 
he mentioned was that of a woman 
who was a member of our church. I 
asked him if she had anything else 
that she wanted to sell and his reply 
was in the negative. 

Not taking the man at his word I 
made a call on the woman and hoped 
he was not right and had overlooked 
some things. My hunch was right. 
The woman said she was tired clean- 
ing all of those heavy pieces on her 
top shelf and if you’re interested 
I'll tell you just a few of the things 
I purchased from her very reason- 
ably: a thirty piece set of Ridgway’s 
china, including a soup tureen and 
platters, a clear water pitcher, two 
beautiful compotes, a Sawtooth jelly 
dish, Barley platters, a cranberry cov- 
ered sugar, three Currier and Ives, 
several walnut frames and an old sil- 
ver castor with etched bottles. I will 
say that it is seldom that I ever find 
more than several pieces at a time and 
anyway my heart could not stand the 
strain of the excitement. 

If you decide to collect glass you 
can naturally expect disappointments 
along with the “sweet,” and many 
times you'll be called to come and look 
at some glass and it will be just poor 
specimens of cut glass. If I were 
starting out now to collect I’d choose 
one of the patterns, not so well known. 

Having done that I’d look for my 
forms. These forms which are found 
in different patterns naturally classify 
and you do not have to fear collec- 
ing reproductions. I’d look for my 
goblets first as your pattern will be 
more useful if you can find goblets in 
it. Plates are not so much of a worry 
for if one cannot find plates in the 
same pattern the lovely milk glass 
plates or the odd plates like Double 
Vine, or Block and Fan, etc., combine 
nicely with other patterns. And so 
wanders the mind of a glass collector. 


—O— 
Dating Your Glass 

Glass of a late vintage is often 
thought to be much earlier than it 
really is. It is not uncommon to hear 
someone say a certain piece is well 
over a hundred years old, because it 
belonged to their grandmother. They 
reason that if their grandmother were 
still alive she would be well over a 
hundred and therefore her glass is too. 
They do not stop to think that it is 
much more probable that the piece of 
glass was bought the day she died 
rather than the day she was born! 

To ascertain the correct age of an 
old tae the judgment of a student 
of glass should be relied upon, in pref- 
erence to family tradition. There are 
many factors to aid in determining its 
age, such as the constituents used in 
glass production during certain peri- 
ods. Then there are patent dates 
pressed in some forms which of course 
definitely place the date of all glass of 
that time. Likewise throughout the 
years customs demanded certain 
forms. These forms which are found

Old trade 
catalogues which were published years 
ago offer an indisputable source as to 
age. 

When we realize it is possible to 
identify Chinese porcelains as to the 
Dynasties in which they were made it 
is not hard to believe that nearly the 
exact date can be told of pressed glass 
which has been on the market scarcely 
more than a hundred years. 

Collectors should not be disappoint- 
ed when they learn their glass is not 
as venerable as believed. America is 
comparatively a new country so any- 
thing American cannot be too old! 

The following list of patterns and 
approximate dates when they were 
produced will serve as a guide not 
only for those listed but also for simi- 
lar ones. 

1850 - 1860 — Ashburton, Excelsior, 
Diamond Thumbprint, Pillar.

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THE EARLY POTTERY OF GERMANY 


By VERNON VARICK 


The early pottery of Germany and 
Central Europe dates from the Stone 
Age down to the Roman invasion, 
when the types change and the evi- 
dences of more perfect mechanical ap- 
pliances become apparent. The Lake 
Dwellers, who built their huts on piles 
in the lakes of Switzerland, have 
commemorated themselves by hand- 
wrought vessels, to the embellishment 
of which decoration of the rudest kind 
was brought. 

Pottery remains have been found 
throughout Germany, of which some 
are hand-made, while others were evi- 
dently fabricated on the wheel. These 
remains are both pre-Roman and con- 
temporaneous with the Roman occu- 
pation. The paste varies from a 
friable clay to a hard, ringing stone- 
ware. Vases in a great variety of 
shapes have been found along with 
cups, plates, saucers, and jars. Some 
of the vases are divided into compart- 
ments like boxes. The ornamentation 
consists of paintings, mouldings, and 
incised lines. The painted decoration 
consists of parallel lines of red, yel- 
low, and black. Some of the smaller 
pieces seem to have served as toys. 


Vases and bowls of a sepulchral 
character have also been discovered 
which are thought to resemble the huts 
of the lacustrine dwellers. A specimen 
found at Achersleben has a tall con- 
ical cover, like a high-thatched roof, 
and the crifice in front is covered with 
a plate having a ring in the centre, 
through which a pin being passed fas- 
tened*it on the outside. The opening 
was in this way closed after the ashes 
of the dead had been introduced. 
These and similar remains have been 
found in various parts of Germany, 
and have given rise to many super- 
stitious stories among the peasant 
class. By some they are said to be the 
natural produce of the soil. Others as- 
cribe them to the all-powerful fairies. 

Relics of the Roman occupation 
show imported as well as domestic 
types of pottery in use in Germany. 
Possibly it was the Romans who 
taught the Germans the art of glazing 
for they seem to have been ahead of 
many nations in recovering from the 
Dark Ages decline. In the 13th cen- 
tury we find Germany in possession 
of processes for the presence of which 
their is no explanation except that 
they may have come from Asia via 
the Balkans. 

In any event, Germany was making 
enamelled faience at least two cen- 
turies before Luca della Robbia had 
perfected his process in Italy. A pot- 
ter of Schelestadt in Alsace, is said 
by the Germans to have discovered tin 
enamel. Even his name is now for-

gotten, although his death is said to 
have occurred in 1283. There is a 
glazed frieze dated 1207 at Leipsic. 
Architectural reliefs of great excel- 
lence were produced at Breslau in 
1230. In 1441, Veit Hirschvogel was 
using stanniferous enamel. At Strehla, 
1565, the potters were so skilled in 
the working of terra-cotta, that they 
had made a pulpit of that material. 


One is almost led by these facts to 
question if Germany did not lead both 
Italy and France, and to regret that 
the history of German ceramics has 
not been more fully investigated. 
Leipsic is credited with being the 
place where enamelled ware was pro- 
duced in Germany on any large scale.

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The frieze mentioned here consisted 
~of tiles with alto-relievo heads. of 
Christ and the Apostles. The enamel 
is dark green. What occurs to us at 
once is that no art ever began with 
such works, and that in this specimen 
we have the successful results of 
long experience in making such ob- 
jects. 

At Breslau in the Cathedral of St. 
John is the monument of Dake Henry 
IV, its founder, who died in 1290. The 
monument consists of his effigy in 
terra-cotta, supported by angels and 
priests. 

The Hirschvogels of Nuremberg 
have brought fame to their birthplace 
by their faience decorated with en- 
amelled reliefs. Veit Hirschvogel, the 
founder of the family, was born in 
1441, and died in 1525. Augustine, 
his son, has left some very artistic 
works with medallions and decorations 
in relief. One vase has green dragon 
handles and the fact that this style 
existed in Nuremberg at the time 
when Palissy, the celebrated French 
potter, was travelling in Germany, 
has led to the supposition that he may 
have acquired the rudiments of his 
art under Hirschvogel. 

At Villigen, in the Black Forest, 
Hans Kraut, who died in 1590, carried 
the same branch of art to great per- 
fection, his tiles and bas-reliefs mak- 
ing him a worthy disciple of the school 
of Nuremberg. 

Hochst and Marburg were both -im- 
portant seats of the pottery industry, 
and a specimen from the former, a 
vase, has its neck ornamented with 
a reliefs, like the cameos of Wedg- 
wood.

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Notes on 


CANTON CHINA 
(See Cover) 


Illustrated from the collection 
of Eva Sieck, Council Bluffs, Ia. 
This type of old china ware evi- 
dently derived its name from the City 
of Canton, where it was decorated. 
The porcelain was made in several 
outlying districts and brought into 
the city in its glazed white state. 

The enamels of Canton are very 
similar to enamels made on copper, 
as the art of enameling on porcelain 
originated with the enamels of metal. 

In the 18th and 19th Centuries 
there was a great demand by people 
of Europe and America for dinner 
sets, tea services, vases, etc., of Chi- 
nese porcelain, and in order to satisfy 
this demand the making and decor- 
ating of porcelain for export trade 
became a thriving business. 

A half century or more ago much 
of this china was to be found in New 
England, having been brought there 
by seafaring men whose ships plied 
between New England and Asiatic 
ports via the “Horn.” 

There is a vast difference between 
the old Canton china and that of re- 
cent years. The older pieces are 
heavy, but many of them have a fine 
bell tone when tapped. There are no 
marks on them, but later pieces are 
stamped “Canton” on. the bottom. 

The Rose Medallion is a very pop- 
ular pattern of Cantonese, and the 
standard of the decorative work var- 
ies according to the skill of the de- 
corator. The Rose Medallion plate 
has a round central motive in which 
is a blue winged bird beside a large 
pink rose or peony-like flower. It is 
bordered by a broad band of plain 
gold, with four butterflies placed 
equi-distantly on the outside. This 
appears to be the key motif of the 
pattern, as it is identical in every 
piece. 

The remaining surface of the plate 
is divided into four shell shaped me- 
dallions with scroll edges. Two oppo- 
site medallions are decorated with 
figures — four of them — but ar- 
ranged in different positions in each 
scene. 

Many Chinese legends were em- 
bodied in the old designs, but in later 
years the meaning of these decorative 
scenes have been forgotten even by 
the enamelers. 

In both of the other medallions ‘we 
find two large pink roses surrounded 
by leaves, a bud, fruits and butter- 
flies. Perched on a branch are two 
birds — the female with blue wings, 
and the male which resembles a 
pheasant. He has the five colors of 
the Phoenix, but is lacking the comb 
on his head. This type of bird sym- 
bolizes prosperity. The butterflies 
stand for happiness and peace, and 
the three fruits — peach, pomegran- 
ate and citron — are known as the

On both sides of the river protected 
by the high levees which have never 
overflowed, is a major citrus country 
that few people know about. They 
ship train loads of oranges out every 
day. A great many of these go into 
the New Orleans market and are con- 
sumed there. Others go to the South- 
ern towns and cities.

.. Royal Street had as few visitors on 
it as I ever saw. Although that was 
just before Christmas, there was no 
effort whatever by the antique group 
as a whole to take a big advertising 
display cooperatively to get the local 
people down there to settle their 
Christmas problems. Our Chicago 
show features giving antiques for 
Christmas every year and the dealers 
report a better and better response. 
That is one reason why they almost 
unanimously prefer the Fall Show. 
The New Orleans, people had money 
and the streets were packed with 
buyers. They should have had at 
least one day and night set aside for 
the townspeople to visit the old quar- 
ter bent on Christmas Shopping. It 
would have paid off big.

Mrs. Fricks’ button shop kept do- 
me steady business when all the 
others were hollering. She does an 
average of $400 a week steady and 
has interested hundreds of visitors in 
buttons who never thought of collect- 
ing them before. She says when she 
advertises in HOBBIES it takes three 
months to get caught up with the 
orders.

If you want to get passage on a 
steamship you will find they are all 
crowded. You will be expected to take 
a double stateroom and you will be ex- 


pected to give the ticket seller or pas- 
senger agent a bonus of at least $25. 

Very few of the American ships are 
back on their runs, although they are 
now coming along from month-to- 
month. All this is going to hurt the 
steamship lines and deprive them of 
their former passenger trade. The air 
lines, as they improve their service, 
are going to get that business 90%.

The demand for shells in the hobby 
trade has increased greatly during 
the war years. Now that the men are 
back the supply has been pretty much 
restored and prices are coming down. 
Lots of boys who went to the South 
Seas learned the science of con- 
chology and that is going to increase 
the demand for shells in future years. 

1 bought out a Cuban shell dealer. 
He had 100 small laboratory bottles 
of extremely rare shells that will go 
into our Shell Room. I also bought a 
considerable lot of shells to finish 
walling up our Shell Room. But best 
of all I bought from this Cuban two 
large boxes of the most colorful tree 
snail buttons I ever saw. He had 
filled the inside of the snails with 
plaster of Paris and inserted the 
shank while the material was wet. 
They are strongly built and include 
every color of the rainbow. A set of 
four or five of them. on the front of a 
woman’s dress would make a knock- 
out appearance. I was hunting a 
priest who encouraged the boys to 
pick the snails off the trees and he 
shipped them to aquariums thruout 
the world. 

There has been a greatly increased 
demand for chalcedony. It is a fos- 
silized shell conglomerate which 
comes from Tampa Bay. It polishes 
beautifully and there is a growing 
demand for it among collectors. 

—~}— 


A splendid response has reached us 
in regard to lower prices. Stopping 
in Cincinnati I called on some of the 
dealers and they thought the idea was 
good. They felt it would be better to 
put prices. down gradually rather 
than let the public become sold on 
the idea that we were robbers. Other 
commodities have price cuts to a sub- 
stantial amount and it is no more than 
right and we will earn the good will 
of our trade by following along. 

Some say, of course, “That is none 
of Lightner’s business and I am not 
going to give him any more adver- 
tising until he lets the subject 
alone.” 

It may not be any of our business 
except the right to comment on it. 
But as along as I have the buyers 
with me I won’t worry about having 
plenty of sellers.

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STORMS, FLOODS, AND SUN- 


SHINE, an interesting autobiography 
by Dr. Isaac Monroe Cline, of New 
Orleans, has given me more pleasure 
than any book I have read in a long 
while. 

Dr. Cline was born in the mountain 
district of Tennessee. Right now he 
can interestingly recount the battle 
between the Taylor brothers—one a 
Republican and the other a Democrat 
—who fought up and down the State 
for the Governorship. They fought 
with fiddles. If we remember rightly, 
the Democrat was elected first and 
the Republican was later elected, the 
prohibition question finally entering 
into the campaign. 

Later, young man Cline went West 
as a bronco buster and cowboy where 
he got his experience in this trade as 
well as that of Deputy Sheriff. Hav- 
ing taken training in the agricultural 
college and later in the field of weather 
observation, as well as a course in 
medicine, he finally chose the Weather 
Bureau as his life’s endeavor. 

He first became famous in the year 
of the great blizzard, 1899, which he 
reported from Colorado and West Tex- 
as. He was on duty at the time of 
the Galveston Tropical Hurricane in 
1900 which many of us oldsters re- 
member. After this harrowing expe- 
rience he definitely announced that 
cyclones were more exciting than med- 
icine and he sought a transfer to New 
Orleans where he was given charge of 
the floods on‘the Mississippi River. 

During this time he first became in- 
terested as a collector. He had chosen 
his subject—paintings—and had ac- 
cumulated a fine collection. 

The Gulf Coast has a great hur- 
ricane on an average of every two or 
three years. We remember those of the 
Texas and Louisiana coast of 1915, 
and Corpus Christi in 1919. The Tex- 
as Gulf Coast again suffered in 1921 
and it was at this time that Dr. Cline 
wrote one of his first books decribing 
the tropical hurricanes and those of 
later years where he had a fair record. 
From past histories and the meager 
reports by private writers, he had also 
made a study of the floods of the Mis- 
sissippi river of the years 1717, 1735, 
1775, 1782, 1791, 1796, 1799, 1811, 
1813, 1815, 1816, and 1823. He re- 
counts in the book the floods of 1828, 
1844, 1849, 1850, 1858, and 1859. He 
helped to make a report for Congress 
on the floods of 1874, 1882, 1890, 1897, 
and 1903. About that time the gov- 
ernment began to bridle the Father of 
Waters so that only partial floods, or 
only those on one bank of the river, 
would become involved in the catas- 
trophe. 

Between floods peace came to the 
quiet valleys. The planters had long 
known of the value of the silt deposits 
left by the floods. They were known 
to enrich the soil and it was a serious 
question with the Statesmen whether 
they really wanted protection from the 
floods — otherwise, where would the 
farmers get their fertilizer? 

It was after the flood of 1903 that 
Dr. Cline had time to assemble his 
great bronze collection which was 
shown in the Isaac Delgado Museum 
of Art in New Orleans. 

In all these years the Mississippi 
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had been pretty well bridled but the 
hurricanes came rolling out of the 
Gulf of Mexico, spreading destruction 
and death in their wake. At that 
time Professor Charles F. Marvin, as- 
signed as Chief of the Weather Bu- 
reau by President Wilson, determined 
to spread the weather information 
service throughout the Caribbean. Ra- 
dio had come into use about this time 
and one of its first services for the 
public good was in the transmitting of 
warnings from the lower islands and 
remote land locations to more popu- 
lated localities. 

When President Hoover came into 
office in 1929 he put into play at once 
his engineering skill. Conditions had 
settled down from World War I and 
we had begun to reduce the national 
debt. The political leaders found we 
could raise money in ways never be- 
fore. The largest enterprise and the 
bulk of the money that was raised 
was put into the Mississippi Valley 
under the direction of Mr. Hoover’s 
engineering knowledge. These levees 
have stood against the floods ever 
since. 

In these years Dr. Cline had gone 
ahead from paintings to bronze and 
later to the finer kinds of early Amer- 
ican glass. He at one time had the 
largest collection of Sandwich glass 
in the South. It was during the 20’s 
that Dr. Cline reluctantly gave up the 
office of meteorologist in New Orleans, 
even though he was implored by the 
citizens to continue. He always seemed 
like a younger man than he was. This 
gave him more time for his collections 
and he opened a shop in the French 
Quarter of New Orleans, just off Royal 
St., and there thousands of the read- 
ers of HOBBIES will recall how they 
joined so many others who inspected 
his marvelous collection of glass. As 
the years went by he began to sell 
some of it and now he feels he might 
continue to dispose of it. ~ 

Dr. Ronson, one of our distinguished 
New Orleans collectors, remarked to 
mutual friends of us all, “I'll bet 
Lightner and Dr. Cline had a great 
afternoon together! They both have 
so many subjects on which they agree.” 

Dr. Cline’s book as described here- 
with was published by the Pelican 
Publishing Co., New Orleans.

Old Ballad Singer Passes 

Albert C. Campbell, one of the first 
singers to make records during the 
development of the phonograph, died 
at his home in Flushing,,N. Y., on 
January 25, at the age of 74. 

Mr. Campbell was an original mem- 
ber of the Peerless Quartet, of which 
the late Henry Burr was also a mem- 
ber, and the group made thousands of 
recordings of popular ballads of the 
day. This group was one of the first 
to make quartet recordings. 

Mr. Campbell’s recording career was 
long and varied. When the radio 
started to become popular in the 30’s 
he retired. During the last war, how- 
ever, he emerged from his retirement 
and with two other old timers formed 
the “Memory Lane Trio.”

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Unusual Forms 
Choice Finds for the Collector 


It seems that in every pattern, no 
matter how scarce or common it may 
be, there is always a form or two that 
is very elusive. At the time of pro- 
duction the popularity of such a form 
was probably waning, or for various 
other reasons few forms were ever 
made. It is not difficult to decide that 
the Rose-in-Snow covered toddy jar is 
the rarest of all forms in all pattern 
glass, To my knowledge one has never 
been found in spite of the fact that it 
was listed in the old trade catalogues. 

Close followers are the Ivy water 
pitcher and Lion Cologne bottles. An 
Ivy pitcher, the only one known to 
date, is owned by a collector of this 
pattern. Likewise in a private collec- 
tion is a pair of Lion Cologne bottles. 

Lucky, too, is the person who finds 
any of the following pieces, as each is 
nearly as elusive as the proverbial 
needle in the haystack.

Color Makes Rarities 


Glass collectors are willing to pay 
considerably higher for pieces found 
in colors different from those in which 
they are usually found. The earlier 
patterns were generally made only in 
clear glass, but occasionally a form in 
a color of an opaque shade is found. 
Probably glass moulders were experi- 
menting with colors and never put out 
complete sets. The flint glass colored 
pieces that I have seen have been very 
beautiful and undoubtedly had they 
been on the market years ago would 
have readily sold. Because of their 
great scarcity today it is evident very 
few pieces were made. Perhaps the 
added cost of manufacturing them 
colored, which would add to the selling 
cost, prevented them in finding a ready 
market. 


At one of the recent antique shows 
an exhibitor had a Horn-of-Plenty 
spoonholder in green. I have also seen 
opalescent custard cups in this same 
pattern. The first year I was inter- 
ested in old glass I found a sapphire 
blue Bellflower fruit dish on a low 
foot. But because the base had been 
broken and the piece glued in I didn’t 
buy it. I have often regretted this, 
as even if the value was gone its rarity 
made it worthy of any collection. One 
of the most attractive pieces I have 
ever seen was an opaque green covered 
Cable custard. 

One is liable to find any form in 
these unusual colors in patterns such 
as Argus, Excelsior, Bull’s Eye and 
Comet. 

Glass dating back to 1400 B. C.

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BACK TO EARTHENWARE 


By BILL KANE 


Truth is indestructible and will per- 
sist. The facts are often forgotten, 
however, and a pile of letters along- 
side my typewriter proves a great 
need for repetition of china axioms. 
I am sorry that most of my corre- 
spondents seem to have permitted 
their hope that they have come into 
possession of rare pieces of pottery 
to blind them to the evidence present- 
ed by their scenes. 


“Why can’t I find anything in 
books on Dresden about a platter I 
have marked ‘Dresden White 
Granite ?’” 


Because the piece in not Dresden 
is the answer. I hope this piece of 
hotel china from East Liverpool, 
Ohio, was bought for a few cents. If 
my correspondent’s letter did not 
show that she is a student of pottery, 
and if I did not know of many other 
persons excited by hope that they had 
come upon very old Dresden when in 
reality their pieces were crude, in- 
ferior semi-vitreous ware hardly 
worth calling ironstone, I should 
think a “cut-up” was working hard on 
a practical joke. 


Dresden is in Saxony, and the 
language of Saxony has been Ger- 
manic for at least two centuries. 
Even if pieces marked “Dresden 
White Granite” were translucent, 
comparatively light in the hands, 
cool to the touch, homogeneous in 
structure and therefore bell toned 
when sounded, uniformly covered 
with a brilliant, hard glaze that never- 
theless does not glare, and decorated 
so fittingly that painting by an artist 
were evident, if all these qualities 
were present, those words in English 
prove non-German origin. 


Of course my correspondents may 
have hoped their finds were Dresden 
pieces of the greatest antiquity, made 
before any European knew how to 
make real china. Such earthenware 
would date back to the earliest 
1700’s; even if the possibility is ac- 
cepted that any piece of earthenware 
as old as this might have fallen into 
the hands of a souvenier hunting GI, 
the platter form and the type of let- 
tering are too young to support this 
hope. 

“T have a piece of Sevres that I 
have been told is very old. It is 
heavy, thick, and plain. The mark is 
Sevres in small Roman capital letters 
set diagonally on a fleur de lis. I 
have looked in vain for any informa- 
tion among the books available in our 
local library.” This too is a piece of 
East Liverpool, Ohio, semi-vitreous 
ware, and you will find similar marks 
listed in any handbook of marks on 
china. 

Do not buy china because you think 
the mark is impressive. Buy china 
you like, and pay for its intrinsic 
worth to you. Enjoy the collecting of 
china to the full by learning to de- 
pend upon your senses and the mental 
recognitions these arouse. Marks on 


china are a labyrinth, and there is no 
easy way out of the maze. Until you 
have handled and studied many pieces 
of china in your field of interest, 
haunt museums, buy carefully, and 
seek the advice of dealers known to 
you, and of fellow. collectors who 
have no axes to grind. 


Marked china is likely to be worth 
more than unmarked, but resist the 
temptation to gamble that a crudely 
made, badly used, discolored, crackled 
and crazed piece is worth more than 
its appearance suggests because the 
mark is Dresden, Meissen, Sevres, 
or an anchor, or crossed swords, or a 
Florentine dome or letters to which 
you are invited to fit a famous name. 


China brought into the United 
States after 1890 is supposed to be 
marked with the name of the country 
of origin. Pieces marked “England” 
or “France,” even with names as 
famous as Wedgwood, Copeland, 
Doulton, Limoges, Sevres and others, 
are close to modern. No matter how 
beautiful such china, or how compli- 
cated the decoration, or how delicate 
the figurines, the values are not much 
more than your own estimate of: the 
satisfaction you will feel in possess- 
ing them. The collector value of 
modern or semi-modern china is not 
great. (I except, of course, the 
pieces made by modern artist-crafts- 
men; such porcelain and earthenware 
is expensive to begin ‘with, and few 
collectors or dealers are familiar with 
it.) 

Ministers may be slow to write the 
peace treaties, and foreign govern- 
ments may be slow to emerge from 
political skirmishes among rightists 
and leftists, but potters are at work 
already and the need of other coun- 
tries to trade with the United States 
and acquire dollar credits will bring 
all kinds of pottery and porcelain to 
our department stores, gift shops and 
chain stores. 

I know that a case can be made for 
the comparative old age and scarcity 
of some pottery, notably Wedgwood 
Jasper Ware, that seems occasionally 
to have been marked “England” long 
before the laws of this country re- 
quired the marking of the country of 
origin on china, brass, etc., intended 
for export to the United States. 
Pieces so marked, however, are not 
by any stretch of wishing worth 
nearly as much as pieces marked with 


- the name of the maker or other ident- 


ification only. 

I think it may be accepted as a 
rule that no old time maker ever 
marked his ware with a name like 
Old Staffordshire, Old Canton, Old 
Willow Ware, or old anything else. 

The French word Depose, meaning 
registered, identifies a piece made 
in France after 1900, the design of 
which seemed sufficiently good to the 
maker to warrant registering to pro- 
tect it against imitation. 

Not all china of foreign origin 
made after 1890 is marked with the 
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name of the country in which made. 
Not all pieces in large shipments 
could be examined by our customs 
authorities, and the law liberally in- 
terpreted. Thus a certain number of 
pieces of modern unmarked china 
are around to offer a field for specu- 
lation. Further difficulty for the be- 
ginner is in the natural absence of 
any reference to modernly produced 
ware in books on china. This increas- 
es the need of beginning dealers and 
collectors to study carefully old 
earthenware, porcelain and semi-vi- 
treous china in museums and collec- 
tions, and to proceed cautiously until 
experience is a guide. Unless, of 
course, you want to gamble. 

No law requires American potters 
to mark their product. So another 
large field of speculation is open. It 
may be taken for granted that until 
the population and number of in- 
creased, few articles made in the 
United States were marked with any 
state name or abbreviation. Tucker 
porcelain made in Philadelphia, Pa., 
is the only exception I know to this 
rule. 

Some very fine china and semi- 
vitreous wares were made in the last 
seventy years in New Jersey, Ohio 
and New York. Most of these are 
marked. Some kinds are collected and 
begin to fetch good prices. But this 
is a specialist’s field, and high prices 
should not be paid unless a buyer 
knows just what he is about. 

Americans returning from foreign 
countries are permitted to bring with 
them purchases made abroad, and 
when the quantity of an article is not 
large enough to suggest commercial 
purpose, pieces need not be marked 
with the name of the country where 
made. Tourists in France, Spain and 
Italy often bring with them modern 
Quimper, Bernaise, Spanish and Ital- 
ian Majolica, and Capo di Monte, with 
no mark other than the maker’s. 
The experienced recognize these pieces 
as modern. It must be kept in 
mind that it is simple to copy marks 
on china and difficult to equal the 
quality of ware and character of 
decoration of the pieces whose marks 
are being counterfeited. Here is the 
area where the student who knows 
his china will proceed carefully. On 
the other hand it is a field made to 
order for the speculator and the 
gambler, and as long as prices are 
moderate not much damage results. 


One correspondent asks me to tell 
her what a large red ware plate, 
with mottled glaze of yellow, reddish 
brown and touches of green, with a 
crude eagle and shield scratched 
through layers of glaze, with the year 
1809 clearly marked, is worth. She 
adds that the plate shows little sign 
of wear. This sounds like a good 
specimen of Jacob Medinger’s red 
ware sgraffito. Jacob Medinger made 
pottery in Montgomery County, Penn- 
sylvania, as late as 1928. The carv- 
ing or scratching was done by Wil- 
liam McAllister. This red ware is 
superior as pottery, the glaze is 
beautiful, the sgraffito excellent. It 
is reproduction ware, but it has al- 
ways been sought by collectors and 
fetches fair prices, but only about 
one-tenth as much as antique Penn-

In regard to the “Indianaite,” he 
says: “I saw no porcelain clays at 
the Centennial from other portions 
of the world which were equal to it 
in color or purity. This fact must 
speak for the future success of por- 
celain manufacture in the West... 
European potters were much aston- 
ished at the excellence of American 
wares. Only a few pieces of por- 
celain were exhibited by our potters, 
but this was enough to show our 
ability to produce fine grades of ware. 
The body and glaze of our iron-stone 
and granite ware was in every way 
equal, if not superior, to that made 
in England and France.” 


Professor Cox also says, February, 
1878: “I have just received a sample 
of pure white silica, in powder, from 
Perry County, Missouri. It is found 
there in extensive beds, and may be 
had at much less cost than the white 
quartz of the New England States, 
which is. found in lumps, and has to 
be burned and crushed. The Missouri 
silica will save all of this labor, and 
is naturally prepared for use. 


It is obvious from these statements 
that Ohio is favorably situated for 
the manufacture of fine porcelain, 
and the economic value of her com- 
mon clays is a compensation for the 
absence of a porcelain clay within 
her borders. 


So great an advance has been made 
in the use of underglaze color within 
a few years in Europe, and especially 
in England, that soft pottery for cer- 
tain decorative and domestic uses 
has become popular, and the distance 
between it and its more pretentious 
sister, porcelain, has been lessened. 
Its perfection of glaze, and the con- 
sequent pleasure of handling, and the 
richness, depth, and blended quality 
of its coloring, appeal so pleasantly 
to the senses as to give it a certain 
superiority above overglaze work, 
especially where it is to be handled. 
The Ohio clays are all that could 
be desired for this wide and interest- 
ing field of work, and their uses are 
being shown by the potteries of Cin- 
cinnati. Experiments with the clays 
long used, and ‘with those less known, 
from various parts of the State, with 
the introduction of new _ colored 
glazes which are especially needed 
for delicate incised and relief work, 
the making of new and improved 
shapes for table-ware and decorative 
pieces, show an impulse at the same 
time interesting and encouraging. 
Doubtless pure porcelain will be made 
in Ohio; but she can well afford, if 
she chooses, to rest her chances of 
reputation as a centre for the produc- 
tion of pottery upon her own varied 
and beautiful clays. 


The pleasing tints of buff and 


cream pastes, with the soft, charm- 
ing blue slip made by Frederick 
Dallas, seem as great an improve- 
ment among us over the glaring iron- 
stone, as was the invention, one hun- 
dred and twenty-five years ago, by 
Josiah Wedgwood, of his cream-color 
(C.C.) body. May we not draw a 
parallel between our own country at 
this time and the condition of Eng- 
land, in respect of her pottery, when 
Wedgwood lifted the industry from 
the low state in which he found it? 
It is true that the English had begun 
to make porcelain at that time, but 
ordinary table-ware was so rude and 
imperfect that the C.C. body of 
Wedgwood was considered. an im- 
portant. advance. 


The interest in this part of the 
country is not confined to Cincinnati, 
but to some extent pervades the 
towns and cities of Ohio generally. 
Ladies from Dayton, Hillsborough, 
and more distant points come here 
for lessons, send to the potteries for 
clay and “biscuit” ware, and return 
their decorated work for firing and 
glazing. Decorated work is sent here 
to be fired from New York, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Indiana. The number of amateurs in 
the city alone whose work is fired at 
the pottery of F. Dallas is more than 
two hundred, and of this large num- 
ber all but two are women. 


It is curious to see the wide range 
of age and conditions of life em- 
braced in the ranks of the decorators 
of pottery: young girls twelve to fif- 
teen years of age find a few hours a 
week from their school engagements 
to devote to over or under glaze 
work, or to modelling of clay; and 
from this up, through all the less 
certain ages, till. the grandmother 
stands confessed in cap and spec- 
tacles, no time of life is exempt from 
the fascinating contagion. Women 
who need to add to their income, 
and the representatives of the largest 
fortunes, are among the most indus- 
trious workers; and it is pleasant to 
know that numbers of these self- 
taught women receive a handsome 
sum annually from orders for work, 
— sales, and from lessons to pu- 
pils. 


As a purely social and domestic 
entertainment, much is to be said in 
its favor as an educating and refin- 
ing influence. Taking the broader 


-view, we are led to the conclusion, 


from the signs everywhere pervading 
the country, that the times are ripe 
for the introduction of a new indus- 
try in the United States, in which 
the feeble instrumentality of women’s 
— is quietly doing the initial 
work. 


Any appreciative or correct estim- 
ate of the work done by the women 
of Cincinnati must be based on the 
fact that, like amateurs elsewhere in 
this country, they have had no in- 
struction in the art of decorating 
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pottery, for the reason that there was 
no practical teaching to be had. With 
the single exception of Mr. Lycett, 
who taught a few months here, we 
have had no help from any practic- 
ally and artistically educated decor- 
ator. The realm of underglaze paint- 
ing was an unknown land, the use of 
color on the “biscuit” an experi- 
ment, and success only to be achieved 
after repeated failures. 

An effort was made in the fall of 
1878 to secure the instruction of John 
Bennett, of New York, for a class in 
Cincinnati in underglaze painting; 
but Mr. Bennett replied that he had 
been at considerable expense to bring 
his family from Lambeth and to es- 
tablish himself in New York, and 
that for the present the secrets of 
his processes must be confined to his 
own studio. He was willing to in- 
struct in his fine, broad, free-hand 
style, overglaze, but not in under- 
glaze work. 

Looking back through six or seven 
years to the beginning, as it may be 
called, of the movement in china- 
painting, or the decoration of pottery, 
in the United States, we can not fail 
to be struck with its significance, 
taken in connection with the steady 
growth in the pottery trade, and the 
improvement in American wares. 


The little exhibit in 1875 was a 
suggestion of suitable work for wo- 
men, and also of a future of com- 
mercial importance for Cincinnati as 
a centre of activity in pottery-work. 
Certainly the results have far ev- 
ceeded the most rose-colored expecta- 
tions of those days, in the growth of 
the interest, and in the quantity and 
quality of the work done. As might 
be expected, in the amount of work 
done by so many untrained hands, 
much of it is crude and inartistic; but 
a collection such as may at any time 
be brought together of the decorated 
work of Cincinnati, in the various

Feather Pattern 


Mrs. Clarence O. Andrews, of Mich- 
igan, has very thoughtfully sent us a 
letter which contains much of the in- 
formation concerning the Feather 
pattern which she has gained during 
ten years of collecting the ware. Her 
collection now contains a 76-piece 
service for eight, and includes salt 
and pepper shakers, syrup jug, nest 
of oval serving dishes, and the low 
51 inch footed bowl or compote. She 
has seen a few pieces in the emerald 
green, and has a spoon holder in clear 
and amber. She says that since the 
plates, which she considers the key- 
note to the service, have the rosette 
center, she has collected that type for 
most of her set. Of especial value 
and worth to us is a list which she 
has compiled from her collection, and 
which classifies the pieces which she 
knows can be found in the different 
types of the Feather pattern, that is 
the Feather with either clear spaces 
between the tips, or in some cases a 
tiny ornamentation of three pointed 
ovals arranged in a fan shape at the 
very tips, and the other form which 
has a small cross-hatching between 
the tips. The list follows.

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A COLLECTOR'S SAGA 


By NEVA K. KEENER 


How come I took up glass collect- 
ing? I could give you several answers 
and they would all be correct. I might 
say the Depression forced me into the 
field when an acute flatness of the 
purse compelled me to forego the col- 
lecting of old walnut furniture. I 
might also say I had it thrust upon 
me, since I was fortunate enough to 
have inherited several pieces from my 
parents as well as from my husband’s 
people. I like to think it was an ac- 
cident, although honesty compels me 
to admit that the two foregoing rea- 
sons had quite a bearing upon my far- 
ing forth as a glass collector. Any- 
way, it literally “happened” to me, 
and I was collecting rapidly before I 
knew it. 


A friend, who was already inter- 
ested, phoned me one day in 1933, say- 
ing she had picked up such a lovely 
Daisy and Button Cake Stand which 
was perfect, but she had two others, 
and if I wanted she would be glad to 
let me have it for what she paid for it. 
I was not at all enthused, but said I 
would drop over and see it before mak- 
ing a decision. Daisy and Button 
meant nothing to me. Inspection of 
the clear sparkling glass brought me 
to the decision that “I might be able 
to use it for a Christmas present for 
some one,” so [ took it, but didn’t 
“rave” over it even a speck. After- 
wards I learned my friend was a lit- 
tle hurt to think I appreciated my 
good luck so little. Nonchalantly I 
grasped the stem and started home 
carelesly swinging it along at arm’s 
length. Mrs. W. with whom I had a 
casual acquaintance stopped me with 
the brisk question, “Where did you 
get that?” Before we separated she 
had asked me if I collected glass, if I 
were interested in it, if I had any, if 
she might come down and see what I 
had, if I would dispose of the piece in 
hand ,and a dozen other questions to 
which I replied that I did not, parti- 
cularly, that I had some and she might 
come down, but I theught it would be 
a rather shabby thing to sell the piece 
in hand at a profit. And another lady 
stopped to admire it and say she had 
attended a dinner party where a simi- 
lar cake stand had been reversed and 
with a glass flower holder from the 
five and ten, had made a very striking 
center piece for the dinner table. (I 
have since used this very cake stand 
on a white linen cloth with a Bulgarian 
design in all colors of cross stitch, us- 
ing the long stemmed May blooming 
tulips in red, and the effect was per- 
fectly gorgeous). 


I am really ashamed to tell you what 
was found in my house and where. I 
was made to feel guilty of “high 
crimes and misdemeanors” when Mrs. 
W. called with her “Ruth Webb Lee” 
tucked under her arm. About the first 
things that were found were: A deep 
amber flower flange footed dish which 
had at one time a lid, an Egyptian 
sauce dish, and by the side of it an- 
other in the late Buckle pattern; a 
Daisy and Button celery vase, a clear 
panelled Cane pickle or jam jar with 





lid, a vaseline Daisy and Button 
(printed) bowl with cross-bar and 
band of tiny thumbprints, a toothpick 
holder with frosted United States 
Coins (of the dollar denomination) 
and cake stand to match, a tiny Dres- 
den cup and saucer in genuine Staf- 
fordshire with pink luster decorations 
that had been the baby set belonging 
to my husband, a “cow creamer,” and 
all pushed back on the top shelf of my 
kitchen cupboard—put away, not fit 
to use, but somehow I just couldn’t 
give them away. All these were quick- 
ly classified and named, and did I have 
any more? [I believed there were a few 
things in the basement. So down we 
went, and search in one old trunk 
brought forth a ten inch Rose in Snow 
plate, a camphor glass hen-on-the-nest 
in the seven inch size, more of the 
Frosted Coin Glass, and resting peace- 
fully in a corner in the old “three 
legged” iron kettle my great grand- 
mother brought with her from Indi- 
ana were a blue satin glass bowl with 
the pinched-in top and a low vase with 
a ruffled top in English Camphor glass, 
both of which no doubt had been 
prized possession of my mother-in- 
law! I just had the feeling that if 
that woman were let alone I’d be made 
to feel more than ever the degree of 
my guilt, so I shoo-ed her out of the 
basement, assuring her that none of 
the other trunks had any glass in 
them. Some of the glass she urged me 
to sell to her, some she rather scorned 
as not being of any value, since it had 
no rating in her “Book pf Books; and 
under this last head my poor glass 
with the frosted dimes and dollars 
rested ignominiously, although the in- 
timation was very clear that a dona- 
tion to her collection would be re- 
ceived! Some imp of perversity made 
me turn a deaf ear to the hint, for 
which I have ever since been thankful. 
I some way did not want to part with 
a single piece of it because I remem- 
bered that it had been the gift of my 
father to my mother at the time of my 
birth, and I couldn’t quite bring my- 
self to part with it, even though I had 
thought so little of it as to have it in 
an old trunk in the basement! And it 
may be that I was guided by a wise 
Providence, for the following day I re- 
ceived a letter from my sister in Chi- 
cago in which she told me of attending 
the Chicago World’s Fair on the open- 
ing day, and of the many things she 
saw, etc., ending her letter something 
after this fashion: “And you’ll never 


believe me when [I tell you that I saw - 


@ butter dish just like the one we used 
to have with the dollars on the lid. I 
laughed and made the remark that 
we used to have a whole set of those. 
The attendant turned to me and asked 
quickly if I lived in Chicago, and if we 
still had any pieces of that glass. Of 
course I told him my home was in 
Iowa, and I thought we still had some 
of the dishes tucked away. He assured 
me that it had been with great diffi- 
culty that this piece had been pro- 
cured; that this particular pattern in 
glass had been wanted because it had 
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originally been made to commemorate 
the 1893 World’s Fair; that only a 
comparatively few sets were sold be- 
cause as soon as it came to the atten- 
tion of the Government that the de- 
signs were exact reproductions of our 
money, they were required to discon- 
tinue the making of that design.” And 
that is why the Frosted United States 
Coin Glass is so hard to find. I re- 
member that as children we thought 
very little of it and blithely broke it 
with the comfortable feeling that it 
was just another piece of glass and 
when it was gone, father would buy 
mother another set! And now, my 
oldest sister remembers that when 
father brought the set home he told 
my mother that she needn’t worry 
about everyone having a set like hers 
because the dealer had said there were 
only a few sets made. Mother, how- 
ever, set it down as “salesman’s talk” 
and paid no attention to it. After a 
thorough search through boxes and 
barrels, trunks and cupboards, base- 
ment and attic, I have assembled: the 
cakestand, the tooth pick holder, the 
bread tray, a pickle dish, the spooner, 
sugar bowl, two compotes with lids in- 
tact, and seven sauce dishes, four 
footed ones and three flat ones. And 
the family are just as proud of them 
as I,—in fact, several members have 
requested that when, if and as the col- 
lection is broken. they should be given 
a piece of it! 


Perhaps I have always had an “eye” 
for old glass, for I remember distinctly 
of salvaging the vaseline Daisy and 
Printed Button sugar bowl with the 
lid, at the time my mother gave my 
half brothers the things which had 
belonged to their mother. When the 
things were being assembled, I had 
objected to its being included, but was 
told gently, but firmly, “Yes, it should 
go, because it belonged to the boys’ 
mother.” To make a long story short, 
that particular piece was missing 
when the boys came to take the things 
and no one knew where it was, but if 
a diligent search had been made in the 
hay-mow, I am sure I would not now 
have the bowl! 


After the resurrection of my own 
glass and finding a place of honor for 
it in my home, you may be sure I had 
“slass-itis” in one of its worst forms. 
From then on, I have been collecting 
glass—some of it quite good, some not 
so good, and of course, some decidedly 
poor. Recourse to Ruth Webb Lee 
soon gave me knowledge of what were 
the good patterns and I learned to 
frown as learnedly upon an unknown 
pattern as Mrs. W. had frowned upon 
my Coin Glass! 


And the funny things that have 
happened to me! Almost every ex- 
pedition yielded me a chuckle and 
many of them a hearty laugh. And 
the reaction of the different people 
you meet when you are out “Antique- 
ing!” I think the hardest thing I have 
had to avoid tactfully has been irides- 
cent in all its various forms and col- 
ors. But Oh, the thrill of bringing 
home that first copper lustre pitcher, 
and my full sized rose with white over- 
lay Hobnail water pitcher, and the 
rose colored Hobnail hanging lamp re-

You’d naturally not even think 
of asking it on clothing, dry goods or 
the general line of merchandising, so 
why does the buying public do it with 
Antique Shops. The answer is very 
definitely as Mr. Farrington said, 
clear marking on all goods of prices, 
and merchandise appearing as they 
should, not as junk. 

The buying public will have to be- 
come educated to the fact that selling 
antiques is not a “Get Rich Quick 
Scheme” but a legitimate business 
with right prices in fair balance to 
costs and overhead.

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NEW ENGLAND SLAT-BACKS 


By LARRY FREEMAN 


A few years ago, when I had more 
time than money to spend at auctions, 
about the only thing that regularly 
fell my way was an old slat-back 
chair. I used to bid fifty cents or a 
dollar on the broken remains of these 
once sturdy chairs just to help the 
auctioneer out. Frequently I was the 
only bidder. Today I notice they have 
greatly appreciated in value, with 
many people bidding competitively to 
finish out sets they have started. 


I had occasion, recently, to examine 
my own collection of ladder-backs in 
the light of examples preserved in old 
New England houses and museums. 
It is somewhat of a surprise to find 
many of these chairs which antedate 
the popular Windsor and which, when 
properly finished with new rush seat, 
are just as charming. The growing 
appreciation of their worth makes 
classification of types and ages im- 
perative. 


Slat-back, rush-seated chairs were 
made in New England almost from 
the landings on Plymouth Rock. But 
those commonly seen date from ap- 
proximately 1720 to 1820, at which 
time fancy Sheratons and Hitchcocks 
gained in popular favor over the more 
sturdy slat-back. 


To determine the age and value of 
a slat-back chair, look closely at the 
turning, the slats and stretchers. The 
earliest are usually the crudest, with 
the front and rear post roughly turn- 
ed and without finial. Another point 
is the stretchers. At first these were 
split from a block and shaved to a 
round form. The only lathe turning, 
if any, was done on the ends that in- 
serted into the chair legs. Three and 
four slats were then made out of oak, 
ash or maple and inserted across the 
back uprights. It took much less skill 
to make crude ladder-backs than it 
did the curved Windsors that were 
their contemporaries. But they were 
far more sturdy and hence many 
more have survived the vicissitudes 
of time. Rush seating without the 
flat-wood former inserts is older than 
the splint and basket seating mater- 
ial found on some varieties. 

A more sophisticated chair of the 
late 18th century has the front seat- 
bar extend over the legs, with their 
ends inserted into squared ends. This 
was more work for the chair-maker, 
but avoided the possible discomfort 
to the sitter due to having the top of 
the front legs projecting above the 
seat corners. In this type of construc- 
tion it is usual for the front legs to 
be turned in a modified vase pattern. 

The student of furniture style 
should always remember that the 
general lines of a piece are of but 
little importance compared with the 
details of design and construction 
which appear in various places upon 
the article in question. In the matter 
of slat-back chairs, one of these de- 
tails is the finial or decorative con- 
tours of the tops of the back posts. 
Another element of importance is the 
sort and amount of turning which ap- 


pears on the front legs and back 
posts. Some of the slat-back chairs 
in my collection have quite different 
and harmonious turning on the front 
legs and the back. And while this 
may have interested the original 
chairmaker, it does not enhance their 
value today. Sausage turnings be- 
tween the insertion of back slats add 
to value. Even the way in which the 
slats themselves are made is very im- 
portant. The wide, curved slat, while 
most comfortable and common, is not 
in sufficient rarity to command a 
premium price. Instead the use of 
narrow rods and handcarved narrow 
strips across the back are the types 
highly valued by chair collectors. 


As a mule, the older chairs, the 
larger the diameter of the upright 
members. One and three-quarters to 
two inch diameter is found on the 
earliest chairs. The majority in my 
collection are later, and of about one 
and one-half inch diameter. 


_ Height of the chair seat is often an 
item that keeps many a would-be 
purchaser away from slat-back. Slat- 
back chairs are low. Do not let the 
uninformed tell you these chairs have 
been cut off. Recall instead that the 
pre-victorian table was 26 inches 
high instead of the present 30 inch 
height. Slat-back chairs can be used 
at thirty-inch tables either by adding 
a two-inch button turning to each leg, 
pegged in and glued for permanence, 
or by placing cushions on the seats. 
I recall a very sturdy set still in use 
in a Vermont farmstead. Generations 
had used these chairs at table; and 
the present ones, wanting to bring 
their height up a bit in the world, had 
added hooked rug cushions. I don’t 
believe I have ever seen more attrac- 
tive dining chairs than these. I am 
sure that the lowly and common lad- 
der-back, whether with three or four 
slats, whether with splint or rush- 
seat, whether with arms or no, will 
take its rightful place along with the 
fancy Sheraton and the delicate 
Windsor in the annals of American 
craftsmanship.

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BELLS: STORY OF THEIR ORIGIN 


The immensely large bells which 
exist in the world and of which men- 
tion is made in history, have always 
been objects of interest and wonder. 
Their existence is owing, doubtless, 
to the tendency which several na- 
tions exhibit toward rude displays of 
magnificance rather than to finer 
works of skill and art; together with 
a religious enthusiasm, which, in 
Christian countries, regarded the pro- 
vision of these immense bells for 
churches, monasteries, etc., as being 
meritorious in proportion to their size. 
Both of these considerations tended to 
the production of the Great Bell of 
Moscow of which every one has heard, 
at the casting of which it is recorded 
that the nobles from all parts of the 
Empire were present, vieing with each 
other in the value of the votive offer- 
ings, such as gold and silver plate, 
jewelry, etc., which they cast into the 
furnace. Russia is pre-eminently the 
country of great bells, where they may 
be heard in full vigor, not “swinging 
slow with sullen roar,” for they are too 
heavy to be swung, but incessantly 
tolling and booming, and deafening all 
ears but those of Russians, who almost 
worship their bells. In Moscow alone, 
before the Revolution, there were 1.700 
large bells, which number is now said 
to have increased to 5,000. The Great 
Bell of Moscow, just alluded to, was 
cast by order of the Empress Anne, in 
1658. It is 21 feet 4% inches in di- 
ameter at the mouth, and twenty-three 
inches in thickness at the sound bow,— 
the point at which the clapper would 
strike. Its weight is estimated at from 
360,000 to 440,000 lbs. In 1837, the 
Czar Nicholas caused it to be taken 
out of the pit in which for a long pe- 
riod it had lain partially imbedded in 
sand, and placed it upon the granite 
pedestal as it is now seen. It was then 
consecrated as a chapel; the Russians 
regarding it with the most supersti- 
tious veneration, nor will they allow 
the smallest particle to be removed 
from it, probably for the double pur- 
pose of preventing its mutilation by 
curiosity-seekers and to prevent an as- 
say of its composition. The entrance 
to the interior is through a large frac- 
ture near the mouth, from whence a 
piece had been broken out. Much con- 
troversy has arisen among historians 
and travelers as to whether it was 
ever suspended and rung, and also as 
to how the piece became broken out 
of it. Dr. Clark, who saw it about the 
year 1801, says, in his “Travels,” “The 
Russians might as well have at- 
tempted to suspend a first-rate line-of- 
battle ship, with all its stores and 
guns. A fire took place in the Krem- 


lin—where the bell was cast — the 
flames of which caught the building 
erected over the pit in which the bell 
yet remained; in consequence of this 
the metal became heated, and water 
falling upon—thrown to extinguish the 


fire— caused the fracture to take 


place.” Other travelers and writers, 
among them Bayard Taylor, maintain 
that it was hung and rung; it being 
struck by the clapper, as says Korb, 
in his diary,—“fifty men pulling upon 
it, one-half upon each side.” They 
also assert as the cause of its becom- 
ing dismounted and fractured, that 
the heavy frame work upon which it 
was suspended, together with the 
building which sheltered the same, 
were consumed in a conflagration, in 
1737, and the bell being heated when 
it fell, the piece was broken out of it 
as now seen. 


There is now suspended in the tow- 
er of St. Ivan, at Moscow, a bell which 
weighs 144,000 lbs., cast in 1817, and 
the diameter of which is 13 feet. It is 
said “that when it sounds, which is 
but once a year, a deep hollow murmur 
vibrates all over Moscow, like the full- 
est tones of a vast organ, or the roll- 
ing of distant thunder.” As was be- 
fore stated of the casting of the Great 
Bell, so at this, the nobles from all 
parts of the Empire vied with each 
other in the magnificence of the offer- 


ings of gold and silver which they . 


cast into the furnace; and it is doubt- 
less owing to this practice, which pre- 
vailed in old times somewhat exten- 
sively, that. the exising notion is de- 
rived that old bells are of better ma- 
erial than new ones on account of the 
silver in their composition. It will be 
noticed that whatever silver was con- 
tained in old bells was not furnished 
by the founder, nor does it appear to 
have been one of the necessary com- 
ponent parts of the mixture; while re- 
cent experiments have shown that its 
introduction causes a positive deteri- 
oration of the resonant quality of bell 
metal, it being, as compared with cop- 
per and tin, more of the nature of 


- lead, and therefore incapable of pro- 


ducing a hard, brittle and vibratory 
metal. 


Among other bells, noticeable for 
their size, might be mentioned that of 
Erfurt, in Germany, weighing 30,000 
lbs., which was cast in 1497, and was 
long distinguished as being not only 
the largest, but the best in Europe. In 
Vienna and Olmutz are bells of 40,000 
Ibs. each, cast in the last century; 
while that of Notre Dame Cathedral 
at Paris, cast in 1680, weighs 30.000 
lbs. The bell of St. Peter’s at Rome, 
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weighs 17,000 lbs.; that of St. Paul’s, 
London, 11,600; that in York Minster 
—called Great Peter of York—27,000 
lbs.; that of Notre Dame Cathedral, 
Montreal — the largest in America — 
29,400 lbs.; the Parliament House bell, 
in Lendon, 30,000 lbs. Great Tom, of 
Lincoln, weighing 10,000 lbs., cast in 
1680, was long celebrated as the finest 
bell in England, but becoming cracked 
was recast in 1834. The celebrated 
Great Tom, of Oxford, which hangs 
in the tower of Christ Church, and 
strikes one hundred and one times 
every evening at nine o’clock, weighs 
17,000 Ibs. 

The Chinese are celebrated for their 
bells and gongs, the latter article be- 
ing made among no other people. Their 
bells are fine specimens of casting, but 
being nearly cylindrical in shape and 
of equal thickness throughout, their 
tone is panny and discordant like that 
of their gongs. They do not swing 
their bells as we do, neither do they 
provide them with a clapper, but the 
sound is produced by striking them 
upon the outside with a wooden mal- 
let.—They, as well as the Russians, 
have produced some bells of colossal 
size, among which might be mentioned 
one at Pekin weighing 120,000 lbs., be- 
ing 12% feet: high by 13% feet in di- 
ameter. 

There is at Meneelys’ Foundry a 
Chinese bell weighing about 1,000 lbs., 
which was cast, according to one of 
the inscriptions upon it (interpreted

Amethyst Lore 


The amethyst has always been a 
popular jewelry stone. It is the birth- 
stone of February and it was suppos- 
ed to be the favored gem of St. Val- 
entine, which makes it particularly 
appropriate in modern times, when 
lovers, or just friends, observe St. 
Valentine’s day with an expression of 
sentiment. 

Amethvsts, varying in color from 
palest violet to deep purple, are 
found principally in the Siberian 
Urals or the mines of Brazil, Ceylon 
and Madagascar. As far back as the 
Pharohs, amethysts were found in the 
tombs and they were said to be the 
favorite gems of Catherine the Great 
and Queen Charlotte. They appear, 
today, in the Coronation service of 
English Kings and the Coronet of the 
Prince of Wales in a circlet of Pearls 
and Amethysts. They are also the 
traditional ring for Bishops. 

The amethyst is set in a legend of 
passion and repentance. Bacchus, the 
ancient Greek god of vine, the story 
goes, was feuding -'with Diana, god- 
dess of the hunt and patroness of 
maidens. Angered by some mockery 
of Diana’s, Bacchus vowed to revenge 
himself by sacrificing to his tigers 
the first maiden to approach her 
alter. 

It was Amethyst, a beautiful young 
maiden, who approached Diana’s 
shrine. But as the tigers leaped to 
devour the girl, Diana intervened and 
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turned her into a statue of pure white 
stone. Repenting his cruel intention, 
Bacchus poured a libation of wine 
over the young maiden’s statue, turn- 
ing it a delicate purplish-violet hue. 

Thus the amethyst is said to endow 
the wearer with sober judgement and 
industry. 

Modern fashion designers are show- 
ing amethyst increasingly, in faceted 
stones for rings, in flower design 
mountings for pins and clips, in gold, 
silver or platinum, and often grouped 
with contrasting colored gems.

RUBENSTEIN’S ANTIQUE SHOP 
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An Historic Clock 


made by 
G. S. H. BELLEROSE 


By L. S. SPANGLER 


Many articles have appeared in 
HOBBIES pertaining to early Ameri- 
can clocks and their makers. There 
seems to be few Canadian clock 
makers listed and very seldom -you 
find a clock that was made in Canada. 
I am showing two photographs, one 
of the entire clock, the other a close 
up of the face, of a uniquely made 
clock by G. S. H. Bellerose of Three 
Rivers, Province of Quebec, Canada. 
So this clock should be of particular 
interest to the people of Canada. 


At the top of the dial of this 
clock, the ‘“‘General” appears seated 
on a horse, which is in motion when 
the clock runs. The General has a 
sword in his hand, and is depicted in 
command of his armies appearing in 
the background. His name is in block 
letters above the painting. 

It is evident that the clock was 
made for him by this maker. The 
works are of brass and it runs eight 
days on one winding. The wooden 
case is made of butternut or white 
walnut as it is sometimes called, and 
is very neatly inlaid with satinwood. 
There is also a ship design inlaid on 
the door. 

It was on the battlefield in the 
-vicinity of Niagara Falls that Gen- 
eral Brock was in command of the 
British Armies during the War of 
1812 between the Americans and the 
British. An English soldier, he was 
known as The Hero of Upper Canada. 
Born in Guernsey, he entered the 
army as an ensign at the age of 15, 
and rose by purchase, in accordance 
with the custom of the time, to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel (1797). He 
led his regiment in the North Hol- 
land expedition in 1799, when he ‘was 
wounded at Egmont-op-Zee, and then 
fought in the naval batle of Copen- 
hagen. He served in Canada from 
1802 to 1805, when he went to Eng- 
land on leave; but returned in 1806, 
because of the threatened hostilities 
between England and the United 
States, and commanded the Que- 
bec garrison until 1810. He was then 
put in command of all troops in Upper 
Canada, and was soon afterward 
appointed provisional Lieutenant 








Pat 
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Governor of the province. In 1811 he 
was promoted major general. Upon 
the outbreak of the War of 1812 he 
made energetic preparations to repel 
an invasion by an American force 
under Gen. William Hull, and on 
August 16, 1812, with a small force 
of Indians and whites, he captured 
Detroit. For this he was made an 
extra Knight of the Bath. On Octo- 
ber 18 during the American attack 
upon Queenstown he fell, mortally 
wounded, at the head of his troops, 
his last words being, “Never mind 
me; push on the York Volunteers.” 
Soon afterward a monument to him 
was erected in St. Paul’s London, 
with money appropriated by the 
House of Commons. In 1824, his re- 
mains were removed from a bastion 
of Fort George to Queenstown 
Heights, ‘where a monument was 
erected by the Provincial Legislature. 
This monument was destroyed by a 
fanatic in 1840; and in July, 1841 a 
mass meeting of more than 8,000 
people presided over by the Lieuten- 
ant Governor of Upper Canada, voted 
a suitable sum for the present me- 
morial monument, a tall shaft sur- 
mounted by a statue of Brock sur- 
rounded by a public park that stands 
in Queenstown Heights near Niagara 
Falls.

More Mysterious Clocks 


(This clipping from which this 
data was taken is yellowed with age. 
No doubt some clock lover can date 
it correctly.) 

M. Cadot, of Paris, has recently in- 
vented a curious clock which deserves 
a prominent place among the number 
of similar ingenious devices which we 
lately described. It has two apparent- 
ly free hands placed in the centre of 











“Face and full length view of the Bellerose clock 
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a double pane, the two sheets, of 
glass composing which are held in an 
ornamental frame. The clock is oper- 
ated by concealed mechanism in the 
frame, which once a minute causes a 
slight and nearly invisible motion of 
one of the glasses. This causes the 
movement of the minute hand, and a 
minute train of gearing concealed in 
the pivot of the latter actuates the 
hour hand. 

Mr. Robert Heller, the conjurer, 
has lately been exhibiting a clock of 
his own invention, the mystery of 
which no one, we believe has yet fath- 
omed. It is a clear disk of glass, 
marked with the usual numbers. The 
hands have no bulb or other enlarge- 
ment at the center, where it might be 
imagined mechanism could be con- 
cealed. and appears to be simply 
pivoted to the face. A ring like that 
of a watch suffices for the support of 
the clock from two cords suspended 
from the ceiling. At the command of 
its owner, the clock marks any hour, 
moves backward or forward, and 


‘otherwise behaves in an astonishing 


manner. The use of the cord natur- 
ally suggests concealed wires and 
electricity, which is probably the 
secret of the movement.—But this 
theory is somewhat damaged when 
the magician removes the clock from 
its cords, and, holding it with two 
fingers at arm’s length, carries it in 
the midst of his audience and causes 
it to continue its performances under 
the very eyes of the peovle, allowing 
the closest inspection. One clock like 
that would serve as an invaluable aid 
to an exhibiting spiritualistic medi- 
um, and would cause widespread re- 
joicings among the elect.

Rare Pendulum Search 


A nation-wide search for the miss- 
ing part of a rare clock was extended 


to the collectors’ study group of 


Highland Park, IIl., Women’s club 
recently, when William H. Samelius, 
director of the Elgin, Ill., Watchmak- 
ers college, told of his quest. 
Samelius, dean of American horol- 
ogists, is searching for the missing 
pendulum of a time piece patented 
in 1886 by an Ansonia, Conn., watch 
company. Samelius said there are 
fewer than a dozen of these clocks: 
known to be in the United States. 
The clock mechanism is operated 
with a weighted Buddha. The orig- 
inal equipment, however, used a 
jointed doll, not more than 3 inches 
high and seated on a swing. Same- 


lius hopes that some collectors’ group: 


will expedite his search.

Of course, I would have to mention 
my thirty-one hen-on-the-nest dishes, 
only there are dogs, cats, rabbits, lions, 
roosters, swans, ducks, lobsters with 
Uncle Sam on a boat and Santa Claus 
himself on a sleigh. In order that I 
might have a suitable place for their 
display I had a shelf built above the 
opening between the living and dining 
room, a vari-colored frieze — but my 
family does not think of it that way— 
it is openly called “The Hen Roost.” 
I will concede that it might give my 
dining room a “fowl” appearance! 

And the thrill of the unexpected! 
Imagine starting out to find a walnut 
picture frame and returning with an 
amethyst boot in the Cane pattern; 
and sallying forth a second time in 
search of the elusive picture frame to 
bear home a copper lustre pitcher for 
which you had only paid a dollar. As 
Alice in Wonderland said, ‘Curiouser 
and curiouser.” When I found the 
pitcher its owner asked me five dollars 
for it, to which I, of course, replied 
that it was more than I could afford to 
pay and went through all the motions 
of setting it back among the things 
I did not want, when the lady’s hus- 
band chuckled and remarked, “Hunh! 
a@ woman up in C— is jest a-waitin’ 
fer her to die, so I’ll sell her that there 
pitcher.” A madder woman I never 
want to see. She flew at him wanting to 
know who it was and I started to back 
out, embarrassed at having precip- 
itated such unpleasantness but I was 
brought back with the demand, “What 
will you give for it?” I made my 
opening offer of a dollar expecting to 
have to come up quite a little, but my 
bid was snapped up in record time. 
While I wrapped up my prize, she re- 
turned to the task of “finding out who 
the woman was.”

(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 110 f) 
by Rev. Wentworth), in the reign of 
the Emperor Chunchi, in the year 
1651, the 5th month, and the 16th day. 
It is a very fine casting, the inscrip- 
tions and ornamentation with which it 
is covered being brought out sharp and 
distinct, while a double dragon which 
is cast upon its top, and by which it 


_ 2was suspended, is no less excellent in 


point of workmanship than it is hide- 
ous in design. It is scalloped around 
the mouth as a finish, and around its 
waist and skirt run two ornamental 
bands representing the Grecian chain 
—the same as is now so much used in 
ornamentation. The metal of which 
it is composed appears to be a mixture 
of copper, tin and zinc, while its sound 
is no better than that of an iron ket- 
tle. The superior character of their 
castings would justify the inference 
that the tone of Chinese bells is not 
the result of accident; nor would it be 
inconsistent with the character of this 


strange people to suppose that they 
make their bells as discordant as pos- 
sible in order to inspire awe and 
terror. 

The old “Liberty Bell,” which, on 
the 4th of July, 1776, announced that 
the Declaration of Independence was 
made, deserves a passing notice. 

It weighs about 1,500 pounds, and 
was imported from England in 1752, 
but broke upon its first trial. It was 
soon after recast in Philadelphia, by 
Pass & Stow, and was placed upon the 
hall in which the memorable Congress 
of 1776 assembled. During the occu- 
pation of Philadelphia by the British, 
in 1777, it was removed to Lancaster, 
after which it was returned again to 
its place and was used as a State 
House bell until 1828. After being re- 
moved it was rung only upon extra- 
ordinary occasions, the last time of its 
ringing being in honor of the visit of 
Henry Clay to Philadelphia, when it 
broke. It was then placed upon ex- 
hibition in the old Independence Hall 
with other relics of Revolutionary 
times, where it now remains. The fol- 
lowing inscription taken from Levi- 
ticus, xxv, 10, surrounds it near the 
top: “Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land, unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.”

specialties which have been enumer- 
ated, would excite attention and in- 
terest, in proportion to the intelli- 
gence of those who saw it, wherever 
it might be shown. It is not too much 
to say that in the history of the pot- 
ter’s art in Europe, so far as we have 
accounts of it, there has at no time 
been a beginning more full of prom- 
ise than that which this sketch has 
attempted to describe. 


The impossibility of procuring skil- 
led teachers has developed the best 
efforts of the amateur decorators, 
and may in the end prove a fortunate 
circumstance; it certainly will, should 
it result in the development of a dis- 
tinctive type, which may in time be- 
come a national style. It is too early 
to predict what the American style 
will be, but it is encouraging that the 
tendency is to broad and pronounced 
= rather than to pettiness of de- 
tai 


The aim of this sketch has been to 
present a historical outline of the be- 
ginning and progress of the decor- 
ative pottery work of Cincinnati from 
1874 down to the time of this writ- 
ing, mentioning some of the different 
varieties which have succeeded each 
other in the short space of a few 
years. The attempt to convey a dis- 
tinct impression by verbal descrip- 
tion must be to a great extent un- 
satisfactory, since so much of the 
advance has been made in the suc- 
cessful use of color, and so much of 
the effect is dependent on it. 


To name personally the numbers 
of women who have done good and 
promising work is beyond the possi- 
bilities of such an article, and. the 
mention of names is limited to those 
whose work has rather led the way 
in distinctive directions. 


Begun by a few thoughtful women 
of taste and social influence, who 
foresaw possible results of import- 
ance to their city, as well as pleasant 
occupation to women of leisure, and 
a solution, to some extent, of the 
problem of self-support and indepen- 
dence for women, the work has gone 
on, one succesful experiment after 
another marking its advance. 


If, in the earlier part of the move- 
ment, clays from distant parts of the 
State were wanted, a woman sent for 
them; if kilns for firing decorated 
wares were needed, the money was 
provided by women. A young woman, 
after patient experimenting, and the 
bestowal of time and money, dis- 
covered the process of making Li- 
moges faience; an amateur, self- 
trained, she has published a little 
volume of instructions to amateurs 
on overglaze painting, now in its 
ninth edition; and a similar handbook 
from the same pen, “Pottery Dec- 
oration Under the Glaze, by Miss M. 
Louise McLaughlin,” has _ recently 
been issued from the press of Robert 
Clarke and Co. 


A woman’s taste and interest were 
influential in the manufacture of the 
Capo-di-Monti porcelain of Naples, 
and for the faience of Orion the 
world is indebted to a ‘woman, these 
two specialties combining more ‘of 
originality and beauty than anything 
Europe has produced in porcelain and 
faience. 

In Cincinnati, the crowning result 
of the six years’ work by women, and 
the earnest of the future, is also in- 
spired and executed by a@ woman. 
During last autumn a new pottery 
for decorative work went into oper- 
ation in the suburbs of the city. In 
addition to toilet sets, pitchers, etc., 
to which attention will be given, it 
is the intention to manufacture gray 
stone-ware, which is not now made 
in Cincinnati, and to put upon the 
market a class of articles for which 
there is a practical and constant de- 
mand, of shapes so good that the 
simplest article of household use shall 
combine the elements of beauty. 


These are pleasant times and 
places, when women give their leisure 
and means to the founding of an 
artistic industry. Mrs. Maria Long- 
worth Nichols, by this use of time 
and money, practically opens a path 
in which unlimited work for ‘women 
may eventually be found. 


This sketch of women’s work 
would be incomplete without mention 
of the hearty help of the potters of 
the city, who have aided and fostered 
the interest by all the means at their 
command, and without whose practi- 
cal sympathy and co-operation no 
such advance could have been made. 

At the close of this sketch, it is 
interesting to turn for a moment to 
the advantages which the coming Art 
Museum (made possible by the gen- 
erous gift of Mr. Charles W. West 
and the liberality of many citizens) 
holds in store for these women who 
have already accomplished so much. 
They have long nourished hopes of 
help from its educational treasures 
and its training schools, and have 
gone on courageously, supported by 
their own constancy and faith, until 
public opinion sees in the not distant 
future an artistic industry added to 
the attractions and prosperity of the 
city, and respectfully gives the credit 
where it is due.

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MOTTOES FOR COLLECTORS 


By BERNICE B. WYMAN 








Hanging in a conspicuous spot in 
my home is a motto which acts as 
an effective deterrent to my excess 
enthusiasm over hobbies. It is em- 
broidered in red wool, gilt framed, 
and bears this bit of quoted advice: 
“Yield not to temptation!” The 
needlewoman who wrought it with 
such exquisite care may have had in 
mind a wayward brother or a drunken 
husband, but the sentiment can serve 
equally well to prevent my acquisi- 
tive instinct from running entirely 
amuck. 


This motto is one of some twenty 
similar ones which have places of 
honor in my country home, furnished 
largely in Victorian style. Such mot- 
toes date back to that same senti- 
mental and ornate period, and were 
one type of handwork that filled the 
leisure of the women of the Seventies 
and Eighties, along with the beaded 
work on reticules and match-holders, 
and the embroidery-decorated maga- 
zine and towel racks. 


So far as I have observed, the 
words on the mottoes fall into three 
classes: those of Bible phrases or 
sentences, those taken from songs 
both secular and ,sacred, and those 


forming conventional and _ inspira- 
tional phrases. Then there is one 
which merely expresses ‘‘Welcome” 
to the visitor and makes a good hall 
decoration. 

There is no limit to the Biblical 
mottoes, but I have in my collection: 
“The Lord Will Provide,” “Blessed 
are the Pure in Heart,” “Faith, Hope 
& Charity,” “God Is Love,” “He 
Shall Give His Angels Charge over 
Thee,” “The Lord is My Shepherd,” 
“Our Father Who Art in Heaven,” 
etc., etc. 

In the group from songs, we find: 
“The Old Arm Chair,” “The Old 
Rugged Cross,” “Rock of Ages,” 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee,” “Home, 
Sweet Home,” ‘“There’s No Place 
Like Home,” “Yield not to Tempta- 
tion,” and others. 

The third type comprises such sen- 
timents as: “Friendship, Love & 
Truth,” “What Is Home without a 
Mother?”, “God Bless Our Home.” 

In spite of the similarity in con- 
struction, there is enough variation 
in the work on the mottoes to create 
interest and, no doubt, to give expres- 
sion to the personality of the maker. 

Wrought upon a completely — per- 
forated cardboard about 10” x 24”, 
the stitches, done in fine yarns like 
crewel wool, may be either of the 
needlepoint variety or the long and 
short stitch. The more elaborate ones 
are framed with a piece of silver or 
gilt paper behind the open founda- 
tion, thus giving a very pleasing 
shimmering effect. Variegated sha- 
ded yarns were favorites and usually 
the words were embroidered with 
these. Some bear merely the senti- 
ment. One of mine has a rather at- 
tractive shaded, painted background 
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Religious mottoes from the author's collection 
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for the words, others have embroid- 
ered vines or conventional lines en- 
twining with the quotation, and still 
others form charming pictures of 
needlepoint flowers to dress up the 
rather sombre reminders. 

These framed mottoes of yester- 
year became part of a girl’s “hope 
chest” along with her exquisitely 
stitched quilts, tablecloths, and tow- 
els, and were likewise used as gifts 
to married sister, aunt, or grand- 
mother. 

We are wont to smile over the 
banality of the phrases that have 
come down to us in this fashion, 
but we feel they must have accom- 
plished their purpose or the fad 
would not have survived long enough 
to produce the many that are still to 
be found among attic eaves—at least 
here in our New England.

ORIENTAL RUGS 


C. J. Lynch, Iowa, who was forced 
through accident to more or less in- 
activity thinks that the Oriental rug 
hobby is ideal. Here are some of his 
reasons as related in a recent note to 
HosBIEs Office: 

“T chose Oriental rugs for well de- 
fined reasons. They provide an inten- 
sive, fascinating and absorbing study 
of the Orient, its history, traditions, 
peoples, its villagers, its Nomad 
tribes its wandering flockmasters and 
of their rug-weaving art. There is 
much to be learned including the ele- 
ment of bargaining when the old spe- 
cimens are found, each classification 
and identification, which includes type, 
design, pattern, color, and material, 
fringe, knots, pile, ete. 

“T have managed to add two or 
three a year to my assembly, and I 
have found them through the dismant- 
ling of fine old homes or- sales of the 
effects of wealthy estates. From one 
estate I purchased a lovely semi-an- 
tique specimen which shows in full col- 
or one hundred birds, deer, lion and 
wild boar. I make it a point to procure 
a bit of history, genealogy with each 
specimen that I add, and I spend many 
hours in delightful study of these 
works of art. 

“I do not consider this an expensive 
hobby, for I have disposed of all do- 
mestic rugs and have replaced them 
with the Oriental type, and Orientals 
do not depreciate much in value if 
cared for properly.”

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HAND-WROUGHT SILVER THIMBLES 
OF GUATEMALA 


By GEORGIA S. CHAMBERLAIN 


The art of silversmithing is still 
being practiced in Guatemala, Cen- 
tral America, just as it was in Span- 
ish colonial times. Silver is wrought 
by hand into jewelry, flatware for 
the table, bowls, trays, and cups for 
ase in the home, and ornate crowns 
and scepters for the statues of saints 
in the churches. Individual silver- 
smiths work in their own small shops, 
and the sign, “Joyeria—Plateria”,— 
jewelry-silver shop—is to be seen on 
many of the streets of Guatemala 
City, Quetzaltenango and Coban. 


I became interested among other 
things in the silver thimbles made by 
hand to order for senoras and senor- 
itas, and collected colonial as well as 
modern ones while I was in Guate- 
mala. The early colonial type is 
shaped like a mushroom, as can be 
seen in the bottom row of the photo- 
graph. The holes to catch the needle 
are punched in irregularly on the top

only. Other tops seem to have been 
pressed into a mold. In these the 
holes appear regular as in a honey- 
comb. 


The first thimble in the early colon- 
ial group is of beautiful workman- 
ship, a large thimble for a very stout 
senora. Growing plants are engraved 
around this thimble, most delicately 
incised. The senorita’s full name en- 
circles the second, “Dolores Calder- 
on”, the Calderon abbreviated to 
“Calde. on:”.The third from the left 
in this group is a modern Mexican 
copy of a colonial thimble. Others 
are personalized by initials, and are

decorated by geometric designs, or 
encircled by running vine patterns. 

Later thimbles are perfectly plain, 
no longer capped by the mushroom 
top. Many are decorated only with a 
classical laurel wreath pattern, either 
around the base or at the top. This 
development toward simplicity corres- 
ponds to the general “classic revival” 
style of the early nineteenth ‘century. 
The first thimble in the second row 
from the bottom in this group has a 
laurel wreath pattern on one side and 
is the loveliest in my collection. 

The holes spin a circle around the 
top like our modern thimbles, and 
begin to spread down the sides, as in 
the third, fourth and fifth thimbles in 
the third row. The thimble with the 
chain probably was attached to a 
chatelaine. Those marked “Recuer- 
do”, or “R. DO.”, (“Recuerdo” abbre- 
viated), which means in Spanish, 
“remembrance”, must have been gift 
thimbles. 

The second thimble in the top row 
is a tailor’s thimble, open at the top. 
The men’s suits are all made by 
tailors in Guatemala, today as form- 
erly, so this is probably a modern 
thimble. Next to it is the tallest 
thimble in my collection. These are 
flanked by my two smallest, chil- 
dren’s thimbles, one of each style. 
The early colonia] one with the mush- 
room top at the right has a gold 
wash and is encircled by three en- 
graved oval medallions, framing in 
turn, a potted-plant, a rose and a 
heart (shown in the photograph). A 
bow is engraved at the top of each 
medallion, the ends of which curve 
gracefully in a flowing ribbon, con- 
necting each picture, truly a thimble 
to delight a little girl’s heart. Fancy- 
work and fine needlework is still one 
of the most important phases of the 
education of Guatemalan girls, and 
so it is natural that the senoritas 
order from the corner silversmith 
beautiful individual silver thimbles 
just as their great-great grand- 
mothers did in colonial times.

It concerns Grocer Sam Scho- 
field, who received 64 bars of Civil 
War soap recently, with his order, 
for some World War II surplus goods, 
The labels bore the slogan, “save soap 
to win the war,” and the stamped 
signature of “commander-in-chief, 
Abraham Lincoln.” 

He was more surprised, however, 
when a woman customer came to his 
store with two bars of mineral soap 
which, the labels said, were made 114 
years ago. She said the soap had be- 
longed to her great grandfather, and 
that it had been stored in the attic 
all that time. 

Just how would that interest a col- 
lector, the novice might ask. As a 
result of the interest in our past, 
many museums would welcome finds 
of this kind, and the Civil war soap 
with the Lincoln reference is truly 
association material for the Lincoln 
collector.

Thomas A. Edison Stamp 


From the speech of Joseph J. Lawler, 
Third Assistant Postmaster General, at 
Milan, Ohio, on February 11, at ceremon- 
ies in connection with the first-day sale 
of the Thomas A. Edison commemorative 
stamp. 

‘‘Postmaster General Robert E. Hanne- 
gan has asked me to convey to all of you 
his deep regrets that he was unable to be 
here today to participate in the centen- 
nial of the birth of one of Ohio’s great- 
est sons. A man whose inventive genius 
has enriched the lives of every American, 
Yes, people the world over have benefit- 
ed from the many products which he 
brought into being. 

“One hundred years ago today Thomas 
A. Edison was born. In that same year— 
in July, 1847—the first adhesive postage 
stamp was manufactured and used on a 
letter as evidence of payment of postage. 

“The portrait on the first stamp was 
that of Benjamin Franklin, patriot, 
statesman, inventor, It was Franklin who, 
through his experiments, discovered the 
energy that is known as electricity. I 
think it is indeed a happy coincidence 
that the first postage stamp to be issued 
in 1947—the centennial year of the issu- 
ance of stamps in the United States— 
honors another inventor, Thomas Edison. 
This chain of events, to me, is all the 
more remarkable because much of Edi- 
son’s work had to do with the harnessing 
and use of Franklin’s discovery—elec- 
tricity. 

“Edison in his youth was like any 
young American. He went to school, he 
played games, he sold newspapers, and 
he was inquisitive. To satisfy his curios- 
ity, he set up a chemistry laboratory in 
the cellar of his home. Later on, he 
learned telegraphy and for a four-year 
period he earned his living as a telegraph 
operator. But evengthen, his creative 
mind -was at work—experimenting to im- 
prove the apparatus which he used in his 
work. In later years, his efforts revolu- 
tionized the telegraph industry. 

“During the course of his career, 
Thomas Edison invented hundreds of 
instruments, and these products of his 
fertile mind are today in use all over the 
world—in factories, in mines, on land 
and sea, in hospitals, in homes. There is 
no country in the world nor any industry 
that has not received the benefits of his 
creative genius. 

“Any one of his inventions would have 
given him renown in the field of science, 
but it remained for Edison in his con- 
stant search for improvement, for some- 
thing new, to give to the people the 
greatest of his achievements—the incan- 
descent lamp. No one article has given 
greater impetus to the advancement of 
human welfare than has the electrical 
_ Without it today, we would be 
ost. 

‘*Because of Thomas Edison, the world 
is a better place to live. The electric 
light, the phonograph, the motion picture 
camera, the fluoroscope—these and 
hundreds of other inventions are today 
in use by millions, giving us enjoyment, 
better working conditions, safeguarding 
our health, creating opportunities for 
work. 

‘In honoring the mémory of Thomas 
Edison, the Post Office Department is 
expressing the sentiments of a grateful 
country. We are portraying on this com-

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“memorative stamp Edison the man, as he 
was known in later years by those who 
loved and respected him, and as he 
should be known by our countrymen—a 
kindly man, a man of patience, of un- 
derstanding, of vision—a man who be- 
longs to the world.’’ 
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First Flight Covers to 
Ankara, Turkey 


Philatelic serviceswere providedfor 
covers carried by the first air mail 
flight from New York, N. Y., to An- 
kara, Turkey on F. A. M. Route 18, 
flown by Pan American Airways, Inc., 
about February 1. The air mail rate 
to Turkey is 15 cents a half-once. 

A special cachet was applied to all 
covers sent to the postmaster at New 
York, 1, N. Y., bearing the required 
postage and accompanied by a re- 
quest that they be sent by the first 
flight to Ankara. 

The Turkish postal authorities 
gave the cachets a special marking on 
receipt at Ankara.

Old boots were the first individual 
post office mail “boxes” in America, 
owing to the scarcity of nails and the 
high cost of wood. Soles of the boots 
were fastened to the wall and the mail 
was deposited in the roomy boot legs 
by the mailman.

Envelopes weren’t used in the 
United States until 1842. They came 
from France and for a long time were 
frowned upon as an affectation. People 
of “good taste” folded the letter sheet 
and either fastened the edges with 
sealing wax, or sewed them together 
around the outside. 
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The Post Office Department will 
participate in the Centenary Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition scheduled 
to be held at the Grand Central Palace 
in New York City from May 17 to 25, 
Postmaster General Robert E. Han- 
negan has announced. 


The Postmaster General disclosed 
that extensive preparations are going 
forward to celebrate the 100th anni- 
versary of the use of adhesive postage 
stamps in the United States. It was 
on July 1, 1847 in New York City that 
the first stamps of Government issue 
were sold in this country. 


The first step in focusing attention 
on the 100th anniversary year of post- 
age stamps and the forthcoming Ex- 
hibition has been to distribute special 
cancellation dies to 24 of the larger 
post offices, where they will be in use 
until May 25, the final day of the Ex- 
hibitions. 

The dies have been sent to the fol- 
lowing cities: Chicago, Ill.; Los An- 
geles, Calif.; Atlanta, Ga.; Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Milwaukee, Wis.; Minnea- 
polis, Minn.; New Orleans, La.; Port- 
land, Ore.; Salt Lake City, Utah; 
Omaha, Neb.; Denver, Colo.; Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Cleveland, O.; Dallas, Tex; De- 
troit, Mich.; Philadelphia, Pa.; Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.; Boston, Mass.; New York, 
N. Y.; Brooklyn, N. Y.; St. Louis, 
Mo.; San Francisco, Calif.; Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Baltimore, Md. 

Collectors desiring cancellations 
may send self-addressed stamped en- 
velopes to the postmasters accompan- 
ied by a request that they receive this 
special treatment. The special dies 
will not be available at any other post 
offices.

On Postal Rates 


A sedate business executive and 
recently “retired” because of age, 
protests the political methods of pos- 
tal charge. He says: “True we have 
a five cent air rate, with distinct limi- 
tations, with the slogan “deliver any- 
where in the Continental U. S. in 36 
hours.” But is this true? 

Also why continue the abuse of a 
half-cent stamp and the payment ar- 
gument on it, and bother us with the 
three cent rate? The Penny Black, 
100 years back-started with the 
slogan “a penny all the way.” We had 
two cent rates, too, and they were 
proven by the P. O. D’s figures to be 
profitable. Indeed, I still have mem- 
bership on the midwest league that 

called the two cent rate a tax. “Half 
your postage is a tax.” 


Living Persons 
On Stamps 

The arguments about “showing a 
living person on a U. S. stamp” are 
pretty futile. The first one was on the 
St. Louis Fair issue, then the Arbor 
Day, and from that on, and in be- 
tween, plenty. Of course the engrav- 
er won’t make any _ recognizable. 
Could not, too small. But they are 
“living” persons, or were when the 
photograph was taken. What harm? 
We got most everything else. 


Stampic Knowledge 

What does stamp collecting teach? 

Not many years back there were 
compiled a _ series of articles on 
strange lands and not common prod- 
ucts — all based on stamps. In each 
of these condensed efforts was what 
the compiler called a “pin fact” or 
a “memory nailer.” The sources of 
compilation, in many cases, were 
books not attainable at an ordinary 
Library reference desk. 

The result was satisfactory, except 
that the leaflets got lost, probably 
because they were leaflets. The real 
trouble in getting these facts into 
small compass was to select the “pin 
fact” without making it a special 
sentence, and to get one that ‘would 
stick in the memory either because 
of curiosity or unusual (to the stud- 
ent) subject matter. 

Examples might interest. A leaflet 
of 400 words, plus heading and mone- 
tary table with normal exchange rate 
in U. S. money is not much too much 
space. Try boiling down Japan or 
Tailand or Tasmania just to prove the 
matter. But the “fact” thing is 
tougher. Cape Colony exports more 
coal than diamonds. Afghanistan, 
original source of assafoetida. Ceylon 
(rubies and tea of course) but “great- 
est source of tourmalins, which are 
regarded superstitiously, as jade is in 
China.” 

Such statements always stick bet- 
ter than mere recitation of exports, 
products or manufactures. Of such 
things there are few enough, but 
when you find one you never forget 
the country. 

So the stamp student will, without 
battng an eyelid add the “assafoe- 
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tida” a statement that “they” cancel- 
led their stamps by tearing out a 
thumb-end size hunk. 

This may not get the student great 
marks as available knowledge, but 
the average stamp student is a far 
better geographer than the casual 
reader, even though he reads maps 
four times a day. Just for fun ask 
some non-collector to start with Fin- 
land and place the eraséd buffer 
states in order down the Black Sea. 
Don’t laugh at him too loudly, some 
of them get peevish. 

Then ask him why the “Pantellar- 
ias” have not appeared in the recent 
news. Maybe he’ll know but I doubt 
it. 

Might even ask him “Where is 
Goa?” Portugese India — yes, but 
where is it? 

And speaking of Portugese India 
and its stamps, there is a bundle of 
overprints and such that the average 
collector rather fears to consider. The

A Masonle Stamp

Collectors of postage stamps of 
Masonic characters will be interested 
in the new 3d. English postage stamp, 
one of a Victory stamp series. It is 
in a purple color, about the size of 
our special delivery postage stamp, 
and depicts a head profile of King 
George VI, the Square and Compas- 
ses, a trowel, and a sprig of Acacia 
borne by a dove. The design is em- 
bordered by what might be taken to 
be a Cabletow. In any event, the 
Masonic nature of this postage stamp 
is clearly recognizable. King George 
VI is an actual Past Grand Master 
Mason of the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land, and an Honorary Grand Master 
of the United Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land. After I had given my talk 
before the Manchester, England, 
Philatelic Society on a recent trip 
back to my mother’s land, a Mr. Den- 
nis Way, editor of the Fortnightly 


_ arose and said: 


“Bill, the Coin Man, like many of 
your ‘American philatelic writers, 
still will not believe that there is no 
Masonic significance to our 3d Victory 
stamp. It’s all a case of wishful 
thinking by those who want to be- 
lieve otherwise.

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hard to understand considering their 
historic back-ground. The Trade dol- 
lar is all history—a history all its 
own. It was first minted in 1873, and 
although with a $5.00 legal tender 
behind it, it was not intended for 
American circulation but for circula- 
tion in the Orient in competition with 
the Mexican dollar. It weighed more 
than our regular dollar. Its very 
make-up, while artistic, was an in- 
novation. Its reverse heralded its 
oddity with the strange device:- 420 
Grains—900 Fine; also with TRADE 
Dollar instead of the customary ONE 
Dollar. The obverse shows Liberty 
seated, but unlike the Miss Sit-Down 
of our other coins; it could easily be 
mistaken for the familiar print of 
the 1870s and 1880s of Evangeline 
At The Tomb Of Her Lover; Miss 
Liberty appears to be seated on a 
tomb, with a flower in her hand to 
be placed on the grave. The eagle 
on reverse side is very coin-like, but 
Miss Liberty does not seem to be pro- 
perly coin-posed. 


The coins were minted from 1873 
to 1883; unauthorized pieces were 
struck during 1884 and 1885, ten in 
1884 and five in 1885, a very unusual 
procedure. The two _ unauthorized 
coins being so very rare of course 
bring a large premium. 


Failing of its mission in the Orient, 
the law was repealed in 1887 and the 
Trade Dollar was demonetized. This 
demonetization is one of the most 
unusual happenings of American 
monetary experience. Just think of 
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it, the richest country in the world 
repudiating its own silver dollar. 
—o— 
Whence Tenino? 

Tenino, Wash., the birthplace of the 
“wooden nickel,” is a numismatic 
shrine. Among numismatists at least, 
wooden money made Tenino famous. 
Now that the city has a secure place 
in numismatic literature, it will be 
interesting to learn that the origin 
of the name Tenino is in doubt. 

One story is that it got its name from 
its being 1090 feet above sea level, ten- 
nine-O, but this is purely legendary as 
it is considerably less than that above 
sea level. Another story is that an early- 
time daily train running into the little 
settlement was pulled by an _ engine 
numbered 1090, but this, too, sounds 
legendary. A long time resident of the 
state of Washington gives what is very 
probably the true origin of the name. 
As he explains it, Tenino in Indian 
language means Junction, and Tenino 
was a junction town, hence the name.

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Some Points of Interest Regarding U.S. Gold Coins 


By WILLIS J. McKINNEY of the Albany Numismatic Society 


The first issues were the eagle and 
half eagle of 1795. At that time fine- 
ness was 916 2/3 and ‘weight 270 
grains per eagle. An act of Congress 
in 1834 reduced fineness to 899.225 
and the weight of the eagle became 
258 grains. In 1837 fineness became 
900 by slightly increasing the amount 
of pure gold and decreasing the alloy, 
without changing the coin’s weight. 

All U. S. gold coins are propor- 
tionate in weight. For example, four 
half eagles weigh the same as a 
double eagle, and the gold dollar 
weighs just 2/5 as much as a quarter 
eagle. 

Although the official unit of gold 
coinage ha§$“always been the eagle, 
that term does not appear as a de- 
nomination on any issue. 

The first instance of a U. S. coin 
of general circulation bearing the 
signature or initials of its engraver 
is the double eagle of 1850 which 
bears the initials of James B. Long- 
acre (J.B.L.) on the truncation of the 
bust. 

The Type IV quarter eagle was 
current for 68 years (1840 to 1907) 
and represents the longest continu- 
ous use of a single design on any 
U. S. coin. 

The last type double eagle, the 
work of the famous sculptor, Augus- 
tus St. Gaudens, is generally con- 
sidered to be the most magnificent 
and artistic U. S. coin ever issued. 
It is especially striking in the high 
relief issue of 1907 of which 11,250 
pieces, further embellished with the 
date in Roman numerals, were struck. 

The last type half eagle and quar- 
ter eagle, designed by Bela L. Pratt, 
are distinctive in that the devices 
and inscriptions on both sides are 
completely incused. 

In reverse of the trend of other 
U. S. coins, all gold issues had reeded 
edges until 1907. Beginning at that 
time, both double eagles and eagles 
were struck witty lettered or starred 
edges. 

A four-dollar gold piece or “Stella” 
was designed and struck in very 
small numbers in 1879 and 1880. It 
is considered a pattern and is ex-

KICKERS 


Some few bidders are making it 
difficult for catalogers to carry on. 
Catalogers advise me they are an- 
noyed by a certain small number of 
“condition cranks,” kickers over auc- 
tion lots. Expecting all such lots, 
notwithstanding positive printedterms 
to the contrary, to be sent to them on 
their bids on approval and subject to 
their whims and personal notions is 
pettish. 


The catalogers never went to such 
details to note defects, scratches, and 
minor defects in lots as today. The 
late Lyman H. Low wrote of his 
cataloging: ‘‘No man can offer me 
a greater affront than to return a 
coin from my sales. Of course the 
habit works two ways for if the 
trader persists, his name is cut off 
the list. One of the best old cata- 
logers wrote: “Coins are cataloged 
by the natural eye and not by the 
aid of a strong glass.” That was H. 
Chapman. 

In describing prices the cataloger 
is up against it and in a difficult 
place, acting for both owner and bid- 


der. Here’s a sample of a recent 
sale. A beautiful tetradrachm of 
Damascus, time of Alexander the 


Great, and bearing the first two let- 
ters of the city, viz. DA, was re- 
turned by a bidder. Maybe he ex- 
pected a city view of Damascus and 
the scene below. 

Such conduct shows ignorance and 
a lack of appreciation of a splendid 
coin ‘which sold for less than $10 
and now is returned and in the hands 
of the cataloger. Returned for no 
good reason at all!

This cent has become very popular 
of late. It is comparatively scarce. 
Auction dealers now ask $2.50 to $5 
according to condition. One dealer 
asked $3.50 for one, fine condition. 

1909 S Lincoln 

This is the one without V. D. B. 
Fine specimens, red, sell from $1 to 
$1.25, uncirculated, $3.50. It is very 
scarce in new condition. One Los 
Angeles dealer refused to sell or put 
a price on his. 

1909S Lincoln V. D. B. 

This coin has become quite rare. 
It is about the same rarity as the 
Indian S. In fine condition is selling 
$7.50 to $8, uncirculated $12.50 to 
$15. It may go higher. 

1909 S Lincoln 

A rare coin in any uncirculated 

condition, sells $25 to $30. Very hard 


to find. 
1914D Lincoln 
A rare coin. Pieces in only good 
condition now sell from $2 to $2.50; 
fine $3 uncirculated up to $10. 
1914S Lincoln 
When uncirculated it is rare and 
worth several dollars. 
1922D Lincoln 
Not a very common coin. It lacks 
the D, in cases, due to striking and 
when it does, if uncirculated, is worth 
$5 or $6. Uncirculated examples with 
the D now bring $2.50 to $3. Un- 
circulated specimens are scarce. 
1931 S Lincoln 
Not a large coinage, hence rare in 
any condition. The uncirculated red 
brings $2; circulated, very fine $1; 
uncirculated with no- red, $1.50.

Price Hikes for Gold Dollars 


A large coin dealer reports to me 
that he has been offered for a hun- 
dred gold dollars a much larger price 
than for which he had recently sold 
single pieces. 

It begins to look as though ten dol- 
lars for any gold dollar, predicted in 
an article I wrote for HOBBIES was 
about to come true. At last year’s 
convention of the A.N.A. any gold 
dollar sold for five dollars. We want 
to see what inflation does to that 
coin at next year’s A.N.A. conven- 
tion.

Half Cent Disappearing 


No U.S. cent has been doing the: 
disappearing act more than the 
formerly easy to get half cent. Start- 
ing in 1793 the coin never was com- 
mon. More ordinary dates have be- 
come scarce in nice condition. The 
tendency has been to compare cer- 
tain dates like 1828, 1833, 1834 and 
1835 to the large U.S. cents for de- 
grees of scarcity. The comparison is 
far from justified. The half cents of 
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such dates are a hundred times more 
scarce. The most common half cent 
in- point of issuance is only about 
1,000,000 pieces, whereas cents like 
the above had from 25 to 30 million 
issuance of each, except the 1809 
cent. The rare late dates from 1831 to 
1852 had from 25 to 550 issued per 
date, only the 1831 with a compara- 
tive issue of several hundred. Dates 
like 1842 to 1849 with small date are 
extremely rare. About 40 years ago 
they sold for over $100 apiece. They 
did so at the Woodin sale in 1911, as 
in the case of the 1845, they are rare 
now and more valuable than ever be- 
fore. Dates like 1800, 1849, 1856 and 
1857 are usually much scarcer than 
the dates of cents. A canvas of the 
dealers recently showed that few had 
any of these dates in stock, and these 
not cheap. Any one of the above un- 
circulated is today a $5 coin. Such 
dates are much scarcer than the 
cents of the same dates. The half 
cent circulated around Philadelphia 
where minted and seldom got far 
away from the place of mintage. 


Harry Chapman accumulated the 
largest lot but those all got sold and 
I noticed nobody offers 100 lots of 
half cents any more. So the half cent 
may be reckoned a fast disappearing 
item and becoming very scarce with 
prices going up fast.

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THE MARTINIQUE MEDALS 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


| euler the French island 

in the West Indies, is situated 
about 380 miles southeast from Do- 
minica and about 20 miles north of 
St. Lucia. The island is 40 miles 
long and has a breadth of 15 or 20 
miles. Its area is 385 square miles. 
The island is of volcanic origin, huge 
rocky hills covering the interior. 
Some of the mountains rise to nearly 
5,000 feet above the sea. Pelee, the 
loftiest of these, iu an eruption in 
1902 destroyed the city of St. Pierre 
together with some 30,000 inhabi- 
tants. 


Tobacco, coffee, pineapples and ba- 
nanas are grown in abundance. Of 
the industries sugar refining and rum 
distilling are the most important. 
Fort de France is the capital and has 
the finest harbor on the island. Other 
important towns are Marlin, Galion, 
Robert and Trinite. Macouba, on the 
north coast, is famous for a particu- 
lar kind of snuff. The climate is moist, 
but, except during the rainy season, 
is not unhealthy. The island is liable 
to dreadful hurricanes. 


The island called by the natives, 
Madiana, was discovered by the 
Spaniards in 1493 and was colonized 
by the French in 1635. From that 
time until 1814, when it was definitely 


restored to France, it changed hands 
between France and Great Britain 
several times. Slavery was abolished 
in 1848 and the largest part of the 
population are of Negro descent. 
These range from the “Saccatra,” 
who have very little trace of Euro- 
pean blood to the “Sangmele” who 
have only a suspicion of Negro com- 
mixture. After the disaster of St. 
Pierre the population of the island 
was only 182,000 but in 1928 it had 
increased to 250,000. 

The island, when visited by Colum- 
bus in 1502, was inhabited by Caribs 
who had expelled or incorporated an 
older stock. The original French ven- 
ture in the island was that of the 
Compagnie des Iles d’Amerique. Lat- 
er the French West India Company 
took over and in 1674 the island be- 
came part of the royal domain. In 
1666 and 1667 the island was at- 
tacked by the British, but hostilities 
were terminated by the treaty of 
Breda. The Dutch made similar at- 
tempts in 1674, and the British again 
in 1693. Captured by Rodney in 1762, 
Martinique was in the following year 
restored to the French; but after 
the conquest by the British in 1793 
it was retained for eight years, and 
seized again in 1809, it was not sur- 
rendered until 1814. The island was

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the birthplace of the Empress Jose- 
phine. The severest hurricanes were 
those of 1767, 1839, 1891, 1903, and 
1928. The worst earthquake was that 
accompanying the eruption of Mount 
Pelee in 1902. 


The French commemorated the re- 
pulse of the Dutch attack on Mar- 
tinique in 1674 witn a bronze medal. 
This was the work of J. Mauger. The 
medal is 41 mm. in size and has on 
the obverse the head of King Louis 
XIV in a long wig without curls on 
the neck. The head faces right. This 
was a slight variation in Mauger’s 
type of obverse. In many of his med- 
als the King has curls on his neck. 
The lettering of the legend is also 
smaller than for example that on 
Mauger’s medal commemorating the 
cession of Dunkirk in 1662. The king 
also has a small curl in front on the 
Martinique medal. On the reverse a 
native, right, stands looking with 
astonishment at a prostrate man 
bound to a naval trophy while Fame 
flies above holding a wreath and 
trumpet in either hand. The obverse 
legend is the usual titular legend 
found on French coins. The reverse 
legend is: COLONIA FRANCORUM 
AMERICANA VICTRIX. 


The British in 1762 struck a silver 
medal, 41 mm. in size, to commem- 
orate the successes of that year. On 
the obverse is the bust of King 
George III in a long tie-wig and ar-

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EARLY HISTORY OF FIREARMS

Firearms may be defined as vessels 
—of whatever form—used in the pro- 
pulsion of shot, shell, or bullets, to a 
greater or less distance, by the action 
of gunpowder exploded within them. 
They have played so great a part in 
the world’s story, that their invention, 
development, and science deserve care- 
ful analysis. At a more advanced 
period, an obvious division of the sub- 
ject into cannon, mortars, and small- 
arms presents itself; but in the in- 
fancy of the invention, and amid the 
obscurity enshrouding it, we can only 
seek to inquire into the origin of fire- 
arms generally, 


The invention of gunpowder bears 
so directly upon the gradual introduc- 
tion of firearms, that it will be well to 
consider the two discoveries concur- 
rently. The widely prevalent notion 
that gunpowder was the invention of 
Friar Bacon, and that cannon were 
first used by Edward III of England, 
must be at once discarded, It is cer- 
tain that gunpowder differed in no 
conspicuous degree from the Greek 
fire of the Byzantine emperors, nor 
from the terrestrial thunder of China 
and India, where it had been known 
for many centuries before the chiv- 
alry of Europe began to fall beneath 
its levelling power. 


‘Nitre,’ says Sir George Staunton, 
‘is the natural and daily produce of 
China and India; and there, accord- 
ingly, the knowledge of gunpowder 
seems to be coeval with that of the 
most distant historic events.’ The 
earier Arab historians call saltpetre 
‘Chinese snow’ and ‘Chinese salt;’ and 
the most ancient records of China it- 
self shew that, when they were writ- 
ten, fireworks were well known, sev- 
eral hundred years before the Chris- 
tian era. From these and other cir- 
cumstances, it is indubitable that gun- 
powder was used by the Chinese as 
an explosive compound in pre-historic 
times; when they first discovered or 
applied its power as a propellant, is 
less easily determined. There is an 
account of a bamboo tube being used, 
from which the ‘impetuous dart’ was 
hurled a distance of 100 feet: that was 
at a very early period, but it is diffi- 
cult to say precisely when. It is re- 
corded, however, that in 618 B.c., dur- 
ing the Taing-off dynasty, a cannon 


was employed, bearing the inscrip- 
tion: ‘I hurl death to the traitor, and 
extermination to the rebel.’ This must 
almost necessarily have been of metal. 
We have also curious evidence in re- 
gard to the armament of the Great 
Wall; for Captain Parish, who accom- 
panied Lord Macartney’s mission, re- 
ported that ‘the soles of the embra- 
sures were pierced with small holes, 
similar to those used in Europe for 
the swivels of wallpieces. The holes 
appear to be part of the original con- 
struction of the wall, and it seems dif- 
ficult to assign to them any other pur- 
pose than that of resistance to the 
recoil of firearms.’ If this surmise be 
correct, the use of jingalls would be 
carried back to three centuries at least 
before the Christian era. Stone mor- 
tars, throwing missiles of 12 lb. to a 
distance of 300 paces, are particularly 
mentioned as having been employed in 
757 a.D. by Thang’s army; and in 1232 
A.D., it is incontestable that the Chi- 
nese besieged in Caifong-fou used can- 
non against their Mongol enemies. 
Thus, the Chinese must be allowed to 
have established their claim to an 
early practical knowledge of gunpow- 
der and its effects. 


It seems likely, however, that the 
principles of firearms reached Europe 
from India rather than China, and 
that country has equal, if not superior, 
claims to the first acquaintance with 
the art. The ancient Sanscrit writ- 
ings appear to point very plainly to 
the operation of some primitive sort 
of cannon, when, in recording the wars 
of the Egyptian Hercules in India, it 
is stated that the sages remained un- 
concerned spectators of the attack on 
their stronghold, till an assault was 
attempted, when they repulsed it with 
whirlwinds and thunders, hurling de- 
struction on the invaders; and a Greek 
historian of Alexander’s campaign 
testifies that the Hindus had the 
means of discharging flames and mis- 
siles on their enemies from a distance. 


These Indian philosophers seem, 
from the writings of Ctesias and 
#lian, to have also possessed an un- 
quenchable fire similar to that em- 
ployed later by the Greeks. Passing 
from these very early times, in which 
there is reason to believe that some 
sort of great gun was employed, we 
come to the comparatively recent date, 
1200 a.D., when their use is established 
beyond a doubt, for Chaséd, the Hindu 
bard, writes (in stanza 257) that the 
culivers and cannons made a loud re- 


port when they were fired off, and that 
the noise of the ball was heard at the 
distance of about ten coss, which is 
more than three-quarters of a mile. 
In 1258, the vizir of the king of Delhi 
went forth to meet the ambassador of 
Hulaku, the grandson of Genghis 
Khan, with 3000 carriages of fire- 
works (in the sense of weapons, prob- 
ably a sort of rude muskets). In 1368, 
300 gun-carriages were captured by 
Muhammed Shah Bahmiani. The use 
of cannon had so far advanced in In- 
dia by 1482, that they were even used 
for naval purposes; shells having been 
employed two years earlier by the 
sovereign of Guzerat. In 1500, the 
Portugese had matchlockmen to con- 
tend with, as well as heavy ordnance. 
Pigafetta, in 1511, found the town of 
Borneo defended by 62 pieces of can- 
non mounted on the walls. So much 
for the antiquity, and apparently com- 
mon use of firearms in China and In- 
dia, at times long antecedent to any 
knowledge of them in Europe, and 
during the period at which they were 
scarcely developed in an effectual de- 
gree. Most of the pieces discovered 
in India, and supposed to be of early 
manufacture, are composed of parallel 
iron bars welded together, and very 
often they had a movable breech-piece. 


The knowledge of gunpowder and 
firearms may be presumed to have ex- 
tended in a westerly direction through 
the Arabs, whom we find using them 
possibly in 711 a.D., under the name of 
manjaniks, and certainly very early 
in the 14th century. The Byzantine 
emperior, Leo, introduced ‘fire-tubes’ 
between 890 and 911, for use in con- 
nection with Greek fire; and there can 
be little doubt that these were a species 
of cannon, probably of small bore. In 
Spain, both Moors and Christians 
used artillery as early as the 12th 
century. 


Friar Bacon was conspicuous among 
his contemporaries for his general 
learning, and we have no evidence to 
shew whether he discovered the ingre- 
dients of gunpowder independently of 
foreign aid, or whether he derived the 
knowledge from some ancient manu- 
scripts; the latter, however, seems the 
more likely conclusion, as Sir F. Pal- 
grave brought to light in the Bodleian 
Library a letter from a Spanish friar, 
a contemporary of Bacon, in which the 
materials of Greek fire are detailed, 
differing only in proportions, and in 
these but slightly, from real gunpow- 
der. That the latter was identified of 
old with Greek fire, is shewn by the 
name ‘Crake,’ applied to the first can- 
non used. This word, which still sur- 
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vives in ‘cracker,’ is pointed out by Sir 
F. Palgrave to be nothing more than 
a Norman corruption of ‘Grec.’ Ba- 
con’s announcement dates from 1216; 
but the powder of his time, as made in 
the West, was not readily explosive, 
since the materials were but roughly 
cleared of impurities, and then mixed 
together on a slab; and probably little 
use could be made of it as a propellant 
until the process of granulating had 
been introduced by Bertholdus 
Schwartz in 1820. Immediately after 
this discovery, cannon of small size ap- 
peared in the armoury of almost every 
state, as if their use had been known 
previously, although no practical ef- 
fect had been given to the knowledge, 
on account of the badness of the pow- 
der manufactured. These cannon gen- 
erally consisted of a smaller barrel or 
chamber to receive the charge, which 
fitted into a larger one containing the 
projectile. It may be safely assumed 
that these weapons, if terrifying from 
their noise, were tolerably harmless— 
at least to the enemy—in their prac-

tice. In 1326, the Florentine republic 
ordered the making of iron shot and 
cannon for the defence of its villages. 
In 1327, Edward III used ‘crackers of 
war’s against the Scotch; in 1339, ten 
cannons were employed in the siege 
of Cambray. By 1346, various im- 
provements had been made; and we 
find in the same year the consuls of 
Bruges witnessing experiments by one 
Peter, a tinman, who had constructed 
a cannon with a square bore, to throw 
a cubical shot of about eleven pounds; 
his bolt passed both walls of the town, 
and unfortunately killed a man on the 
other side. We have the authority of 
Villani for believine that Edward III 
had three cannon at Crécy; but can- 
non then made were, from the little 
knowledge of casting, limited to about 
the size of modern duck-guns, and, as 
has been remarked, three very inferi- 
or muskets could have had but little to 
do with putting 50,000 men to flight. 


Up to this time, European ordnance 
had been kept back by the rarity and 
high prices of sulphur, saltpetre, and 
iron, the last having been so scarce in 
England, that it was thought neces- 
sary to forbid its exportation by a 
statute of 28 Edward III. Still, crude 
as was their form, and small their 
number, firearms had established a 
firm footing in Christendom; their 
mission of civilization, and paradoxical 
as it may anpear, of humanity had 
begun first killing discharge, the doom 
of feudalism had gone forth. Plated 
armour no longer availed against the 
weapon of the peasant; and the mailed 
chivalry, the sinews of previous bat- 
tles, who had trampled with their iron 
heels upon popular rights, no longer 
could carry all before them, but, like 
other soldiers, were now as loath to be 
slain by unseen foes as the veriest vil- 
lein in the host. The people discovered 
their powers of contending with the 
noblesse; by degrees, they rose for lib- 
erty, and suppressed the tyrannies of 
the petty lords who had long held them 
as mere bondsmen. In war, again, as 
artillery became more general, so the 
slaughter of battles diminished, for an 
army outmanceuvred was an army at 
the enemy’s mercy, and therefore beat- 
en; whereas, previously, in the hand- 
to-hand fights where victors and van- 
quished mixed pell-mell in single com- 
bat, a victory could only be really won 
when there were no foes left to slay. 
A battle as great as that at Crécy 
might now be gained with a loss to the 
vanquished of not more than 1000 
men, instead of the 30,000 who are 
said to have fallen victims to the Eng- 
lish sword or bow. 


Dating from the reign of Edward 


‘III, the employment of cannon and 


bombards in siege operations became 
more or less general. Froissart re- 
cords that the Black Prince took bom- 
bards, cannon, and Greek fire to the 
reduction of the castle of Romozantin 
in 1356, but it does not appear that 
he availed himself of firearms at the 
battle of Poitiers in the same year. 
The bombards seem to have been short, 
capacious vessels, from which stone 
balls weré shot with small charges to 
a short distance, and at considerable 
elevation; they were essentially the 
parents of the present bombs or mor- 
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tars. The cannon (canna, a reed), on 
the other hand, were, for some time 
at least, of extremely small bore, 
scarcely larger than muskets of the 
18th c.; they discharged leaden bullets, 
and would have probably been used as 
hand-weapons, but for their cumbrous 
and heavy workmanship, which neces- 
sitated small carriage. Arms of this 
description are doubtless those refer- 
red to as having been brought by 
Richard II to the siege of St. Malo, to 
the number of 400 pieces, where they 
are said to have kept up an incessant 
fire day and night on the town without 
success. 


In the 15th c., armies for siege oper- 
ations were usually accompanied by 
great and small guns, the latter being 
intended to keep down the fire of the 
besieged while the large bombards 
were being loaded, an operation re- 
quiring no small time. These guns 
were gradually improved, but it was 
not until the reign of Henry VIII that 
the founders succeeded in casting iron 
ordnance, to the entire exclusion, 
thenceforward, of cannon formed of 
of square or rounded bars welded to- 
gether. England had even then be- 
come famous for the workmanship of 
its ordnance. 


As time passed on, the details of the 
manufacture were improved, the gen- 
eral principles remaining the same; 
the size of the guns increased, while 
the proportionate weight of the car- 
riage diminished; limbers (q.v.) were 
added, and the equipage of a gun grad- 
ually perfected and lightened. With 
increased calibre, to which augmented 
range was usually added, the number 
of cannon—at one period enormous— 
taken with an army was by degrees 
reduced, until now a certain standard 
porportion between artillery and in- 
fantry is ordinarily maintained. Of 
course, this proportion differs with the 
opinions of various commanders; but 
the greatest modern generals have al- 
ways acted on the maxim, that it is 
wasteful to send a soldier on any duty 
of danger which a ball can be made to 
perform. As a weapon of offence, 
Vauban doubted the utility of heavy 
ordnance when he applied the Ricochet 
(q.v.) system of firing. Napoleon may 
almost be said to have won his battles 
by artillery, for he rarely if ever 
brought his infantry into action ex- 
cept as supports, until a way had been 
opened for them, or a panic caused, by 
the massed fire of large batteries of 
guns. The Duke of Wellington also 
devoted the greatest attention to his 
ordnance-train; while, referring to re- 
cent events, the campaign of Lord 
Clyde in Oude is a remarkable in- 
stance of the use of artillery being 
pushed with abundant success to its 
greatest limit. 


_Cannon of widely varying bores 
have at different times been cast, and 
the various sorts became so numerous 
in continental armies, as at one time 
to cause much inconvenience from the 
quantities of ammunition which it was 
necessary to carry. Gustavus Adol- 


phus set the example of reducing his 
guns to a few standard calibres, and 
the same improvement was immedi- 
ately adopted systematically in the 
French and other armies. 


The can- 
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non recently in use in the British army 
are detailed under the article CANNON; 
but the action of government has 
tended for some years to call in all 
the guns which are not of a few gen- 
eral standards, such as 6, 9, 12, 18, 24, 
32, and 68 pounders, and 8- inch guns. 
These, with the various sizes of Arm- 
strong guns, which have a special sort 
of ammunition, represent now nearly 
all the ordnance on the British bat- 
teries. For a more particular explan- 
ation of the several] sorts of cannon 
and their parts, see GUNNERY, CAN- 
NON, CARRONADES, HOWITZER. 


The mortar differs from all other 
guns in its solidity of form, its short- 
ness, and its large bore. The object is 
the projection of shells by a more or 
less vertical fire, with the intention of 
breaking through and destroying, by 
weight and explosion together, roofs 
of magazines, public buildings, and so 
on, or of sinking a shell deep into 
earthworks of a fortress, in which it 
shall explode as a most deadly mine. 

In the British service, the calibre of 
solid-shot guns is described by the 
pounds which the shot weigh; in the 
case of guns for hollow shot or shell, 
and of mortars, by the inches in the 
diameter of the bore. In some conti- 
nental armies, the power of the gun is 
reckoned by the weight of a stone ball 
fitted to the bore. 


A gun is a frustrum of a right cone, 
with a cylinder (bore) removed 
around the axis; from which it follows 
that the thickness of metal is greatest 
at the breech, where it has to with- 
stand the effect of ignited powder in 
its most condensed, and therefore most 
powerful state. Guns are first cast 
in loam or dry sand, then turned to the 
required shape, and lastly bored with 
the minutest accuracy. Formerly, they 
were cast with the bore already 
formed; but the direction was ready 
exactly correct, and the,ysurface 
scarcely ever strictly even. Some ad- 
ditional particulars of their manu- 
facture will be given under GUN-FAC- 
TORIES, ROYAL; and the science of ar- 
tillery will be summarised under GUN- 
NERY. 


An article on firearms would be in- 
complete without some allusion to the 
progress made in small-arms. In the 
15th c., the smallest sort of cannon 
were probably at times mounted and 
used as hand-guns. From this the 
step to the arquebus was rapid; tht 
weapon developed as years passed in- 
to the clumsy matchlock; that into the 
firelock and flint-musket; then the per- 
cussion-musket; and lastly, into the 
beautiful rifles of our own day. For 
diminutives, small arquebuses were 
made to do duty as horse-pistols; gen- 
uine pistols succeeded them; these 
were gradually improved and reduced 
in size, till they have culminated in the 
saloon pistol, available for a waist- 
coat-pocket; and the deadly revolver, 
which quadruples a man’s defensive 
power. All these weapons are de- 
scribed under their respective heads— 
ARQUEBUS, MATCHLOCK, MUSKET, PIS- 
TOL, REVOLVER, RIFLE.

“Colt in Texas” 


A recent article in the San Antonio, 
Tex., light by Lynn Jackson, will in- 
terest those dealing in Colt history. 
Jackson says: 

“Our item the other day about 
Ruby Gonzales, the merchant police- 
man, trying to ascertain the correct 
date of the invention of the Colt re- 
volver brought Harry Traylor, vet- 
eran oil-real estate man, up from his 
Rockport home to give us some infor- 
mation which, 'when he dug it up six 
or seven years ago, astonished the 
present owners of the Colt firearms 
plant. 

“Seems that Traylor, in the course 
of his real estate dealings for oil 
companies, ran across some musty 
old records in Arkansas county con- 
cerning the time Samuel D. Colt, the 
revolver’s inventor, lived and owned 
land at Lamar, near Rockport back 
around 1837 or 1838. 

“Traylor wrote the Colt people 
about the information and corres- 
ponded with them at length, even 
providing certified copies of Colt’s 
land dealings along the coast. At the 
time, he says the Colt company his- 
torians did not know where Colt had 
been during those years, with some 
believing he originally had started 
for India. 

“If he did, Traylor believes he got 
off the boat a bit early, for years 
ago Traylor talked to some Arkansas 
county old-timers who remembered 
when Colt helped them fight Indians 
back in the late 1830’s. The old-timers 
also said Colt, becoming angered by 
the fact the Indians could shoot half- 
a dozen arrows while he was firing 
his revolver once, conceived the re- 
volver idea and made his first—but 
incomplete—model in a_ blacksmith 
shop at Lamar. 

“Unable to finish his model, he took 
it to Baltimore, where the first re- 
volver produced, according to Tray- 
lor, and later to Hartford, Conn., 
where the plant was opened. 

“Anyway, Traylor says the old. 
timers told him it was about 1837 
that the first model was made in the 
little Lamar blacksmith shop, the 
ruins of which are still there.”

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ANTHONY ASKEW 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


Anthony Askew, M.D., 1722-1772, a 
distinguished classical scholar was 
educated at Sedburgh School and Em- 
manuel College, Cambridge. He 
studied medicine for a year at Leyden 
and remained on the Continent for 
three years. He returned to Cam- 
bridge in 1750 and began to practice 
his profession. He published no med- 
ical works, and his easy fortune pre- 
vented the necessity of any effort to 
retain the large professional practice 
which his father Dr. Adam Askew 
had long enjoyed. ‘ 

While abroad he laid the foundation 
for his choice library by the purchase 
of many valuable books and manu- 
scripts. Among these treasures was a 
complete collection of the editions of 
of Aeschylus. It was Askew’s inten- 
tion to give the world a new edition of 
this ancient classic. While at Leyden 
he issued a specimen of this intended 
edition which he dedicated to Dr. 
Richard Mead. This pamphlet now 
rare is entitled ‘Novae Editioniss 
Tragaediarm Aeschyli Specimen, cur- 
ante Antonio Askew, & c.,” Ludg. Ba- 
tav., 1746. Askew is credited with be- 
ing one of the fathers of the “Bibliom- 
ania” in England. 

Askew estimated his rare books and 
dingy manuscripts as more precious 
than rubies or gold, and was careful 
how he permitted them to pass from 
his own hands. We have an amusing 
account of his displaying to his visi- 
tors some of his chofcest volumes, safe- 
ly enshrined within glass cases, while 
the happy owner, perched upon his 
library ladder, would read from an 
“editio princeps,” or an “Exemplar 
elegans,” some scrap of philosophic 
wisdom of the “elder time.” 

Death which has no respect for 
men’s hobbies, and who does not stop 
to ask, when he has levelled his shaft, 
whether his intended victim be prince 
or pauper, or of Athens or Boston, en- 
tered the doctor’s retreat at Hamp- 
stead one day, and summoned him to 
leave his books and manuscripts, the 
cherished acquisition of so many hap- 
py years and the darlings of his soul. 
His collection went the way of most 
libraries—through the hands of the 
auctioneer, into the vacant niches and 
shelves which had long waited for the 
demise of the owner. The Rev. Mr. 
Cracherode’s long purse swallowed 
many an “Exemplar Askevianum.” 
Dr. Hunter expended 500 guineas on 
the spot, and Dr. Maty did a bit of 
buying for the British Museum. Even 
royalty was there to compete for the 
spoils of Askew’s library. The King 


of England invested 300 guineas in 
tomes that were once Anthony’s pride. 
The King of France and other foreign 
collectors represented by De Bure in- 
vested 1500 guineas. There were 3570 
articles or lots and these comprised 
about 7,000 volumes. They were sold 
for 4,000 pounds sterling. Didbin men- 
tions 19 articles that appealed to his 
fancy in this auction. A few examples 
are given to show the values brought 
at the Askew sale of 1772:

Seventeenth Century 
Encyclopedia 


A few years ago, Dr. Charles Upson 
Clark, working under the auspices of 
the Smithsonian Institution, discover- 
ed in the Vatican library, an early 
seventeenth century encyclopedia of 
the New World. The manuscript was 
the work of a Carmelite friar, Frey 
Antonio Vazquez de Espinosa, who 
spent the greater part of his adult life 
in South and Central America. 

Upon his return to Spain the friar 
attempted to write a definitive account 
of the western world as it was known 
at the time. This was completed about 
1628; he started printing it in 1630, 
but died when some 100 pages were in 
proof; the rest remained in manu- 
script form. It was referred to in 
contemporary writings but had been 
considered lost until Dr. Clark’s dis- 
covery. 

Much of what Espinosa describes he 
had seen himself. For the rest he 
relied upon contemporary writings 
and on the word-of-mouth accounts of 
missionaries, explorers, and soldiers. 
The great value of the work lies in the 
friar’s keen observations and curiosity. 
He was interested in everything he 
saw—the Indians, the flowers, trees, 
birds and beasts, the minerals, the 
scenery. The volume gives the only 
known accounts of various Indian 
tribes and preserves a few words of 
their languages, long since extinct. It 
will be invaluable from the point of 
view both of the historian and the an- 
thropologist. 

Naturally Espinosa, a man of his 
times, was under many illusions. He 
was certain that California was an 
island. His geography often was bad-

ly askew. But his descriptions of what 
he saw himself are true and graphic. 

The manuscript contains one of the 
earliest descriptions of territory with- 
in the present limits of the United 
States—especially the so-called ‘“pro- 
vinces of Quivira in the District of 
New Mexico” which were visited by 
Coronado and may have included parts 
of Kansas and Nebraska. 

Espinosa himself does not claim to 
have been there. Of Quivira he says: 
“It is a level country, chilly and with 
few trees, with quantities of wooly, 
hump-backed cattle with two short 
horns twisted backward. They move 
over the prairies grazing in herds, and 
are the sole sustenance of the savages. 
They are ugly and wild. The wool on 
their chests in front is long and curly. 
They make excellent rugs from their 
hides, which are used in these regions 
and in many parts of New Spain, and 
they are very good.” 

The bison, undoubtedly the animal 
referred to, had first been described 
from a specimen in the zoo of Mon- 
tezuma. 

Espinosa was impressed wih the 
Pueblo settlements to the southwest 
of “Quivira” where, he says, “the na- 
tives are very intelligent and well- 
governed. They wear cotton clothing 
and antelope skins which are well dec- 
orated. As jewelry they wear tur- 
quoises, 

“At the end of the province there 
is a splendid valley, cool and delight- 
ful. There they grow corn and other 
vegetables.and fruit. The Indians are 
very reasonable people. They wear 
cotton clothing and antelope skins. 
From this valley one travels four days 
through uninhabited country to an- 
other large valley which is fertile and 
thickly settled. This is all under ir- 
rigation and they raise vegetables. 


“There is another kingdom beyond 
these mentioned. It has large settle- 
ments. The people wear clothing and 
are civilized. In the large valley there 
was the hide of an animal half as 
large again as our bulls. It had a 
horn on its forehead. Evidently it was 
aunicorn. From there it is 70 leagues 
to Cibola which today is New Mexico. 
It is situated in a plain by the side of 
a rounded elevation and it is a sightly 
and attractive spot. The houses are 
two or three stories high with flat 
roofs.” 

Legends of an “El Dorado” were 
very much in the minds of the Span- 


iards of Espinosa’s day. It was a mir- - 


age that constantly vanished. The 
friar placed it somewhere in the un- 
explored country between the Orinoco 
and the Amazon where “there are ex- 
tensive provinces of various peoples, 
some clothed and some naked. From 
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all of them there come great stories of 
the great city of Manoa and the Pro- 
vinces of El Dorado. 

“Among the numerous investiga- 
tions made in this regard, Gov. Don 
Fernando de Berrio found in the pro- 
vince of Los Chimores two very skill- 
fully painted clocks like the Peruvian 
mes, and goatskins and horns. When 
he asked them where they got them 
they replied that they had got them 
by trade with Indians of other adjoin- 
ing inland provinces who had brought 
them from the Provinces of Manoa 
where, beside a large lake, there is a 
city or town which is more than three

leagues across, called Manoa. This 
possesses great wealth in gold and sil- 
ver and other valuables. They affirm 
it has one street more than two leagues 
long of goldsmiths and silversmiths, 
who fashion the metals after their 
method. They say also there are 
large herds of goats and other live- 
stock there. All the buildings of this 
city are of very skillfully hewn stone. 


“They say it lies near a great salt 
lake which is 200 leagues long, 100 
across, and over 600 in coastline. 
Round about it lie more than 3000 
towns with 3000, 4000, or 5000 Indians 
each and in the lake there are many 
islands with large towns and many 
lords and chieftains who govern them. 
And they have innumerable canoes 
and dugouts, which are the boats in 
which they sail from one point to an- 
other. 


“They travel to this great city of 
Manoa from all the bordering pro- 
vinces as to a metropolis. And in the 
plains one hears great tales of the 
Province of Caranaca and many cap- 
tains of the Province of Venezuela 
have set out for it as a result of great 
stories circulating about its wealth in 
gold, silver and other valuables. But 
they never were able to reach it or 
explore it, because of the width of 
country intervening. 


“Don Fernando de Berrio captured 
an Indian who gave him an accurate 
account of Caranaca—that there were 
innumerable Indians living in its large 
cities on the banks of a lake lying near 
low mountain ranges and that his ex- 
pedition was tiny compared to the 
great numbers of people there. He 


took some handfuls of sand and said 


that just as it was impossible to count 


their grains and particles, so it was to ™ 


count the Indians and the towns to be 
found there; that there was great 
wealth of gold, silver and precious 
stones, and that if they went there 
they would all be killed.” 


Caranaca and El Dorado remain to 
be discovered. 


The Smithsonian published the 
manuscript, about five years ago, three 
centuries after the death of its author.

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‘The Engineering Mind

In the December, 1946, issue of the 
Illinois Tech Engineer published by 
the Illinois Institute of Technology is 
an article of special interest to Lin- 
coloniana students.

Kubicek, the author, has portrayed an- 
other angle of the martyred Presi- 
dent’s character. The article describes 
a wagon model by Lincoln about 1840. 
The original model is now displayed in 
the Lincoln Museum, formerly the 
Ford Theater, in Washington, D. C. 
Mr. Kubicek states that the replica is 
the property of Carl W. Schaefer, of 
Cleveland, Ohio. Mr. Schaefer, a close 
personal friend of the late Col. Osborn 
H, Oldroyd, Lincoln collector and cus- 
todian of the Peterson House, Wash- 
ington, D. C., found the model, owned 
by Col. Oldroyd, of such interest that 
he - this model made from the orig- 
inal. 

Of the original model, Mr. Schaefer 
comments, “On the model made by 
Abraham Lincoln, which is in the Lin- 
coln Museum in the Ford Theater, 
Washington, one of the steering arms 
was broken, and this condition existed 
as long as I have known of the exis- 
tence of that model. It was broken at 
the time that Osborn H. Oldroyd re- 
covered it from the P&tent Office. 
Some years ago, when the Patent Of- 
fice became too crowded, many thou- 
sands of models of different sorts were 
gotten rid of, but Colonel Oldroyd for- 
tunately obtained the original at that 
time.” 

Col. Oldroyd and Mr. Schaefer made 
a patient search of the patent applica- 
tions. as on file but were unable to find 
if an application were ever filed by 
Lincoln, with the Patent Office, for nis 
wagon model. The model is of much 
interest, inasmuch as it is a fore- 
runner of the modern automobile con- 
struction embodying a method of turn- 
ing the front wheels as an independent 
system. 

This particular Lincoln item, along 
with the many others of the Oldroyd 
Collection, became, the property of the 
Federal Government through purchase 
in 1926.

Artifacts of the Aleutians 


Many members of the Armed Forces 
who spent time in the Aleutian Islands 
during the war are desirous of forget- 
ting all about it, but for the archaeolo- 
gists it remains an interesting field. 


However, the Smithsonian made it 
the basis of interesting studies several 
years prior to the war, and assembled 
from there a large collection of skulls, 
bones, and artifacts of a hitherto un- 
known race, probably ancestral to 
some of the American Indian tribes. 
Dr. Alex Hrdlicka of the Institution 
said the finds stretched like a many- 
spanned bridge from North America 
to Asia. The greatest number of the 
remains came from an enormous 
mound on the island of Umnak. 


The Aleuts differed from the older 
stock in many details, and evidently 
were moving slowly westward over a 
period of some centuries. The older 
people were dated, Dr. Hrdlicka said, 
only very roughly. Their remains go 
back to approximately 2,000 years. 

There was no reason to believe, he 
said, that they were ancestors of In- 
dians in general. Rather, he thought, 
they were at least closely related to 
the ancestors of the tribes found oc- 
cupying the Pacific coast at the time 
of the first white explorations, includ- 
ing the California Indians. There is 
no evidence that they died out in the 
Aleutians. They must have moved on, 
and that eastward. The Aleuts seem 
to have come and their predecessors 
to have left without any wholesale 
massacres. The two races may in fact 
have lived on together for a few gen- 
erations. 


The pre-Aleuts, according to the evi- 
dence gathered by Dr. Hrdlicka, seem 
to have been the descendants of earlier 
—perhaps much earlier—migrants out

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of Asia into Alaska. They probably 
came by the way of the Kuriles Islands 
and the Aleutian chain. 

The pre-Aleut inhabitants of the is- 
lands practiced in part mummification 
of their dead, but most of their skeletal 
material secured by Dr. Hrdlicka was 
from burials. The Aleuts may have 
picked up the mummy technique from 
them, for in a few places Aleut and 
pre-Aleut mummies were found to- 
gether. The Aleut remains thin out 
as one goes westward, indicating prob- 
bably the direction of their progress. 
The remains of the older people, Dr. 
Hrdlicka found tie up closely with 
those discovered by him previously in 
the lowest levels of a large old village 
site on Kodiak Island. Here they were 
wiped out in a great slaughter by some 
invading people. The pre-Aleuts 
escaped such fate, but as a distinct 
people they have disappeared. 


They were, Dr. Hrdlicka concluded, 
a race of relatively high primitive cul- 
ture considering the materials they 
had to work with — driftwood, bone, 
and poor stone. They had no native 
ivory such as characterized the cul- 
tural life of the earliest Eskimo. Many 
of their artifacts, especially large 
stone pots used for cooking food, are 
close to some found along the north- 
west coast. 


Alaska has been a veritable racial 
cats-cradle with at least five, and pos- 
sibly six, anthropologically different 
peoples crossing and recrossing each 
other’s paths. All of them contributed 
in some way to the blood of the native 
tribes of both North and South Amer- 
ica. 


Before Dr. Hrdlicka started his ex- 
plorations, only two peoples were sup- 
posed to live in this part of the globe— 
the Eskimo with the Aleuts, and the 
Indians. Each year his excavations, 
while bringing to light much new ma- 
terial, rendered the problem of this 
ancient “melting pot” more complex. 
As to the people, he determined there 
two distinct types of Indians and two 
of the Eskimo; it was established that 
the Aleuts were not Eskimo, but a 
separate strain; and he found that be- 
fore the Aleuts there existed in the 
whole chain of islands a pre-Aleut 
race that is close to the Shoshonean 
and Californian Indian.

Last remnants of a tribe of Indians 
who played a considerable role in the 
early history of California were the 
basis of a study shortly before the war 
by Dr. John R. Harrington, Smithson- 
ian Instituation ethnologist. 

This tribe, which spoke a distinctive 
dialect, was the Hok. Its members-oc- 
cupied approximately the site of the 
“Hok Farm,” 30 miles north of the 
present site of Sacramento, where the 
celebrated John A. Sutter built a boiler 
plate fort on top of a high mound as 
protection against them. 

The fort long since has disappeared, 
although within the memory of some 
persons now living it was used as a 
hay barn attached to a summer resort. 
Dr. Harrington was able to locate 
some pieces of the boiler plate walls 
which Sutter purchased in the east 
and had shipped around Cape Horn. 

After building the fort, Sutter ap- 
parently lived on reasonably friendly 
terms with his Indian neighbors whom 
he had dispossessed of their strategic 
mound. In order to operate his farm, 
he imported 40 Hawaiians, essentially 
in the status of slaves. These laborers 
intermarried with the Hoks and the 
mixture is believed largely responsible 
for the very dark skins of the tribal 
survivors. 

From the memories of a few elderly 
Indians, however, Dr. Harrington was 
able to recover, for preservation in the 
Smithsonian archives, a small voca- 
bularly of the Hok language. His 
most valuable informant was an 80- 
year-old woman whom he found living 
alone in a tent near the old domain of 
her people. 

Although probably more than 100 
still survive, they are widely scattered

and have little knowledge of their 
origin. 

Digging into the mound, Dr. Har- 
rington obtained many Indian relics. 
The Hoks, he found, lived largely on 
fresh-water mussels obtained from the 
nearby Sacramento and American 
Rivers.” 

Not far away the site of the old 
Russian colony in California, settled 
by a party from the first Bering ex- 
pedition which resulted in the Russian 
occupation of Alaska.

Indians all over the country used 
herbs for medicinal purposes, but the 
Iroquoian tribes of the Northeastern 
United States and adjoining parts of 
Canada have surprisingly accurate 
knowledge of the plant .ife of the re- 
gion. They use particular herbs as 
pneumonia remedies, certain barks as 
worm medicines, cathartics, and emet- 
ics, and others as blood tonics for run- 
down condition. The blood tonics are 
especially widely used, and nearly eve- 
ry family has its particular concoction 
of herbs for this purpose. They may 
contain as many as 20 different ingre- 
dients, some of the better-known of 
which are blood-root, sarsaparilla, 
lobelia, spikenard, fireweed, and par- 
tridgeberry.

hobby of miniaturia has been steadily 
growing, and it was that statement 
which sent my mind wandering back 
to the time when HOBBIES had no 
MINIATURIA section.

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This I did, and the day before the 
Antiques Exposition and Hobby Fair 
ovened I set up the exhibit in a glass 
case, with a few cards of explanation. 
I had planned to visit the show but 
once or twice during the week, but 
the first day was so filled with in- 
teresting experiences that I returned 
every day of the week.

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child as she ironed, but it became 
quite a task. She picked up some 
beeswax from her board and modeled 
a miniature dog. When the child 
saw it, he immediately recognized 
the likeness of their own pet. From 
this chance beginning Mrs. Wright 
went on to fame for her creation 
of miniature heads of the famous 
people of Europe.

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MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Rare Earths 


The epidote group contains one 
member which may become of in- 
creasing importance as time passes. 
That is allanite, a complex silicate of 
calcium, iron, aluminum, cerium, 
didymium, lanthanum and_ various 
members of the yttrium group. 

Cerium has been the most im- 
portant of the rare earths up to date 
but new uses for the entire group 
are being discovered and it seems 
probable that there will be an increas- 
ing demand for them as their possi- 
bilities become better known. 


Present uses for cerium or for the 
unseparated group include the manu- 
facture of incandescent gas mantles 
and flaming carbons, as colorizers, 
decolorizers and opacifiers in the 
glass and ceramic industry, and for 
printing, dyeing and mothproofing 
in the textile industry. Lanthanum 
is used in weighting silk and as a 
catalyzator, and also in making non- 
silicate glass for lenses which have 
low dispersion and a high refractive 
index. 


The element cerium is soft as lead 
and heavy as iron. When highly

heated, it burns brilliantly. It is a 
powerful reducing agent and is used 
in the separation of metals from re- 
fractory oxides. Its alloys have the 
peculiar property of giving off sparks 
when lightly scratched so they can be 
used to ignite gases. 

Allanite (orthite) is a black or 
brownish mineral having a sub-metal- 
lic, pitchy or resinous luster. The 
hardness is 5.5 to 6 and the specific 
gravity is 3.5 to 4.2. It is most apt 
to occur in deep-seated igneous rocks 
and is to be looked for especially 
where there are many pegmatite 
dykes. Associated minerals are some- 
times epidote, sanidine, sodalite, horn- 
blende and magnetite. 


Cryolite 


Cryolite is a fluoride of sodium and 
aluminum extensively used in the 
manufacture of aluminum. It has 
other uses in glass making and the 
production of sodium salts, and pow- 
dered cryolite is an important insecti- 
cide. The only commercial deposit is 
at Ivigtut, on the west coast of 
Greenland, although it has been 
found in Colorado and Russia. The 
hardness is 2.5 and the specific grav- 
ity is 2.95 to 3.0. 

An interesting experiment is to 
hold a thin sliver in a gas jet and 
watch the flame turn a brilliant yel- 
low while the cryolite melts. Another 
experiment is to drop very small 
fragments in water where they al- 


|} most vanish from sight because the 


index of refraction of water and cyro- 


} lite is practically the same. 


Fireworks 

It is a long time until the Fourth 
of July but we are going to talk 
about fireworks that can be enjoyed 
at any time of the year.

saying that certain crystallized sub- 
stances become luminous when rubbed 
or scratched. No attempt is made to 
explain the phenomenon and none 
suggest any reason why a mineral 
from one locality will give off sparks 
when scratched with a nail while the 
same mineral from another mine in 
the vicinity refuses to do so. Perhaps 
someone has done, or is doing, re- 
search work along this line, but if 
so we have not heard of it. 


We have an idea that great ad- 
vances in knowledge will ultimately 
come from the study of phenomena 
that have been neglected as unim- 
portant. Sometimes the little things 
prove to be the biggest in the long 
run. 

We have a small box of sphalerite 
from a locality in Utah that is excel- 
lent for experimental work along this 
line. When scratched briskly with a 
nail or end of a file, it gives off nu- 
merous bright sparks. Are these 
electrified particles? Or are they tiny 
bits of sphalerite heated while hot by 
the energy used in scratching the 
specimen? If the latter, ‘why do not 
the tiny particles rubbed off sphaler- 
ite from other localities also become 
white hot? 


Sphalerite is zinc sulfide, iron also 
often being present. Its Dana num- 
ber is 2621. The hardness is 3. 5 to 4 
and the specific gravity is 3.9 to 4.1, 
decreasing as the iron content in-

Hydrous Calcium Sulfate 


From Colorado comes a gypsum 
that is somewhat on the order of 
satin spar but the crystallization is 
coarser. This material evidently 
comes aS seams because the pieces 
on a slant in relation to the flat sides. 
Gypsum (hydrous calcium sulfate) is 
the most common sulfate mineral, 
usually being found in sedimentary 
deposits. It occurs in rocks of all 
ages but is most common in those of 
the Permian Epoch.

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The Garnet 


If you would cherish friendship true, 
in Aquarius well you'll do 
To wear this gem of warmest hue— 


The garnet. 

When Pope Innocent III sent Rich- 
ard The Lion-Hearted four gold rings, 
each set with a different stone, in 
1198, he wrote that the four rings 
were symbolic: The verdant hue of 
the emera'd for how we should be- 
lieve; the celestial purity of the sap- 
phire for how we should hope; the 
clear transparency of the topaz for 
how we should act; and the mauve 
color of the garnet for how we 
should love. 

That has always been the legend 
of the garnet—the gem of constancy 
and sincerity, of unchanging love. Its 
appeal goes almost as far back as 
there is a history of civilization. In 
the Hellenic period (ca 300 B. C.— 
100 B. C.) metal signet rings gave 
way to rings in which the seal was 
engraved on a gem set in a metal 
ring. Garnet was among the most 
favored stones. 

Aside from its beauty and richness 
of color, garnets have always been 
plentiful enough to bring them within 
easy reach of everybody. 

From earliest times the glittering 
pebbles have caught the eye of earth 
dwellers. In pre-historic times, gar- 
net pebbles probably were picked up 
along river courses where rushing 
waters had loosed them from the 
mother-rock, long before the idea of 
mining for gems dawned on our re- 
mote ancestors. 

And bringing casual discovery up 
to date, during a recent excavation 
in New York City, deep under traffic- 
racked Broadway at 65th Street, fine 
garnets were found. 

The stones range in size from tiny 
grains of sand to large gems to make 
dazzling rings. You can find garnets, 
for instance, in a piece of red sand- 
paper. The tiny stones are used as 
watch jewels. The larger, transpar- 
ent stones are used as gems. 

To qualify as gems worth setting, 
garnets must have unblemished trans- 
parency and preferably—the red ones 
at least—have the glow of a smolder- 
ing fire. Ancient gossip has it that 
Noah used garnets to light the ark. 

Garnets, like rubies and sapphires, 
are sometimes starred. But the star 
of the garnet, instead of being six- 
rayed, as in the two corundum gem- 
stones, has four rays. 

The garnet group differs from most 
gem minerals in a paradox by which 
it has many variations of composi- 
tion, which give it a variety of color, 
but always produce crystals of the 
same form. In fact, garnets have 
been found in every color except blue. 
Though the gem itself may range in 
color from blood red to emerald 
green, when it is used in the fashion 
world it refers to textiles of deep 
crimson color. 

The garnet is January’s birthstone.

The Cotillior: 


In 1873, Demorest’s Monthly Maga- 
zine was promoting the amenities of 


the cotillon, as follows: 

“Every year the cotillon is becoming 
more the fashion. In Germany it forms 
the finale of pretty nearly every ball; 
and what dance in America would be 
complete without the German, which is, 
to all intents and purposes, a cotillon? 
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‘Tt is not by any means imperatively 
necessary to have presents, bouquets, or 
expensive adjuncts. We will begin by 
describing those figures which require 
no paraphernalia whatever. 

“The company having chosen their 
partners, and being seated beside them, 


in a circle round the room, the music 
strikes up a waltz, in which everybody 
joins till it suddenly ceases, when they 


resume their old seats; and the lady and 
gentleman who lead the cotillon proceed 
to arrange any of the following figures, 
the whole party having a general waltz, 
at intervals between them; and in Germ- 
any it is the custom for gentlemen to 
ask permission of each other to exchange 
partners for a turn or two during these 
intermediate waltzes, and to have polkas 
and mazourkas, as well as waltzes, dur- 
ing the course, of the cotillon.” 

Having prepared the dancers in the 
preliminary rudiments of the dance, 
Demorest’s then proceeds to give ad- 
ditional instructions on the dance and 
its various ramifications, including 
such variations as “The Apron Fig- 
ure,” The Button Figure,’ The May- 
pole,” and The Bell Figure.”

anything of an extensive nature on 
miniatures, and regret that we have 
nothing to send along to you.’ 

So I was indeed surprised and 
pleased when I opened.my July, ’41 
HOBBIES to find a brand new section 
-MINIATURA, with accounts of the 
three most famous collections of 
miniatures, those of Colleen Moore, 
James Ward Thorne and Jack Nor- 
worth. 

Since that time we have had many 
fine articles on the best in the mini- 
ature field, and many news items 
which have been of interest to those 
who are miniature enthusiasts. 

It was in December of 1941 that I 
first learned that a book on Mini- 
atures was to be written by Miss 
Georgene O’Donnell, of Chicago. Mr. 
Lightner brought her to my home to 
see my wax miniatures, thinking 
she might like to include some men- 
tion of them in the book. As they 
were leaving my little granddaughter 
Dayle, came out from her afternoon 
nap. Miss O’Donnell included in her 
story the part Dayle has played in 
helping with the container problem 
for the wax foods. She and her 
granddaddy had gone to the woods 
tor their usual hike one Sunday and 
when they returned, she emptied her 
pockets which were bulging with 
acorns. “Can vou use these for dishes, 
grandma?” she asked. Well, I have 
been using them ever since for candy 
and nut bowls, for fruit and donuts, 
too. A coat of shellac makes them 
into a modern wooden container of 
Nature’s own design. Dayle now has 
two little sisters, Penny and Jill, and 
a brand new cousin, Sandra Lee. So 
it will be some time before the en- 
thusiasm for creating new items from 
wax can be laid aside, if their in- 


terest continues as they visit the 


Hobby Room upstairs, using some 
of the older and more shop-worn 
models of the larger scale. Their 
Doll House & Doll Collection are also 
a part of the Hobby Room. 

The ‘MINIATURIA NUMBER’ of 
Hobbies in November of 1943 was 
the height of achievement to all mini- 
ature collectors. I’m sure it will be 
one of the prized possessions of these 
enthusiasts. It announced the new 
and first book on the subject of 
MINIATURIA, The World of Tiny 
Things, by Miss O’Donnell, which is 
a ‘must’ for collectors of miniatures. 

The reports from many miniature 
enthusiasts tell of the return of 
many miniatures (to the market), 
which have been scarce during the 
war years. More artists are return- 
ing to their former hobbies, and 
many more people are becoming in- 
terested in the fascinating hobby of 
the tiny things in life. Many are 
looking forward to the yearly re- 
unions which used to be such a treat 
to the collectors of miniatures at the 
Antiques Exposition and Hobby Fair. 
While miniatures were scarce, many 
lost their enthusiasm about traveling 
across the country, but now are hop- 
ing for a renewing of those old 
friendships around the miniature 
booths. 

As I finish my reminiscing, the new 
year has gotten well under way. 
May it be one of sharing with others 
the benefits we have received from 
our hobbies. Looking forward can give 
one even a greater sense of happi- 
ness than looking backward, if we 
plan to use the best of our yester- 
days to create a better tomorrow. 
Hobbies have a definite place in the 
tomorrows, and my hope has always 
been to use mine in occupational 
therapy.

IRELAND! Appropriate for March? 
Some of you will say “Yes,” and some 
will say “No,” and you will all be 
right. Sir John de Ireland lived in the 
time of William the Conqueror, and 
had lands in co. Lancaster, England. 
Branches later settled in other coun- 
ties—Hertford, Salop, Suffolk, Surrey, 
at least. BUT—one branch went 
across to Robertstown, co. Kildare, in 
Ireland, and bore the same Coat-of- 
Arms as those of Lancaster, which is 
the one emblazoned here. Kildare 
adjoins Dublin county, so is not far 
from the capital of old Ireland. 


Therefore, in this month of “wear- 
ing the green,” we may honor the Ire- 
land family from Ireland. 

Sir John de Ireland in 1066 was not 
of the companions of William I from 
Normandy, as one might think from 
the prefix “de,”’ but the fleurs-de-lis on 
the shield show some association with 
France, and the dove with the olive 
branch indicates peace. This tells its 
own story, that there was peace be- 
tween Sir John and the French.. Wil- 
liam I granted large landed estates to 
those whom he wished to favor in Eng- 
land, and Sir John may have followed 
him and been granted his lands. 

Sir Gilbert Ireland was a member 
of Parliament for Liverpool, and died 
in 1675, leaving no male heirs, and 
was “last male heir in direct line,” 
which means “oldest son through old- 
est son.” 
second son of the first Sir John, bore a 
very much more elaborate Coat, the 
fleurs-de-lis being on either side of a 
spear placed diagonally across the 
shield, hecd down, the upper end hav- 
ing a pennant. This was all within a 
border with a division line denoting 
large land holdings. Some branches 
had besides the fleurs-de-lis, a lion, 
some an ermine band across the top, 
with different crests. Then there were 
three families that did not have this 
basic Coat with the fleurs - de - lis — 
crowns, helmets, stars, and chevrons

were on their shields. We know noth- 
ing about these families. 

Those of you who have become fa- 
miliar with the color code, will recog- 
nize from the vertical lines that this 
is a red shield; the fleurs-de-lis are 
silver (plain surface). The dove and 
= branch are “proper” or natural 
color. 


The blazon, or heraldic description 
is: Gules six fleurs-de-lis, three, two, 
and one argent. Crest—A dove and 
olive branch proper. The Latin motto 
is translated “Love and peace.” 

The notes so far given have been 
gleaned from heraldic authorities. Now 
let us turn to information found in 
“Some account of the Ireland Family, 
originally of Long Island, N. Y., 1644- 
1880,” as written in 1880 by Joseph 
Norton Ireland of Bridgeport. 


He tells of Adam de Irelonde and 
Henry de Irlaunde as being among the 
earliest mentioned in England. Be- 
sides the ones we mentioned above, in 
his search he found two Johns. One, 
noted for his learning and piety, be- 
came Dean of Westminster in 1816, 
and willed most of his large fortune 
to religious and educational institu- 
tions. John of co., Norfolk, was Alder- 
man of Great Yarmouth in 1676, and 
registrar of the Arch Deacons’ Court 
of Norwich. When Mayor, he “de- 
clined the annua] contribution of her- 
rings for the support of his office”!!! 

The line of Lancaster has many 
Thomases, and though no definite con- 
nection had been made at the time of 
the writing of the above book, it was 
almost certain that it was from co. 
Lancaster that THOMAS IRELAND 
came to Hempstead, Long Island, in 
1644, 


Thomas was landlord of an Inn, or 
“House of Entertainment” in Hemp- 
stead. As a proprietor in Hempstead, 
he was entitled to 150 acres of land. 
His will was executed in 1668. He was 
probably brother of Samuel Ireland of 
Wethersfield, Conn., who came in the 
Ship Increase, in 1635. 


Thomas Jr. was apparently the only 
son. He acquired considerable land on 
Long Island, and died at Cold Spring 
in 1710, leaving a large family, at 
least four of them sons. Descendants 
of his are living in many sections of 
the United States. 


From various sources we have 
gleaned the following about the family. 
During the Revolution, a Joseph 


Ireland, on Long Island, sent in a bill . 


of £34 to the government, which was 
never paid. And also the following: 

“Loss of Teams’ Work, loss of cat- 
tle, Hay, Straw, Oats, Corn, poultry, 
swine and timber, prest and stolen by 
the British Trops, £156, 3s, 4d.” 

Many of the name of Ireland were 
in the War for Independence. 

Rev. John Ireland was chaplain in 
the navy before 1823, and was an 
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Episcopal Clergyman in Brooklyn. 

In Virginia, Matthew Ireland held 
land as early as 1638, and Elizabeth 
in 1660. Capt. Francis Ireland was in 
Lt. Col. Griffin Taylor’s regiment of 
Virginia militia in the War of 1812. 

And John Ireland, born in Belfast 
Treland in 1752, was a member of the 
Cumberland Co. Militia, dying in Scott 
Co. Ky., in 1833. 

“Who’s Who” contains the names of 
several lawyers, educators and writ- 
ers, most of them residing in the re- 
gion of the Rockies. Merritte Weber 
Ireland, 80 years old this year, has a 
marvelous record as Surgeon General 
of the U. S. Army, who was the re- 
cipient, in World War I of awards in 
France and England, besides honors 
in this country. 

And now, from the sponsor of this 
article, who would like to know more 
about her own line than we are able 
to furnish, writes that her grand- 
father and great grandfather were 
both named Thomas, so there is a pos- 
sibility of their being descended from 
the first 2 Thomases in Long Island. 
Her great-grandfather was a jeweler, 
and her grandfather was apprenticed 
to a jeweler in Rio Janeiro, and be- 
came a silversmith. She has some 
beautiful specimens of his workman- 
ship. Her first Thomas married Sarah 
Frye, about 1820, in Mass., and the 
son, Thomas, married Cynthia Snell- 
ing. There was a set of Lowestoft 
china in the family, decorated with 
the Coat-of-Arms, and when it was 
given to Thomas and Sarah for a 
wedding: present—their monogram— 
“T & S” wes substituted! 


Let us re-trace our steps, aS a con- 
clusion, to the ancient family. Sur- 
name books give various spellings— 
Irlande, Irlond, Irland, Yrland, using 
the name both with and without the 
prefix “de” and give dates 1237 and 
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1320 among the early ones. 

Through several lists or “rolls” 
compiled by writers in as many cen- 
turies, no name such as Ireland is 
found among those of the companions 
to William the Conqueror; neither 
could the family have been Huguenots, 
as they were in England long before 
that persecution. 


The name is not included in the 
names of the ancient Irish families 
who were descended from King Mile- 
sious of Spain, so we return to the 
Norman tradition. And—in Rietstap’s 
“Armorial General,” foremost author- 
ity on Coats-of-Arms of Continental, 
and some English families, we find 
registered the Coat for Irland, of 
Poitou, and d’Ireland of Normandy. 
The latter is a blue shield charged 
with a gold chevron; above the chev- 
ron 2 silver footless ducks, and below, 
a silver escallop shell. 

Therefore, whatever the descent, to- 
day we send orchids to the English 
Ireland, but, of course, shamrocks to 
the Irish Irelands!

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CREST CORNER 


This month’s Crest Corner idea was 
all ready to put on paper, when I re- 
turned from the day in Chicago with 
one of the letters in my box from a 
good friend and client, containing a 
rather distressing piece of news. This, 
I felt, must take precedence over any 
other thought I had in mine for this 
“Corner.” 


She said that I recommended the 
study of Heraldry for the schools, and 
that the pupils should be encouraged 
to look into their family history as a 
part of their history projects. She 
then went on to say that in their city 
some of the teachers had given their 
students as “home work,” the looking 
up of their family Coat-of-Arms in 
the public library. Shortly after this, 
my client, who is a button fancier and 
tries to identify crests on buttons, 
found some of the valuable books had 
been riddled by these young pupils— 
pictures of crests had been torn, not 
even cut out of the pages, spoiling the 
adjacent pictures, and those on the 


rors! But let’s look at the situation 
from every angle. 


Friend or not friend writing this— 
I could have taken it as a rebuff for 
encouraging among teachers and pu- 
pils, this kind of study. I do not think 
that was meant, and if it were, I can 
say truthfully that I would never back 
down on my theory that young people 
should have this opportunity while 
they are studying allied subjects. It 
is definitely wholesome and vital, that 
they should realize that people in 
history were people—were someone’s 
relatives and ancestors— were they 
theirs? 


Neither am I censuring any instruc- 
tor or librarian or parent for this par- 
ticular piece of lawlessness, or any 
depredation of the kind that might 
happen in any city. True it is that 
these three classes of teachers just 
mentioned should have, long before, 
helped the children to understand how 
to love and care for books,. and the 
selfishness in mutilating them—and 
that. it is unnecessary, as there are 
other means of acquiring what one 
desires. 

BUT—do you remember your first 
experience—or haven’t you yet had it 
—when you found your great-great- 
grandfather’s Revolutionary service 
recorded in a book in the library? 
HIS NAME IN PRINT? Or the out- 
line of one of the families in your 
father’s or your mother’s line? What 
did you do? Just yell right out in the 
library so that everybody stared and 
laughed at you? Well, J did—and I 
was no child either! And I am not 
ashamed of it. I had never been told 
there was so much in books about 
families. 

So, all of you, just put youself in 
these youngsters’ shoes when they 
asked for a Coat-of-Arms book and 
found a picture for one with their 
own family name! These young en- 
thusiasts had to do something about 
it—but their teachers, their parents, 
the libraries, all of whom must have 
known they would consult these books, 
did not realize what a thrill it would 
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be, and that they would use any means 
to secure something so dear to their 
hearts. 

Therefore, guardians of young 
minds, you who are the inspiration 
of their unfolding thoughts, you just 
need to realize that there is nothing 
that brings such a thrill to young or 
old, as to see that someone has taken 
the pains to record your own history 
in one way or another; then prepare 
these young people to secure this in- 
formation they find, in the proper 
manner. They should know that not 
all families can go to registers and 
pick out the Coat-of-Arms for their 
own branch, without special study and 
research; that they should consult 
with the librarians or others who un- 
derstand, before deciding which is 
theirs; that they should ask the libra- 
rian for their piece of celluloid and a 
bit of tracing paper to take off the 
picture, if they know it belongs to 
them. Good librarians are thus equip- 
ped, and are glad to be of help, and 
give advice. . 

Ten years ago I was in the city in 
question, and gave my stereopticon 
talks on Heraldry, to, I think, every 
high school there. We all had such a 
good time, and I know these pictures 
were appreciated by both teachers and 
pupils. 

Many schools, Chicago included, are 

now embracing in their extra-curricu- 
lar courses, a plan whereby all pupils 
shall work out charts giving the names 
of at least three generations, with 
dates and places of birth, death, and 
marriages. It is conceded that every 
child should know at least that much 
about his family. D. A. R. chapters 
are encouraging this study in smaller 
communities, by furnishing the blanks. 
So this idea it is not at all original 
with this writer, but I stand firmly by 
it, and am willing to “lend a hand” 
wherever and whenever I may be of 
help. 
It is just “up to us,” the older ones, 
to anticipate and prepare for the 
grand times the younger ones can en- 
joy in this, one of the finest of educa- 
tional and cultural hobbies!!! 

Sorry we do not have the authority 
for this story: A mother wanted her 
son to show off what she had told him, 
and asked him to make a little speech 
to her friends about “Our Family 
Tree.’ This was the speech: “My 
grandparents are the roots of the 
family tree. My parents are the trunk. 
My brothers and sisters are the 
branches, and I am the sap.”

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“Beautiful, Historic Frederick”

Where else could one see so much 
outside of actual travel, than by 
post cards? Just how much do you 
know about our good old U. S. A.? 
Post cards make a wonderful hobby 
and you can receive cards from all 
over the country, and see buildings, 
monuments, memorials, homes of 
famous persons, and odd, unique 
places all over the world. Most post 
card views give you the places as 
the actually are, places you have 
heard about but never seen. Take 
one State for instance—Maryland— 
did you really know just how historic 
it is? 

Up from the meadows rich with 
corn, clear in the cool September 
morn, the clustered spires of Frederick 
stand, Green walled by the hills of 
Maryland. Then there is some more 
that goes like this: Up rose old Bar- 
bara Fritchie then, bowed with her 
fourscore years and ten, Bravest of 
all in Frederick town—She took up

the flag the men hauled down. “Shoot, 
if you must, this old gray head, but 
spare your country’s flag,” she said. 
Don’t you all remember that fa- 
mous poem? How well I do—we had 
to learn it in school, and it was one 
that always stood out in my memory. 
The city of Frederick is certainly 
historic and I have many post card 
views of it. They really tell a story 
themselves. Let’s go over them. 


The grave and monument of Fran- 
cis Scott Key is in Frederick. The 
flag flies over it 24 hours a day. On 
September 14, 1814, Francis Scott 
Key of Frederick wrote “The Star 
Spangled Banner”, now our national 
anthem. He was born in the vicinity 
of Keysville, August, 1779. He re- 
ceived his education at St. John’s Col- 
lege, Annapolis. He came to Freder- 
ick to practice law. Patriotic work 
drew Key, then a private citizen, into 
the thick of a terrific battle. Key 
visited the British fleet to see Dr. 
Beanes; and the English were mak- 
ing prearations te bombard Fort Mc- 
Henry that same night and to pro- 
tect themselves they were forced to 
detain Key on board the ship. After- 
wards they returned him to his own 
ship under guard. It was on board 
this ship while watching with a beat- 
ing heart, for the fate of the stars 
and stripes which bravely held their 
own through the storm of shot and 
shell until dawn that the inspiration 
came to Key which worked itself into 
the stars and stripes. He sketched 
it off roughly at sea and polished it 
into a classic in his room at a Balti- 
more hotel, and that Baltimore paper 
first presented it to the public. In 
1843 Francis Scott Key died while on 
a visit. In 1898 the Francis Scott 
Key Association erected a handsome 
monument to him. There is a lovely 
post card view of this monument at 


* the entrance to Mount Olivet Ceme- 


tery, Frederick, Md. There is also a 
fine monument to Key in Baltimore. 
Tt shows Key offering the manuscript 
to Columbia. Fort McHenry named 
after Patriot James McHenry is also 
a beautiful historic old place. Now 
to look back to Barbara Fritchie— 
there are cards of the Barbara Frit- 
chie House in Frederick. It- con- 
tains many priceless relics of this 
Civil War heroine. 

Also in Frederick is the Roger 
Brooke Taney Shrine. He married 
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Anne Key, the sister of Francis Scott 
Key, and served as state senator, 
then Attorney General of the United 
States then Secretary of the Trea- 
sury. He lived close to Barbara 
Fritchie. 

The famous Hood College is in 
Frederick. ; 

Cumberland, Md., has some historic 
interest. Washington’s headquarters 
were located near the site of old Old 
Fort Cumberland. These headquar- 
ters were used by Washington during 
the French and Indian War 1755- 
1758. Nice cards to have, cards of 
these old settings, too. Old Fort 
Frederick is located between _Cum- 
berland and Hagerstown, Md. This is 
also an interesting spot. Also close 
to Cumberland is the famous Clarys- 
ville Inn, a stopping over place since 
the days of the Coach-and-four. Near 
Boonsboro is the first monument to 
George Washington. It is located 
atop a mountain and there is a State 
park there. 

The largest unit aircraft plant in 
the U. S. is in Maryland, near Balti- 
more. There is a unique o!d Toll Gate 
House near Cumberland, the first toll 
gate house erected on the Cumber- 
land road. 

There are nice cards of the famous 
“Antietam Battlefield,” a few miles 
from Hagerstown. This was_ the 
bloodiest battle of the great Civil 
War. 

Of course, the famous U. S. Naval 
Academy is at Annapolis. There are 
many magnificent buildings, includ- 
ing the famous Bancroft Hall, which 
is the largest dormitory in the world. 

To go back to some Baltimore 
cards we see the world-famous Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, occupying more 
than four city blocks. There are 
about six different views of this. Then 
there is the Flag House at Pratt and 
Albemarle streets. There is also an 
old shot tower in Baltimore, one of 
the few survivors of the country’s

Post Cards Preserve 
Scenes of Other Days 

Harry Towles writing in the Park 
City Daily News, Bowling Green, Ky., 
makes some comment on the post 
card and a local collector which is 
typical of the value of the post card 
in preserving pictorial history. 

“Many important messages have 
been carried by jottings on postal 
ecards. Mrs. Willie I. McFadden, a 
native of Warren County, has a large 
collection of cards received by her 
since the turn of the century and 
they depict the changing ways of life 
in this city fairly accurately. In her 
early Twentieth Century group are 
pictures of the principal buildings, 
the parks, boats and vehicles of the 
horse and buggy era. 

“The Dr. Aull home,-corner of Main 
and Chestnut, a fine old residence, is 
occupied by Newman’s Clinic. Other 
cards bear the pictures of the Busi- 
ness University (1908) in the Mc- 
Cormack building. Tenth and State 
streets, and Southern Normal School, 
which has been supplanted by the 
present B. U. A picture of Potter 
College is on another card, and ano- 
ther shows the Liberty College build- 
ing at Glasgow (1906). Touched up 
scenes from Fountain Square and 
Reservoir Park are on other cards, 
while one picture reveals a long line 
of buggies and horses on the Square 
on “Court Day In Bowling Green” 
(1907). 

“Scottsville’s Main Street looks far 
different on a 1909 card. In fact, deep 
ruts, made by buggies and wagons, 
can be seen. The majestic Chaperon, 
local pleasure and passenger boat, 
was one of the most sought-after in 
its era as a subject for picture cards. 

“It is an interesting collection and 
proves that those who have patience 
may reap a great deal of enjoyment 
out of saving’ everyday ‘articles of 
their time, until a new generation 
grows up.”

Becomes Museum 


Mrs. Raymond Gunnison of New 
York State, one of the HospsBiEes family 
for more years than it can exactly 
remember, has seen one of her collect- 
ing dreams realized. Her natural 
history collection is now housed in a 
building of its own next to her home. 

Those who have seen this collec- 
tion say that it is so complete and 
well organized that it ranks with 
some of the larger collections of 
natural history in museums through- 
out the country. 

Well filled and well lighted wall 
cases line the four walls of the main 
museum. Fossils are at the left of 
the entrance door, with a curtained 
section for fluorescent minerals in 
the left corners.

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“T’ve always been interested in na- 
ture,” she said. “As a small child, 
when I caught caterpillars and mice, 
I put them in jars. A little later I 
got interested in wild flowers and 
started an herbarium. When I went 
to college, St. Lawrence University, I 
took all the ‘ologies’ I could, and went 
on with my herbarium. I started 
collecting biological specimens then. 


“When I got married and had three 
children, I didn’t allow that to inter- 
fere with my hobby. I met my hus- 
band at St. Lawrence College. I 
think a great many women make a 
mistake by giving up their hobbies. 
I think you can handle a family and 
a hobby together. Now that my fam- 
ily is grown up and married—I have 
four grandchildren—I’m very glad I 
kept mine. 

“T arranged the exhibit of strategic 
metals and minerals for the boys who 
came up from the Pawling Convales- 
cent center,” Mrs. Gunnison said 
“You see I have tantalum that’s used 
in plastic surgery, mica that’s used 
for spark plugs of planes because it 
can stand tremendous heat, quartz 
and such things. Quartz wasn’t used 
in the last war, but it was in this for 
radio. 

“Oh, yes, the boys came up quite 
often. The museum is open to the 
public from 9 o’clock in the morning 
until 10 o’clock at night. The door 
is always open. I’ve never worried 
about theft. Nothing has any very 
great commercial value. The items 
are worth so little as individual 
pieces. 

“T really began the collection to in- 
terest children in natural history. 
Children have to see things to be in- 
terested. When we lived in Scarsdale, 
I had just one museum room. After 
we moved to Pawling in 1939 my 
husband put up this building for me, 
and I started my museum here in the 
winter of 1941. Now I have things 
that would interest adults as ‘well as 
children. 

“One thing I’ve been careful about 
is the labeling,” Mrs. Gunnison said. 
“T won’t have a label on anything un- 
less I’m certain it’s correct. And most 
museums just give the name and let 
it go at that. I think people want to 
know more. My labels tell what a thing 
is, where it comes from, what it’s used 
for. A person could come in here and 
just read the labels and find out a lot. 
The labels have taken a good deal of 
time, but I think that if you’re going 
to have something educational you 
have to give some work to it. 


“The Museum of Natural History 
in New York couldn’t believe I had 
that. I found it in Third avenue,” 
she continued, indicating a spiral fos- 
sil formation some 10 inches long 
that looked as if a group of pennies 
had been stood on end and loosely 
wrapped, then the wrapping given a 
twist between each penny. You have 
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heard the same tone of voice when 
other women have shown you a chair 
or table they “picked up” in some 
out-of-the-way shop. “It’s a fossil 
alga, a species of achinenes. It’s 
quite rare. We have algae now. Scum 
on a pond is algae.” 

Her botanical building is smaller 
than the main museum. Its lefthand 
wall is devoted essentially to two 
large cabinets, one for her herbarium, 
the other for embryos, human, goat, 
and cow. Her herbarium, she said,

is her pet project. It is certainly 
beautifully organized and kept, with 
all the specimens mounted on sheets 
of the same size, and all filed ac- 
cording to genus and family. Jars of 
various fungi are on the cabinets. 

Exhibits are ranged in glass cases 
along the right-hand wall, with a 
group of seven colored floral pictures, 
made in Mexico in 1869 from grasses 
and plants, hung over them. Both 
native and foreign plants are shown 
in the cases, everything from a sec- 
tion of a lace tree from the West 
Indies to Dutchess county corn and 
barley. 

“The lace tree grows only in the 
West Indies,” Mrs. Gunnison said as 
she handed her specimen for inspec- 
tion. Twelve lacy layers, that looked 
as if they had been made in a cur- 
tain factory rather than grown in a 
tree, ruffled from a section of branch 
about an inch and a half in diameter. 
The ruffles aren’t flowers. They are 
the woody section under the bark, 
and they are sturdy enough to take 
an annual Luxing. 

Pods of both white and brown cot- 
ton are shown in the display of cot- 
ton plants and _ cotton products. 
Brown cotton was the only kind 
slaves were allowed to grow. Mrs. 
Gunnison said. If a s!ave grew white 
cotton, it was evident that he had 
stolen the seed. She has heard, she 
said, that the Russians are now grow- 
ing cotton in pastel shades, but it’s 
impossible to learn if this is true or 
not.

Longevity of Seeds 


W. H. Over, writing in the bulletin 
of the museum of the University of 
South Dakota, makes some interest- 
ing remarks on the longevity of 
seeds. Says he: 

“We frequently read where wheat 
and other seeds have been found in 
stone graves of Egyptian mummies 
and even in Indian graves and the 
seeds planted and germinated. This is 
hardly believeable, and it is more 
than likely that recent seeds had been 
substituted to fool the public or to 
make a good story. It is well known 
that seeds and nuts with hard thick 
hulls or shells will lay in the ground 
a few years before germinating. The 
seeds of the canna have an extreme- 
ly thick shell and we can relate this 
experience. When we moved to our 
present home in the fall of 1922 we 
found a large canna plant in the gar- 
den that had bloomed and matured 
many seeds. Before the p!ant was de- 
stroyed seeds had scattered over an 
area of several square feet. The first 
few years many seeds germinated 
but the plants never reached the 
flower stage. After a dozen years 
the phenomenon attracted our atten- 
tion and we began to keep a record 
of seedlings per year. In 1944 only 
one plant showed up and none in 
1945, but in 1946 two seeds germin- 
ated and grew only a few inches 
high in the immediate area where 
the plant grew in 1922. These seeds 
remained in the soil nearly 24 years.
